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FOREWORD 


At  the  beginning  of  1759,  British  and  colonial  forces 
were  somewhat  insecurely  established  at  the  forks  of  the  Ohio, 
where  the  first  and  smaller  fort  Pitt  was  being  erected  near  the 
ruins  of  Fort  Duquesne.  After  his  victorious  campaign  against  that 
stronghold,  which  the  French  had  abandoned  on  the  approach  of 
his  overwhelming  force,  the  dying  General  Forbes  had  returned  to 
Philadelphia,  leaving  to  Colonel  Henry  Bououet  the  task  of  organ- 
izing and  maintaining  the  new  line  of  forts  from  Carlisle  to  the 
Ohio  River. 

Garrisons  must  be  maintained  in  all  these  forts,  in  spite 
of  sickness,  desertion,  and  the  expiration  of  soldiers'  terms  of 
enlistment.  Troops  must  be  shifted  and  re-shifted  to  keen  sufficient 
forces  in  the  more  exposed  positions.  Supplies  must  be  made  avail- 
able where  and  when  needed,  which  involved  endless  dickering  and 
pleading  with  farmers  and  merchants  who  furnished  them,  and  with 
wagoners  and  pack  horse  men  who  transported  them.  The  free  and 
independent  nature  of  the  colonials  did  not  take  kindly  to  legal 
requisitions  and  summonses,  and  Bouquet  had  need  of  all  his  tact 
and  patience. 

The  letters  he  received  during  1759  indicate  the  myriad 
ramifications  of  his  duties  and  responsibilities.  Plans  for  the 
new  fort  at  Pittsburgh  must  be  examined  and  approved.  An  officer's 
widow  asked  him  to  arrange  for  a pension.  Provincials  pressed  for 
the  settlement  of  their  accounts.  Hogs,  cattle,  oats  and  forage 
for  horses,  medical  supplies,  flour,  whiskey,  Ditch  for  calking 
boats,  must  be  obtained  and  transported  to  the  various  posts. 
Indian  goods  were  needed  to  keep  the  good  will  of  the  red  men,  and 
to  purchase  fresh  game  from  them.  Moreover,  there  were  the  ever- 
present problems  of  discipline  and  morale,  heightened  by  delays  in 
paying  the  soldiers,  and  by  the  distaste  of  some  British  officers 
for  service  under  the  foreigner  Bouquet. 

Colonel  Hugh  Mercer,  in  command  at  Fort  Pitt,  wrote  fre- 
quently about  French  activity  to  the  north,  in  their  forts  at 
present-day  Franklin,  Waterford,  and  Erie.  He  feared  a French 
attempt  to  recapture  the  position  they  had  lost,  especially  because 
the  garrison  left  at  Fort  Pitt  during  the  winter  was  inadequate. 
Indian  spies  were  sent  out  to  keep  close  watch  at  Fort  Machault, 
Fort  Le  Boeuf,  and  Fort  Presque  Isle,  and  to  report  any  signs  of 
preparation  for  an  attack.  The  reports  of  these  spies  make  an 
interesting  picture  of  the  last  days  of  French  rule  in  northwestern 
Pennsylvania.  The  expected  attack  never  materialized:  the  English 
themselves  began  to  prepare  for  an  assault  on  Fort  Machault:  but 
the  French,  cut  off  from  Quebec  by  the  English  capture  of  Fort 
Niagara,  burned  their  forts  and  fled  to  Detroit,  in  August  1759- 


Briwadier  General  John  Forbes  had  died  on  IJarch  11,  and 
have  expected  a pror.otion,  but  for  his  foreign  origin, 
■eneral  John  St  anwix  became  the  new  commander  in  the 
uthern  Department".  Bouquet  soon  established  good  relations 
his  nov;  superior,  and  his  duties  continued  much  as  before. 

Because  of  its  length.  Series  21644  of  the  PAPERS  OF  COLONEL 
CIPUST  has  been  divided  into  two  volumes.  Parts  I and  IL, 
of  which  this  is  Part  II.  This  volume  contains  letters  from  officers 
and  friends  during  the  second  half  of  1759- 

The  manuscript  collection  of  the  Bouquet  Correspondence 
forms  thirty  series  of  the  British  Ilusoum's  Additional  Kanuscripts 
classification.  After  Bouquet's  death,  his  papers  came  into  the 
possession  of  Frederick  Haldimand,  his  friend  and  executor,  and '/ere 
given  by  Haldimand1  s heirs  to  the  British  ITuseum,  together  with 
Haldimand' s own  papers.  For  this  reason  the  Bouquet  Papers  are 
sometimes  listed  as  part  of  the  Haldimand  Collection. 

The  relation  between  the  various  series  of  the  PAPER3  OF 
ICIONEL  HTIIRY  BOUQUET  is  shown  by  their  contents.  Bouquet's  letter 
books  for  1757  and  1758,  covering  his  service  in  South  Carolina, 
form  Series  21631  and  21632;  and  his  military  accounts  for  South 
Carolina  are-  in  Series  21633-  Series  21634  is  his  correspondence 
with  Sir  Jeffery  Amherst . Bouquet's  correspondence  with  General 
Thomas  Gage  is  in  Series  21636  and  21637-  Series  21638  is  composed 
of  correspondence  with  Generals  Stanwix,  C-age,  I ionckton,  and  others, 
from  1759  to  1765-  Series  21639  is  his  correspondence  with  Sir 
John  St.  Clair  and  Captain  James  Sinclair  from  1758  to  1763;  Series 
21640  is  correspondence  with  the  Sari  of  Loudoun  and  Brigadier 
eral  Forbes;  and  Series  21641  has  his  correspondence  with  George 
Washington  in  1758.  The  correspondence  of  Captain  Lewis  Curry  is 
in  Series  21642. 

In  Series  21643  to  21651  are  letters  to  Colonel  Bouquet 
from  various  persons,  his  general  incoming  correspondence  from  1755 
to  1765.  His  general  outgoing  correspondence  is  in  Series  21652 
end  21653-  There  are  miscellaneous  accounts  and  returns  in  Series 
21654,  and  papers  relating  to  Indian  affairs  in  Series  21655- 
Series  21656  has  public  orders  issued  by  .Amherst  and  Bouquet  and 
Series  21657  has  general  and  regimental  orders.  Series  21658  is 
miscellaneous  papers;  Series  21659,  the  cash  book  for  the  South 
Carolina  campaign;  and  Series  21660,  an  inventory  of  Bouquet's 
belongings  made  after  his  death. 

Photostatic  copies  of  the  Bouquet  Papers,  lent  by  the 
Library  of  Congress,  were  carefully  copied  and  checked.  The  hand- 
written copy  was  typed,  and  the  typewritten  copy  rechecked  against 
the  original.  Finally,  before  any  mimeographing  was  done,  the 


handwritten  copy  and  the  typed  copy  were  carefully  compared,  and 
any  variation  or  doubtful  reading  rechecked  against  the  original 
photostats.  It  is  hoped  that  this  repeated  checking  will  have 
reduced  the  number  of  errors  to  a minimum. 

Great  care  has  been  taken  to  make  a faithful  reproduction 
of  the  original,  bearing  in  mind  the  limitations  of  typewritten 
copies  of  manuscript  material.  For  example,  it  is  not  possible  to 
show,  in  typed  versions  of  drafts  for  letters,  all  the  insertions 
between  the  lines  and  in  the  margins;  they  must  be  rearranged  and 
organized  in  laniform  lines.  However,  when  words  have  been  crossed 
out  or  changed  in  the  original,  a line  is  drawn  through  these  words 
in  the  typed  version;  it  is  thus  possible  to  see  both  the  original 
and  the  revised  version  of  the  letters.  Occasionally,  the  omission 
of  a paragraph  is  indicated  by  one  or  two  diagonal  lines,  as  it  was 
on  the  original. 

The  capitalization,  spelling,  grammar,  and  punctuation  are 
the  same  as  in  the  original,  so  far  as  is  humanly  possible.  When 
illegible  or  almost  illegible  words  could  be  determined  with  some 
degree  of  certainty,  they  are  included  in  brackets.  When  there 
was  some  doubt,  a question  mark  follows.  When  a word  or  words  must 
be  entirely  omitted  because  of  illegibility,  this  is  shown  by  a 
line  of  dots  in  brackets,  or  by  an  explanation  in  brackets.  No 
attempt  has  been  made  to  indicate  misspelled  words  or  grammatical 
errors  by  the  use  of  sic;  they  are  too  numerous.  When  there  was 
doubt  whether  a punctuation  mark  was  actually  a comma  or  period, 
colon  or  semicolon,  dash  or  period,  the  most  likely  one  was  chosen. 

The  description  of  the  letters  as  autograph  letters, 
drafts,  etc.,  is  intended  more  as  a tentative  suggestion  than  as  a 
final  determination  of  their  character.  Exhaustive  research  and  a 
scientific  study  of  the  handwriting  would  undoubtedly  result  in 
some  changes.  In  all  cases,  they  are  the  obvious  descriptions, 
made  conservatively. 

The  names  of  the  senders  and  recipients  of  letters  have 
been  bracketed  in  the  headings  when  there  was  any  doubt  as  to  their 
identification.  Dates  missing  in  the  headings  of  letters  have  been 
supplied  in  brackets,  when  they  could  be  determined.  The  dates  in 
parentheses  at  the  top  of  the  pages  are  intended  as  a help  in  using 
the  volume. 

The.  index  covers  only  proper  names,  the  references  to 
persons  and  places.  References  to  Bouquet  are  indexed  only  when 
they  appear  in  the  body  of  a letter.  The  table  of  contents  makes 
it  possible  to  locate  the  page  number  of  a letter  by  title,  date, 


or  folio  number.  The  chronological  arrangement  is  that  followed 
in  the  original  collection. 

This,  like  the  preceding  volumes,  is  a product  of  a Work 
Projects  Administration  project  sponsored  by  the  Pennsylvania 
Historical  Commission.  The  Frontier  Forts  and  Trails  Survey,  the 
Erie  project  which  began  the  work  on  the  Bouquet  material,  has 
r ,ed  with  the  Historical  Records  Survey  to  form  the  Pennsylvania 
Historical  Survey.  This  statewide  project  is  under  the  efficient 
direction  of  J.  Knox  Milligan,  State  Supervisor,  while  Leo  A. 
Hadlehner  as  nssistant  State  Supervisor  is  immediately  in  charge 
of  the  transcription  work.  The  cooperation  of  Mr.  Guy  C.  Cleaver, 
District  Manager,  and  Mrs.  Milla  M.  Smart,  District  Director  of  the 
Community  Service  Division,  in  administering  this  work  in  the 
northwestern  Pennsylvania  area,  is  cordially  acknowledged. 

As  for  the  Historical  Commission’s  share  in  this  under- 
taking, general  technical  supervision  of  all  research  work  is  under 
the  State  Historian,  Sylvester  K.  Stevens,  and  his  has  been  the 
final  word  of  authority  on  all  matters  connected  with  research  and 
publication.  In  this  supervision  he  is  aided  by  Donald  H.  Kent, 
Assistant  State  Historian,  whose  earlier  experience  as  project 
historian  qualifies  him  to  understand  the  problems  and  potenti- 
alities of  this  type  of  work.

MAJOR  ROBERT  STEWART  TO  COL.  HENRY  BOUQUET

[Camp  at  Shawnese  Cabins,  Aug.  1,  1759. J 

Sir 

I marched  yesterday  from  Legonier  by  Col?  Byrd's  orders 
with  a Detachment  of  this  Regiment  of  which  I send  you  a Return 
to  repair  the  Road  in  Conjunction  with  Cap?  Hubbards  Artificers. 
I likewise  send  a return  of  what  Tools  L?  Myers  the  Enginier  requires 
more  than  are  already  Brought.  As  the  Men  are  much  Fatigued  and 
have  had  no  Meat  for  two  Days  I have  thought  it  proper  to  give  them 
rest  tomorrow  & shall  afterwards  pursue  the  work  with  the  Greatest 
Diligence  & Dispatch,  & be  assured  that  nothing  in  my  power  will 
be  wanting  to  finish  it  to  your  Excellency's  Satisfaction. 

On  my  March  to  Day  a little  on  the  Other  side  of  the  Shades 
of  Death  a small  party  of  Indians  fired  upon  two  Batmen  who  had 
straggled  behind  the  rear  Guard,  & wounded  one  of  them  Slightly,  but 
immediately  run  off.  Presently  afterward,  I met  a large  Convoy  of 
Provisions  & being  Sensible  of  the  necessity  of  our  Troops  above  I 
ventured  to  reinforce  the  Party  with  a Subaltern  & 30  Rank  & File 
from  my  Detachment  which  I hope  your  Excellency  will  approve  of. 

M?  Myers  begs  you  will  be  pleasd  to  give  orders  that 
M.  Cairnes  of  the  Pensylvanians  be  Join  us,  I beg  leave  to  have 
the  Hon?  of  Subscribing  myself

Sir 


Twenty  Miles  this  Side  of  Ligonier  I had  The  Favour  of  your 
Letter  dated  23rd  July  frcrr.  Chambers '.s  Fort.  I am  sorry  the  Letter 
therein  mentioned  with  the  & 200  was  intercepted,  as  probably  I 
should  have  sooner  known  the  Generals  Intention  and  in  Consequence 
not  have  thought  of  moving  from  Ligonier  till  the  proper  Provisions 
l lai  1 in  at  this  Post,  but  being  at  Ligonier,  and  an  oppor- 
tunity of  proceeding  with  a considerable  Convoy.  The  Season  ad- 
vancing the  usefullness  we  might  be  of  at  this  Post  and  many  other 
Considerations  moved  Colonel  Stephens  in  which  I partly  agreed  with 
him  to  order  us  up.  I only  thought  a small  Convoy  might  have  been 
forwarded  and  we  should  have  waited  the  Arrival  of  that  with  Colonel 
3yrd,  and  proceeded  with  it.  however  the  Necessity  of  this  Garrison 
and  the  Desire  Colonel  Stephens  had  to  spare  the  Contract  Horses, 
determined  him  to  dispatch  the  Waggons , and  us  along  with  them,  by 
means  of  which  We  were  got  to  such  a Distance  before  your  Orders 
reached  me  that  determined  us  to  proceed  here,  where  we  arrived 
yesterday  so  much  for  our  being  here.  Next  I propose  writing  to 
you  my  Observations  on  the  Way. 

With  Regard  to  Port  Bedford,  the  Time  we  were  kept  there 
gave  Us  a good  Opportunity  to  make  in  my  Opinion  all  the  Necessary 
Conveniencies.  Next  with  Respect  to  the  Road  to  Ligonier  I assure 
you  in  general  it  was  far  from  being  bad,  and  if  the  Waggons  had 
been  ready  to  set  out  they  will  safely  be  arrived  before  this  Time, 
the  only  bad  Places  was  between  the  Shawny  Cabbins  and  the  Foot  of 
the  Hill,  a very  few  Steps  between  this  Side  the  Hill  and  Fields. 
Encampment  from  Stony  Creek  to  Ligonier  except  some  Bridges  that 
ought  to  be  made,  it  is  perfectly  good  now,  so  that  a very  few  Days 
Work  of  100  Hen  will  establish  it  from  Stony  Creek,  the  rest  should 
be  made  from  Bedford.  The  Post  at  Ligonier  wants  a. good  deal  to  be 
don'--  to  it,  it  is  excepting  an  unmeaning  work  between  the  principal 
Gate  and  first  Redoute,  in  a good  deal  Worse  Condition  than  when 
you  left  as  the  whole  Roof  of  the  Range  where  the  Generals  Kitchen 
was,  was- is  destroyed  by  the  Fire,  while  we  were  there  the  Magazine 
in  the  left  Bastion  was  covered,  a Roof  put  on  these  Houses,  and 
Fascines  cut  to  repair  the  lower  Battery,  and  as  the  Waggons  will 
be  able  to  transport  the  Provisions  as  soon  as  the  Pack  Horses 
arrive,  there  will  not  be  a great  Want  of  Store  Room,  only  for 
Forrage  and  the  last  Years  Forrage  Magazine  is  entire,  with  the 
Addition  of  the  Flower  one  which  will  not  be  wanted  for  Flower,  as 
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( August  1,  1759) 


the  Sacks  will  not  be  emptied  I think  there  will  be  Occasion  for 
no  more  Room  there,  without  Barracks  are  to  be  built. 

The  Road  between  Ligonier  and  this  Post  as  it  will  be  most 
wanted  for  Carriages,  as  it  is  certainly  over  softer  Ground,  as 
less  was  done  to  it,  is  an  Object  of  far  greater  Attention  in  my 
Opinion,  than  between  the  other  principal  Posts,  And  I assure  you 
without  a sufficient  Party  is  sent  uoon  it  immediately,  your  Commu- 
nication, after  two  Convoys  with  Waggons,  will  be  impracticable. 
It  had  no  Tryal  last  Year  if  it  had  had  as  severe  a one  as  the 
other,  you  would  have  been  sensible  it  would  not  have  stood  nearly 
so  well.  Therefore  1 am  of  Opinion,  The  Virginia  Artificers  ought 
to  be  immediately  under  Lieut'  Meyers  Direction  and  a sufficient 
covering  Party,  to  be  employed  from  Ligonier  forward.  If  we  had 
Troops  here  we  might  meet  them.  After  all  I return  to  my  former 
Opinion  that  without  the  Communication  is  opened  to  Red  Stone  Creek 
to  bring  this  Seasons  Crop  from  the  South  Branch  and  the  frontiers 
of  Virginia  you  will  have  the  Greatest  Difficulty  in  laying  in  a 
Winters  Stock  for  this  Garrison,  therefore  I think  as  soon  as  the 
Virginia  Artificers  get  up  here,  they  ought  to  be  sent  up  the 
Mononghela  one  of  them  to  fix  a Post,  and  the  other  to  open  the 
Communication  to  Fort  Cumberland,  where  the  people  ought  to  have 
orders  to  bring  their  Produce  forthwith.  They  will  doe  it  chear- 
fully  if  that  Post  is  fixt  and  it  will  be  of  good  Effect  as  it  will 
remove  the  Notions  of  Partiality,  which  tho'  illgrounded,  they  seem 
to  have.  So  much  for  the  Communication,  all  which  is  indeed  upon 
the  Presumption  we  ar'nt  to  meet  with  any  Obstruction  from  the 
Enemy,  but  it  is  certain  without  they  are  removed,  that  will  not  be 
the  Case,  let  the  Event  of  Niagara  be  ever  so  favourable,  as  there 
is  a DelawarLej  Town  close  by  Wenango,  and  another  of  the  Chipewa's 
by  Le  Boeuf  which  they  will  employ  to  infest  the  Communication, 
the  Consequence  of  which  is  truely  distressing,  as  nothing  is  so 
wastefull  and  harrassing  as  large  Escorts. 

Till  a sufficient  Number  of  Men  come  to  the  Post  we  can 
only  prepare  Timber  & Materials  for  our  Main  Design.  As  I have 
nothing  further  to  inform  you  of  I have  only  left  to  assure  you

ligence to  him  with  all  Speed  And  my  Compliments.  Our  troops  that 
defeated  the  french  were  only  500  And  the  Indians.  We  had  the 
Account  of  the  taking  of  Niagara  Yesterday  Morning  but  the  Express 
with  the  letters  did  not  come  in  till  late  in  the  Afternoon. 

By  a Sloop  from  albany  With  a Very  Short  passage  We  hear 
that  the  French  had  Abandon'd  And  Destroyed  Crown  Point  And  made 
off  to  st'  Johns.

Your  acceptable  Favour  of  the  1"  Instant  came  to  hand  this 
morning,  and  am  glad  to  find  your  worthy  General  and  Self  with  others 
are  got  Safe  to  Fort  Bedford  I am  much  obliged  to  you  for  the 
mention  you  make  of  my  two  sons  one  of  whom  wrote  me  also  by  Cap. 
Hambright.  I am  very  Sorry  to  see  the  Several  Townships  So  deficient 
in  Supplying  the  Waggons  according  to  the  moderate  Assessments  of  the 
Magistrates  who  have  taken  a great  deal  of  pains  to  Spur  the  people 
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to  their  Duty;  however,  we  hope,  now  the  Harvest  is  in  a manner  over 
that  ye  Farmers  will  furnish  all  the  Waggons  demanded  of  them;  and 
if  they  disappoint  us  of  our  Expectation,  we  Shall  do  everything  in 
our  power  to  force  them  to  do  justice  to  their  King  and  Country;  And 
in  five  or  Six  days  I shall  write  you  again,  and  let  you  know  what 
dependance  you  may  have  on  this  County  for  Waggons  Mess^s  Bar  and 
Slough  have  undertaken  to  buy  the  forage  mentioned  in  two  of  your 
Letters  which  I shall  take  due  care  about;  but  I Suppose  the  price 
will  be  at  the  extravagant  rates  of  2/  P bushel  for  Oats  & 2/  or  2/2 
for  Spelts;  but  we  Shall  get  them  as  much  cheaper  as  possible,  So  as 
not  in  the  least  to  discourage  the  Planters  from  bringing  them  in. 
It  is  a Satisfaction  to  me  that  the  Settlement  of  Accounts  with 
Capt-  Hambright  meets  with  your  approbation;  he  is  to  set  out  to- 
morrow for  ye  purchasing  of  the  Waggons  and  horses  he  is  employed 
to  get  for  the  Service  for  which  he  Shall  be  furnished  with  Money 
according  to  orders.  Last  week  I received  from  Mf  John  Nelson  by 
the  hands  of  my  Son  £ 358tt  6„  0 by  virtue  of  Mr  Barrows  bill  which 
I Shall  pay  away  tomorrow  morning  for  the  pasturing  of  the  King’s 
horses  according  to  order.

Since  I have  been  here  I have  been  both  up  and  down  the 
River  along  with  Colonel  Mercer  to  view  the  Grounds.  Nothing  up 
the  River  is  preferable  to  our  Situation  here  But  I cannot  say  so 
of  the  Ground  at  Chartiers.  It  would  make  a very  fine  Post  for  a 
Garrison  of  500  Men.  Its  a Ridge  60  Feet  high  and  120  Yards  wide 
at  the  Broadest  and  tapers  off  to  about  40  at  the  smallest  End  which 
is  towards  the  Land.  It  is  about  450  yards  in  Length  and  Ends  with 
a narrow  bluff  Point.  The  Country  round  it  for  a Mile  is  flat  and 
Clear,  and  the  Gorge  upon  the  River  is  a scarpt  Rock  about  60  Feet 
high.  There  is  no  Mater  upon  the  Ridge  nor  any  near  it  but  the 
River,  Had  we  settled  at  that  Post  first  it  certainly  would  have 
been  an  Advantageous  one,  But  considering  the  Season  is  advanc’d 
and  the  Difficulty  of  the  Communication  I am  afraid  we  should  make 
no  great  Progress  there  before  Winter,  another  Difficulty  would 
be  in  getting  up  our  Materials  on  the  Ridge  as  the  Access  is  not 
easy  where  the  Slope  is  gentlest  which  is  on  the  North  Side.  There 
is  a good  Place  for  a Sawmiln  on  Chartiers  creek  which  is  within 
3/4rs  of  a Mile  of  that  Post.  But  I could  discover  no  Limestone 

near  it  or  indeed  any  other  Kind  but  what  is  in  the  Gorge  of  the 
Ridge  over  the  River  where  the  Rock  is.  I should  be  glad  to  know 

the  Generals  Determination  with  Regard  to  taking  that  Post  as  I 
have  described  the  most  material  Things  that  relate  to  its  Situa- 
tion. If  I had  had  either  Instrument  for  surveying  or  drawing  I 
would  have  made  a Plan  of  it  and  sent  it  to  you  but  I left  them 
behind  and  only  brought  from  Bedford  with  as  much  as  one  Horse 
could  bring. 

Our  being  here  with  the  present  Garrison  is  not  to  so  much 
Purpose  as  if  we  had  a more  numerous  one.  However  I think  myself 
better  here  than  any  where  else  lower  Down  as  what  we  doe  is  for- 
warding the  principal  Design.  All  we  can  get  is  a few  Men  with  the 
Brickmakers,  & a covering  Party.  The  Lime  Affair  stands,  and  the 
Saw  Kiln  which  are  you'll  say  amongst  the  most  material.  We  have 
several  of  our  People  at  Ligonier  who  Cap7  Clapham  writes  me  are 
employed  in  Escorting.  I hope  Colonel  Byrd  will  send  them  up  as 
with  them  we  could  carry  on  the  Lime  Burning.  I should  be  glad 
to  know  If  Money  is  lodged  in  Mr  Taylors  Hands  for  the  Pay  Bills 
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as  the  People  are  uneasy  about  it,  and  likewise  I shall  be  obliged 
draw  upon  Him  soon  for  the  July  clearance,  which  as  the  great- 
est Part  is  upon  Him  v:ill  amount  to  near  j_  1000. 

1 am  sorry  for  the  Loss  of  the  L 200.  Had  it  arrived  safe 
it  would  have  Supplyed  me  till  this  Time.  I should  be  glad  you 
could  Lend  that  Sum  by  the  first  safe  Opportunity. 

Be  pleased  to  let  me  know  whether  the  Soldiers  that  are 
employed  in  the  Works  here  are  to  be  oaid  and  what. 

I could  in  the  common  Detail  of  the  Work  employ  400  be- 
sides covering  Parties. 

Our  Accounts  from  Niagara  which  come  to  you  by  this  -Ex- 
press if  true  are  very  favourable  and  they  have  the  likelyhood  so 
much  that  they  are  in  Credit  here.

tually obey'd,  that  the  working  Party  is  Assiduous  & the  Covering 
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Party  alert,  I think  I can  venture  to  answer  for  this,  2 miles  of 
the  Road  leading  to  this  place  is  so  horredly  bad  that  MF  Mayers 
thinks  it  will  take  6 or  7 Days  to  make  it  good. 

The  Generals  intention  of  raising  some  light  Horse  affords 
me  great  pleasure  as  I 'm  perswaded  even  a'  few  properly  equipt  & well 
mounted  will  clearly  evince  the  vast  utility  a Body  of  them  would 
be  Off,  as  they  are  certainly  capable  of  performing  many  essential

The  few  worn  out  Horses  that  remaind  of  the  Troops  I had 
the  honF  to  Command  last  Campaign  was  by  General  Forbes's  orders 
sent  into  Quarters  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Winchester  & sold  by 
Col?

Dear  Colonel 

I saw  your  Letter  to  Cap!"  Gunn,  where  the  General  is 
pleased  to  order,  Me  to  march  up  Braddock's  Road,  and  the  Comanding 
officer  there  to  consult  with  Me  in  opening  or  repairing  it.  No 
Advice  or  Assistance  I can  afford,  shall  be  wanting  to  forward  & 
compleat  this  Service. 

As  every  Person  who  has  served  his  Majesty  among  these 
Mountains,  well  knows  the  Difficulty  attending  the  Carriage  of  Pro- 
visions &c,  I think  it  my  Duty  to  obviate  any  that  lies  in  my  Power. 
In  1754  I comanded  a Working  Party  which  opened  a Road  from  Gist's 
Plantation  to  the  Mouth  of  Red  Stone  Creek,  at  least  within  3 or  4 
Miles  of  it.  Were  this  Road  repaired,  and  I am  certain  it  woud 
easily  be  done,  as  I do  not  now  recollect  being  obliged  to  lay  down 
a Bridge  the  whole  Way,  and  the  Provision  carried  to  the  Mouth  of 
Red  Stone,  it  might  from  thence  be  conveyed  in  Battoes  of  any  Size, 
to  Pitsburg,  down  the  Monongahela  and  woud  save  at  least  30  or  35 
Miles  Land  Carriage,  as  it  is  not  more  than  70  or  75  Miles  from 
Fort  Cumberland  to  the  Mouth  of  Red  Stone. 

Shoud  the  General  please  to  order  this  CoMunication  to  the 
Waters  of  the  Ohio  to  be  opened,  I can  venture  to  affirm  that  by 
the  last  of  November  any  Quantity  of  Flour  & Forage  might  be  laid 
in  at  Pitsburg,  as  many  of  the  principal  Farmers  of  this  County 
have  applied  to  Me  to  purchase  for  the  Army,  & woud  ha.ve  contracted 
for  considerable  Quantities. 
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An  Exaction  of  2-|  P C.  which  one  Bealor  a Waggon  Master 
imposed  on  the  People  for  paying  Them  their  Money,  has  hurt  the 
Service  much-,  and  discouraged  the  Farmers  from  hiring  their  Waggons 
again,  but  not  withstanding  that,  I am  sure  20  or  30  Waggons  at 
least  might  be  imediately  contracted  for  that  woud,  willingly,  go 
between  Winchester  & Fort  Cumberland  as  long  as  the  Roads  continued 
good,  which  We  may  reasonably  suppose  will  be  till  the  Middle  of 
November.  Many,  from  these  Parts,  that  are  already  out  with  the 
Army,  if  discharged  woud  cheerfully  undertake  this  Service,  while 
others  again  might  be  engag' d to  ply  between  Cumberland  & Red  Stone; 
Or  shoud  it  be  thought  better  to  transport  the  Provision  on  Pack 
Horses,  I am  certain  3>  on  400,  exclusive  of  the  200  already  pro- 
cured by  Mf  Rutherford,  might  be  purchased  in  this  and  the  adjacent 
Counties  at  a short  Warning.  I woud  not  venture  to  mention  these 
Things  upon  Report.  I know  they  may  be  effected,  and  it  will  be 
a great  Saving  to  his  Majesty  as  the  Rout  I have  mentioned  is  not 
more  than  150  Miles  Land  Carriage,  which  does  not  much  exceed  the 
Distance  from  Bedford  to  Pitsburg,  without  considering  the  Goodness 
of  the  Roads. 

There  might  too  now  be  purchased  here  a large'  great  Number, 
of  Hogs,  Bullocks  & Sheep. 

I woud  not  presume  Sir  to  dictate  to  the  General  or  you; 
I thought  it  my  Duty  to  mention  these  Facts,  as  a sure  Method  I 
had  conceived  of  forwarding  the  Service,  and  I hope  I shall  not  be 
thought  impertinent  in  informing  him  of  Them. 

No  Doubt  the  Comanding  Officer  will  advise  the  General  of 
his  March,  & what  occasioned  it  to  be  delayed  so  long 

I hope  Sir  you  do  Me  the  Justice  to  assure  the  General, 
that  the  Orders  he  has  or  may  hereafter  please  to  give  Me,  as  far 
as  I have  Authority  as  a Volunteer,  shall  be  executed  with  the 
greatest  Punctuality,  to  the  best  of  my  Knowledge.  Ignorance  may 
betray  Me  into  an  Error,  but  Negligence  never  will.

sider the  Last  Paragraph  but  One  in  those  Advert isemi£  you  gave  me, 
there  is  not  the  Least  Hint  that  the  people  are  to  find  prov.ission 
for  the  drivers,  Neither  do  Hughes  and  Calender  find  their  Horse 
driver's  provissions.

Pittsburg  August  the  11^  1759 

May  it  please  your  Excellency 

Inclosed  I send  you  the  latest  Intelligence  from  Niagara, 
and  Copy  of  a Conference  held  here  a few  days  agoe,  by  which  you 
will  see  the  Western  Indians  have  layed  down  the  Hatchet,  and  de- 
clared that  they  will  not  goe  to  War  any  more  against  any  of  his 
Majestys  Subjects;  from  their  past  Conduct,  and  readiness  to  come 
here  when  I sent  for  them  to  Venango  where  they  had  come  to  join 
the  Enemy  against  us,  I have  no  reason  to  suspect  the  Sincerity  of 
their  Professions. 

Colonel  Mercer  communicated  to  me  your  Letter  and  Plan 
for  reducing  Venango.  If  the  Intelligence  frcm  Niagara  be  true, 
which  I am  of  opinion  it  is,  I am  affraid  the  French  at  Venango 
will  abandon  that  Post  before  we  shall  be  able  to  reach  it;  as  to 
going  by  Water  it  is  impracticable,  the  River  is  so  low,  so  that 
when  ever  we  goe  we  must  go  by  Land  with  pack  Horses.  I am  of 
opinion  that  One  Hundred,  or  One  Hundred  & fifty  Indians  will  be 
sufficient,  and  that  number  can  easily  be  got  together  to  join 
us  while  we  are  preparing  to  set  of.  I will  join  Col.  Mercer  with 
as  many  Indians  as  he  will  think  necessary  to  take,  or  is  able  to 
maintain. 


There  is  no  Goods  in  Store  except  some  laced  Coats,  Hatts, 
and  some  few  other  things  of  that  sort  which  I reserved  til  1 your 
arrival,  as  the  Indians  expects  you  will  call  them  to  gether,  on 
your  arrival  here;  nor  is  there  any  Traders  or  Sutlers  here  that 
has  Goods  to  barter  with  the  Indians  for  their  Peltry,  Tho'  they 
have  been  repeatedly  promised  at  every  Treaty  to  have  an  extensive 
Trade  opened  with  them:  they  are  very  much  surprised  that  they  can 
get  no  Goods  to  purchase  for  their  Skins  which  they  every  day  bring 
here  for  that  purpose. 

I wish  we  may  not  break  our  faith  with  the  Indians  on 
Account  of  the  Trade,  as  the  Provincial  Commissioners  in  order  to 
monopolize  the  Trade  in  their  own  hands  sells  many  sorts  of  Goods 
here  for  less  than  ever  I purchased  the  same  sort  of  Goods  for  in 
Philadelphia,  others  they  sell  for  higher  prices  than  ever  the 
Traders  sold  them  for  formerly;  for  some  Skins  they  give  less  for, 
then  ever  was  given  for  them  by  the  Traders  who  used  to  trade  here, 
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the  reason  they  give  for  it  is  that  they  can  purchase  Bills  from 
the  Army  for  fity  Pr  Cent,  which  is  more  advantage  to  them  than 
Shipping  Skins:  This  makes  it  appear  that  these  Gentlemen  do  not 
act  upon  the  principles  they  would  oersuade  the  World  they  i.ntended 
by  the  Law  for  regulating  the  Indian  Trade,  which  the',' pretended  was 
for  the  pood  of  his  Majestys  Indian  Interest,  and  to  prevent  frauds 
and  abuses  in  the  Trade.  I hope  your  Excellency  will  excuse  me 
from  dwelling  so  long  on  this  Subject;  but  it  is  my  dutv  for  the 
good  of  his  Majestys  Indian  Interest  to  represent  it  in  a fair  light 
to  you,  that  a proper  and  well  regulated  Trade  may  be  carryed  on  with 
these  Nations,  by  which  the  Traders  may  all  be  obliged  to  sell  at 
one  price  and  have  a sufficient  Proffit  to  make  it  worth  their  while 
to  carry  on  the  Trade  with  the  Indians. 

I wish  Goods  we re  sent  up  as  quick  as  possible,  & Traders 
encouraged  to  come  up  with  large  quantitys  to  supply  the  Indians 
agreeable  to  our  Engagements,  which  will  remove  any  Jealousies  they 
may  have  entertained  of  us,  on  not  seing  us  furnished  with  a suffi- 
cient quantity  of  Goods  to  purchase  their  Skins.

Our  Justices  gave  us  a Meeting  here  the  day  before  yester- 
day and  by  the  inclosed  Minute  you  will  percieve  what  they  have  al- 
ready done,  and  promise  to  do,  in  order  to  Send  out  the  Quantity  of 
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Waggons  according  to  their  Engagements  and  I am  in  hones  by  One 
Means  or  other  our  County  will  at  last  answer  the  General's  Expec- 
tations in  that  respect;  but  I am  sorry  at  the  Same  time  to  Say, 
that  tho'  we  have  offered  the  Farmers  2 Shillings  P bushel  for  Oats, 
yet  they  will  neither  agree  to  those  Terms,  nor  let  us  know  the 
price  they  expect;  but  as  Soon  as  they  begin  to  thresh  which  will 
be  in  a few  days,  we  Shall  endeavour  to  make  a bargain  with  them; 
but  not  to  exceed  that  price  if  possible  yet  be  that  as  it  will  I 
have  thought  proper  to  inform  the  Governor  of  the  peoples  design 
of  exacting  an  exorbitant  price  for  their  forage  that  he  may  if  he 
please  issue  forth  his  Proclamation  on  that  head. 

Captain  Hambright  has  bought  Ten  Waggons  and  horses  and  is 
now  going  to  Philada  County  to  get  ten  or  Twenty  more.  We  have  en- 
gaged four  and  Twenty  Drivers  already  at  £ 5-  6-  P Month,  with  five 
pounds  advance  to  each.  My  Son  in  Philad9  is  to  receive  the  £ 2500 
for  your  bill  on  Mr  Neilson  due  the  15^  Instant  and  I have  given 
him  orders  to  pay  the  Captain  £ 2000  as  every  good  Team  well  equipt 
will  come  to  about  that  sum,  and  he  (Hambright)  thought  it  would  be 
losing  of  time  to  take  an  Order  for  only  a Thousand  pounds  as  he 
would  be  obliged  in  that  Case  to  ride  up  to  me  for  another  order 
I paid  him  besides  a hundred  pounds  for  advance  money  for  the  above 
mentioned  24  Drivers  advance  Money.

The  Detachment  of  the  Virginia  Troops  marched  from  hence 
on  Thursday  last,  and  I shcud  have  joined  Them  e’er  this,  but  was 
detained  by  a Message  from  the  Catawbas  with  whom  I was  personally 
acquainted  who  desired  to  speak  to  Me.  I met  Them  early  this 
Morning  near  the  Town  which  I v/oud  not  allow  Them  to  enter  upon 
Account  of  the  Small  Pox,  and  have  been  very  much  perplexed,  till 
no v/  tis  / 8 o'clock  P.M,  with  their  trifling  Arguments  and  Execuses, 
insisting  as  they  did  not  know  you  & their  Father  Cap!  Gist  /as 
they  called  hum/  was  dead,  it  w as  better  to  return  Home,  as  the 
Presents  they  were  promised  were  not  ready  for  them  here.  After 
all  these  Shifts  I have  at  Length  engaged  Them  to  go  to  See  you, 
but  have  been  first  obliged  to  supply  them  with  some  Necessaries 
they  were  absolutely  in  Want  of,  and  they  will  leave  this  tomorrow. 
I have  been  obliged  too  to  assure  Them  they  will  be  kindly  received 
and  get  the  usual  Presents,  for  which  they  insist  I shall  attend 
Them  to  Raes  Town,  as  they  nretend  to  look  upon  as  answerable  for 
every  Thing.  I will  not  attempt  to  say  I had  any  Right  to  interfere 
so  much,  having  no  Orders  from  you,  & being  even  out  of  Comission 
from  the  Colony  which  I am  at  present  obliged  to  serve  as  a Vol- 
unteer, but  as  I am  convinced,  had  I not  interposed  they  woud  have 
returned  Home,  I hope  Sir  you  will  not  censure  Me  for  undertaking 
it.  There  was  no  Person  of  Authority  here,  and  I am  convinced  had 
it  been  so,  I woud  have  had  the  greater  Interest  with  them,  as  I 
am  well  acquainted  with  all  the  Chief  Warriors,  I hope  this  may 
apologize  for  what  I have  done,  as  it  was  for  the  Good  of  his 
Majesty's  Service  I acted. 

I thought  it  my  Duty  to  give  you  the  earliest  Intelligence 
of  their  Arrival  and  Resolution  to  join  your  Excellency  with  all 
possible  Dispatch.  As  they  have  insisted  upon  my  attending  Them, 
I will  take  Care  they  lose  no  Time  on  the  March,  but  if  you  woud 
please  to  send  any  Person  to  Cumberland  to  meet  with  Them,  & take 
Them  off  my  Hands,  I shall  cheerfully  resign  the  Cof&and,  as  they 
are  generally  excessivily  troublesome  to  all  concerned.  I expect 
they  will  be  at  Cumberland  on  Thursday,  and  woud  be  glad  you  woud 
please  to  direct  Me  whether  I must  proceed  to  Raes  Town,  or  up 
General  Braddock's  Read  agreeable  to  your  former  Order.  If  it  is 
possible  to  get  myself  quit  of  Them,  I will  go  up  Braddock's  Road 
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unless  your  Excellency  is  pleased  to  direct  Me  farther  on  this 
Head,  they  are  62  in  Number,  and  picked  Warriors. 

As  I have  already  observed-,  I have  no  Comission  from  the 
Colony,  and  being  obliged  to  engage  this  Express  upon  my  own  Credit, 
not  even  having  a Right  to  send  him  to  the  Govl  for  Payment,  I 
hope  you  will  please  pay  him,  or  direct  Mr  Rutherford  the  Deputy 
Comissary  here  to  do  it.  I am  with  the  greatest  Respect

I had  the  Honour  of  yours  of  the  2nc^  with  Orders  to  begin 
the  Fort,  Saw  Milns  &2a  You  will  be  sensible  if  you  have  received 
my  last  in  what  Capacity  we  are  in  here  for  carrying  on  these  Works, 
when  I assure  you  no  more  can  be  spared  than  one  covering  Party  of 
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25,  and  about  30  others  most  of  whom  are  employed  with  the  Prick- 
makers,  Another  Misfortune  we  experience  since  writing  you  last 
which  is  the  Sickness  of  the  Artificers  owing  to  drinking  Quantities 
of  bad  water  and  have  neither  Rum  or  Whiskie.  This  is  a real  Mis  - 
fortune  to  those  People  who  have  been  used  at  Home  to  Work  under 
Cover  to  get  Liquor  and  good  Water.  Notwithstanding  they  have 
never  yet  grumbled,  altho'  some  of  them  fall  down  in  Fluxes  every 
Day.  upon  the  whole  Sir  1 must  observe  to  you  our  Affairs  are 
very  backward,  and  without  extraordinary  measures  are  taken  our 
Campaign  will  not  keep  up  with  the  Rest  in  this  Countrv  which  gives 
■ very  great  and  hearty  Concern.  Hr  Hausey  and  the  Ship-Carpenters 
are  about  two  large  Flats  which  will  draw  no  more  Water  than  Battoes 
and  be  greatly  more  usefull. 


The  Brickmakers  are  kept  at  Work , and  the  rest  of  the 
Carpenters  who  are  well  goe  on  with  the  Casemates  and  Barracks. 
The  Lime  Sa w Miln  and  many  other  seasonable  Works  nothing  doing 
in  them.

Loudoun;  and  send  from  that  post  the  rest  of  the  Ken  not  belonging 
to  those  two  Comp?  (as  soon  as  they  arrive  there) 

One  of  s^  Companies  is  to  xvork  upon  the  Road  from  Loudoun 
to  Littleton  taking  out  all  the  loose  Stones,  breaking  the  others 
& filling  the  Ruts;  digging  the  Sidling  Roads, & doing  all  necessary 
Reperations;  The  Brigades  complaining  bitterly  against  that  Road. 

The  Cap^s  will  releive  one  another  till  the  whole  is  done 
and  will  be  accountable  to  the  Gen)-  for  the  Execution  of  this  Order 

One  half  of  the  Garrison  at  F Lytleton  is  also  to  be  im- 
ployd  to  repair  said  Road  within  four  Miles  of  their  post  and  as 
far  as  Sidleing  Hill  on  the  other  Side,  repairing  all  bad  places 
complain'd  off  by  the  Waggonmasters . The  post  at  Juniata  is  to 
keep  the  Road  in  Repair  as  far  as  Sydleing  Hill  which  Hill  is  to 
be  kept  in  Repair  by  both  Garrisons,  and  on  Bedford  Side  as  far 
as  the  first  Narrows. 

The  rest  will  be  done  by  the  Garrison  at  Bedford.  The 
Detachm^  of  these  Garrisons  are  to  encamp  upon  the  Roads  till  their 
work  is  compleated,  or  they  are  relieved.  The  Gen)-  expects  that 
the  Comm?  Officer  will  do  that  work  in  so  substantial  a Manner  as 
to  suppress  any  further  Complaints  of  the  Country  People 

The  entire  Ruin  of  the  French  & their  Indians  at  Niagara 
will  save  us  the  Trouble  of  Eschorts;  for  a few  Days  more  they  may 
be  wanted,  but  small  parties  will  be  sufficient.  The  rest  of  the 
Men  are  to  be  constantly  keept  on  the  Roads,  as  it  is  the  only  way 
to  Encourage  the  people  to  bring  up  Provisso[ns] 

I shall  be  particularly  obliged  to  you  to  give  the  nec- 
essary Directions  about  it,  & to  recommend  that  great  Care  be  tak«n 
of  the  Tools,

Gentlemen 


The  glorious  successes  of  His  Majesty's  Arms  in  the  begin- 
ning of  this  Campaign,  must  fill  the  Heart  of  every  good  subject 
with  Gratitude,  Zeal,  and  activity  for  His  Service.  The  People 
of  this  Province  have  it  now  more  particularly  in  their  Power  to 
Shew  their  Loyalty  by  exerting  themselves  in  furnishing  without 
delay  the  Waggons  wanted  for  this  Expedition. 

all  the  difficulties  are  removed.  The  Communication  w^h 
Pittsburgh  is  intirely  clear  of  Ennemys.  by  The  Roads  are  good, 
having  been  repaired  by  the  Troops  w^  great  Pains  & fatigue: 
The  Harvest  is  now  over:  Ready  money  is  regularly  paid  for  every 
■service  done,  and  indeed  I can  not  suppose  that  the  Inhabitants 
of  this  Province  would  so  far  forget  their  duty,  and  the  signal 
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favours  they  have  lately  received  by  the  Blessing  of  Providence 
upon  all  our  Entreprises,  as  to  express  the  least  sign  of  unwill- 
ingness or  backwardness  on  this  occassion. 

The  Season  advances  fast  upon  us,  and  our  Magazines  are 
not  half  full:  All  our  delays  are  owing  to  want  of  Carriages: 
The  Troops  are  Impatient  to  disloge  and  drive  the  Ennemys  from 
their  Posts  on  this  Side  the  Lake,  and  by  building  a respectable 
Fort  upon  the  Ohio,  Secure  to  His  Majesty  the  just  Possession  of 
that  rich  Country,  incroached  upon  us  by  a Troop  of  Murderers  who 
for  many  years  have  laid  your  Frontiers  waste  murdered  and  Cap- 
tivated your  Inhabitants,  without  distinction  of  age  or  Sexe;  & 
Would  not  this  be  the  Case  again  if  we  don't  seize  this  favour- 
able opportunity  to  extirpate  them  intirely?  I expect  Gentlemen, 
from  your  Known  Zeal  and  consciousness  of  the  necessity  of  taking 
at  this  Juncture  the  more  active  measures,  that  you  will  exert 
yourselves  in  a oarticular  manner,  to  spirit  up  the  People  in  your 
departments,  and  engage  them  to  assist  us  with  their  Waggons,  and 
avoid  the  eternal  Blame  & heavy  Charge  that  would  lay  at  their 
doors.  If  by  an  unwarrantable  Indifference  for  the  good  of  their 
Country  this  Expedition  should  miscarry  for  want  of  a few  Waggons 
when  they  have  it  in  their  Power  by  a month  or  two  of  Labour,  to 
secure  to  themselves,  and  to  their  Children  a lasting  and  undis- 
turbed Peace,  and  the  free  Possession  of  their  Liberties  and  Prop- 
erties, and  remove  their  Ennemies  at  such  a distance  as  never  to  be 
able  to  disturb  them  again. 

I desire  this  Letter  be  communicated  to  the  Magistrates 
of  Each  County,  and  I depend  upon  their  ready  concurrance  and 
authority  to  assist  you,  and  remove  any  frivolous  objection  tending 
to  delay  the  Execution  of  this  important  Service. 

Numbers  of  the  Waggons  furnished  hitherto  are  bad,  the 
Horses  too  weak,  and  as  they  can  do  no  service,  I expect  that  they 
will  be  replaced  by  Sufficient  ones,  as  I cannot  admit t of  such 
disabled  Teams  to  be  Part  of  the  Proportion  of  a County  Please 
to  inform  me  Speedily  of  your  success  that  I may  take  my  measures 
accordingly

I received  your  Letters  of  the  8^  and  10^  Yesterday, 
and  shall  to  the  Utmost  of  my  Power  comply  with  every  Thing  in- 
joined  me,  only  with  Regard  to  paying  the  Labourers  in  Liquour  I 
would  observe  that  it  prevents  in  some  Measure  all  sort  of  Tasks, 
that  it  is  not  lookt  upon  by  them  as  payment  for  Work,  and  there- 
fore can  never  inforce  that  Duty  or  make  any  Estimate  concerning 
Work  of  any  Kind,  and  that  the  Difference  of  the  Cost  of  one  Gill 
of  Liquour  at  this  Place,  and  the  Regulated  Pay  of  9^  Currc-7  p Day 
will  bear  no  Proportion  in  My  Opinion  to  the  Quantity  of  Work  in 
the  last  Case  and  the  Expence  of  Liquour  will  occasion  considerable 
Carriage,  and  not  always  to  be  depended  on,  and  the  Nature  of  a 
Soldier  you  knowisto  provide  for  himself.  With  Regard  to  Battoes, 
there  are  two  large  Flats  in  Hand  which  we  think  will  answer  full 
as  well  and  goe  in  as  shallow  Water.  The  Plank  is  sawed  for  them 
and  and  the  Knees  are  got  and  they  will  be  ready  in  a few  Days, 
they  will  serve  for  the  Transportation  of  Artillery  and  any  Kind  of 
Stores.  But  more  Battoes  shall  be  set  about  with  all  Expedition, 
altho ' if  our  Accounts  are  to  be  credited  the  River  is  too  Low  now, 
The  Coggs  and  Wheels  of  the  Saw  Miln  are  likewise  in  Hand,  there- 
fore a Quantity  of  Oakum  Pitch  working  Tools  Mill  Furniture  and 
Timber  1/heel  Skrews,  which  by  last  Return  are  still  at  Bedford  must 
be  forwarded  immediately.  As  I could  wish  all  our  Stores  there 
should  as  fast  as  possible,  please  order  the  Waggons  they  come  in 
not  to  be  unloaded,  and  no  Person  to  take  any  Thing  out  at  the 
Posts.  Six  & nine  Inch  Spikes  must  be  sent  up,  and  all  the  Adzes, 
Broad  Axes,  & 300  falling  Axes  more,  upon  the  whole  I wish  the 
Stores  were  all  moved  up.  Tents  must  be  forwarded  for  the  Garrison, 
as  it  would  be  ridiculous  to  hurry  up  Covers  for  Stores  or  Pro- 
visions when  Houses  are  ready  in  the  Fort,  some  of  which  must  be 
vacated  for  next  Convoy.  The  Weather  is  lucky  in  one  Respect  but 
if  it  holds  will  not  be  so  in  another.  A Flat  must  be  built  soon 
at  the  great  Crossing  of  the  Yoghiogeni  on  the  Cumberland  Road  and 
a small  Post  for  30  Men  made  there. 

Great  Success  attends  The  Kings  Arms  this  Campaign  in 
America.  If  the  King  of  Prussia  can  hold  any  Ballance,  we  shall 
have  a Smash  Im  afraid  soon 
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No  Money  can  be  had  of  Traders  and  no  Sutlers  are  yet

To  Day  I received  the  favour  of  your  Letter  of  the  13. 
Instant  being  the  Same  day  I wrote  you  by  an  Express  who  came  from 
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(August  17,  1759) 


Carlisle,  & sent  you  a State  of  our  Waggons  and  Said  Something  of 
forage.  Just  as  your  Letter  abovementioned  came  to  hand  I was  a- 
lighting  from  my  horse  having  been  part  of  these  two  days  amongst 
the  Menonists  treating  with  them  about  Waggons  & forage,  in  the  for- 
mer of  which,  they  Say  they  have  done  their  Share;  but  will  do  more; 
and  as  to  the  latter  they  are  to  mention  it  at  their  Meetings  next 
Sunday&hope  to  be  able  to  persuade  one  another  to  set  about  thresh- 
ing out  their  Oat s and  Spelts  immediately  afterwards.  Great  part  of 
the  oats  have  not  been  in  the  Bams  three  days  & the  farmers  Say  it 
Should  sweat  in  the  Mow  ten  or  12  days;  but  I think  I can  persuade 
them  to  begin  to  thresh  next  monday.  I can  Step  out  four  or  five 
miles  now  and  then  without  being  much  missed  at  home  by  Waggoners 
going  out,  & coming  home. 

Inclosed  is  Mr  Prices  Acco^  of  the  Waggons  sent  to  Bedford 
Since  the  10"^  Instant  I expect  Capt  Hambright  home  in  a few  days 
time  with  his  Waggons  & horses  My  Son  has  paid  him  £ 2000  & sent 
me  me  up  y6  odd  £ 500  due  on  your  first  bill  of  £ 1500  On  Mr  Nelson: 
he  has  also  sent  me  £ 1607 ,,  2„  9 which  he  received  of  Mr  Nelson  by 
virtue  of  Mr  Barrows  bill  in  my  favour  for  £ 1000  Sterling  at  4/8 
Sterling  P Dollar  Said  bill  being  dated  the  8.  Instant 

Tomorrow  I Shall  send  Duplicates  of  General  Stanwixs  Letter 
to  my  Self  and  Others  concerned  in  procuring  Waggons,  To  all  our 
Magistrates;  and  Shall  at  the  same  time  write  to  them  in  a very 
pressing  manner  to  endeavour  to  induce  the  people  to  begin  to  thresh 
out  their  grain  for  forage  for  the  Kings  horses  and  to  send  it  to  me 
immediately.

this  County. 

As  to  that  part  of  Wagons  taken  from  other  Counties  there 
was  only  two  from  Philadelphia  County  at  the  Beginning  of  my  con- 
tracting, and  I determine  to  take  no  more  from  thence  without  the 
General's,  or  your  Orders,  if  it  shall  be  found  expedient  to  for- 
ward the  Undertaking. 

There  are  fourteen  Wagons  contracted  for  from  Lancaster 
County  for  Townships  in  this  County,  the  Inhabitants  rather  choosing 
to  pay  the  Hire  than  to  cause  any  Delay,  many  of  the  People  amongst 
us  being  obstinate  and  pretend  it  is  contrary  to  their  RELIGIOUS 
PRINCIPLES,  and  I have  met  with  many  Difficulties  scarce  to  be  im- 
agined, except  by  those  who  have  had  the  Experience  of  it. 

As  to  the  Wagons  carrying  Sutlers  Goods  I know  of  only  three 
or  four  of  the  first,  for  which  I applied  to  the  General  and  You, 
when  you  were  both  together  at  Ross’s  in  Lancaster,  and  they  ob- 
tained the  Consent  and  Permission  of  you  both  to  carry  to  Carlile, 
and  were  ordered  to  leave  them  there,  and  to  take  in  Loading  there 
from  the  King's  Stores,  and  thence  to  proceed  to  Bedford,  which  I 
am  inform'd  they  have  done 

I likewise  gave  Orders  to  all  the  Wagon  Drivers  to  apply  to 
Edw^  Shipper  Esq^  or  Doctor  Sami  Boud,  and  to  take  in  Loading  there, 
thence  to  proceed  to  Carlile,  Fort  Bedford  to  join  the  Brigade,  and 
inserted  in  the  s^  Orders,  and  Bills  of  appraisment  the  Sum  of  Money 
advanced  to  prevent  any  Inconvenience  that  might  happen  by  the  Wagons 
returning  and  obtaining  a Discharge  before  they  have  earned  the  Ad- 
vanced Sum. 

Some  of  the  Wagons  have  been  discharged,  are  returned,  and 
the  Owners  whose  Horses  are  in  good  and  fit  Order  are  entring  again,

but  I settle  with  none,  nor  intend  so  to  do,  except  they  have  earned 
the  Advance  Money. 

And  as  to  the  Affair  of  the  Pack  Horses,  upon  the  Receiot 
of  your  Instructions  Immediately  sent  out  Advertisements  pursuant 
thereunto,  have  entred  only  six  as  yet,  which  are  out  in  the  Service, 
and  intend  to  send  out  six  more  next  Week,  being  Horses  that  were 
impressed,  and  not  fit  for  the  Wa gon  Service,  and  the  Owners  refused 
to  receive  them  back. 

I have  also  called  upon  the  Magistrates  to  issue  out  War- 
rants to  the  Constables  of  the  several  Townships  to  bring  in  Pack 
Horses  well  equipt  as  also  for  more  Wagons  from  several  Townships 
that  have  not  furnish^  their  Quota's 

There  is  a certain  Affair  which  hath  happened  by  Impressing 
and  which  I am  apprehensive  will  be  attended  with  Trouble  and  Diffi- 
culty, and  likely  to  be  productive  of  ill  Consequnces,  and  therefore 
humbly  beg  to  be  favoured  with  your  Opinion  and  Advice  therein:  The 
Case  is,  a party  of  the  King's  Troops  in  Harvest  Time  impressed  a 
Wagon  and  five  Horses  belonging  to  a certain  Joseph  Phipps  and 
brought  them  to  the  Sign  of  the  Ship,  Phipps  came  and  contracted 
with  me  by  his  Obligation  of  £ 50:  Penalty  to  fit  out  a Wagon  and 
four  Horses  in  seven  Day  Time,  but  hath  not  performed  it,  and 
according  to  Report  makes  light  of  it,  and  disregards  his  promise 
and  the  Writing,  tho  the  Affair  was  transacted  in  the  Presence  of 
several  Person  of  very  good  Credit,  and  two  of  his  own  Sons,  whose 
Hands  are  subscribed  also  to  the  Bill  as  Evidences.  I desire  the 
aforesaid  ffavour  before  I proceed  any  further  in  it,  having  not 
yet  consulted  with  any  Gentleman  of  the  Law  or  any  other  on  whose 
Judgment  I can  depend  about  the  Affair. 

I only  beg  Leave  to  mention  another  Affair,  which  I humbly 
conceive  maybe  of  great  Use,  Vizt'  That  if  Salt  or  other  Necessaries 
be  wanted  at  Bedford  or  elsewhere  for  his  Majesties  Service,  That 
the  Teams,  whose  Owners  live  near  Philadelphia  may  be  employed  to 
bring  up  any  such  Loading,  as  I think  that  it  may  answer,  and  will 
not  in  any  wise  infringe  on  the  Terms  or  Conditions  of  the  public 
Advertisements,  and  will  be  only  paying  them  from  the  respective 
Places  of  their  Abode  and  back  to  and  from  Philadelphia  or  as  the 
Case  shall  be,  in  Proportion  to  15/0  for  every  twenty  Miles,  which 
is  humbly  submitted  to  your  Consideration  and  Judgment.

I had  the  Honour  of  yours  of  the  16-*  your  Reasons  have 
quenched  my  Fire,  no  Person  has  the  Prevalence  of  soothing  to  a 
greater  Degree  I have  always  been  convinc'd  of  the  Difficulties 
to  be  surmounted,  only  as  I am  a Soldier,  I was  of  Opinion  mili-

tary  Execution,  ought  to  have  been  used,  rather  than  any  Reflexion 
should  lay  with  those  in  Command. 

Liquour  is  arrived  and  I flatter  myself  we  shall  in  a few 
Weeks  cut  a great  Figure,  altho  even  since  Major  Tullikens  Arrival 
I could  only  get  twenty  Men  upon  the  Parade,  tomorrow  100  are  prom- 
ised We  have  this  Day  opened  the  Virginia  Road  and  the  Convoy  is 
come  in.  I have  out  of  my  Pay  advanced  to  Colonel  Mercer  £ 30  for 
Finney  — besides  £ 15  to  the  Artificers  of  the  Army  which  have  been 
employed.  therefore  Money  must  be  sent  up  — at  Least  £300.  I hope 
by  this  Time  Meyer  is  past  Ligonier.  The  Post  at  Red  Stone  Creek 
will  save  immense  L nd  Carriage. 

The  Stores  that  were  left  at  Bedford  I hope  will  soon  ar- 
rive here  without  them  little  can  be  done.  The  assortment  I took 
up  was  rather  intended  to  prepare  against  the  worst  than  the  best 
Fate  of  our  Affairs  at  Niagara.  It  will  be  very  necessary  to  send 
Orders  to  the  Commanding  Officers  of  the  Troops  to  send  forward  their 
Artificers  here  directly  from  the  different  Posts.  I'm  surprised 
Cap.  Clapham  did  not  comply  with  the  Generals  Orders  &.  come  here 

The  Work  he  has  been  about  I could  have  done  in  four  Days 
If  he  has  only  secured  the  Passage  to  the  Magazine  and  covered  the 
Store  houses  & Hospital,  you'll  be  pleased  to  observe  that  the 
Magazine  was  covered.  The  Rafters  over  the  Store  House  & only  the 
Shingles  to  nail  on  when  I came  away  Every  Thing  done  at  that  Post 
is  thrown  away  as  the  Depot  & Garrison  ought  to  be  advanc'd  to  where 
our  advanc'd  Post  was  last  Year  — where  it  would  be  useful.  We  are 
going  on  with  the  Flats  & Battoes  & every  Thing  else  is  imagined  the 
most  pressing,  we  are  in  Want  of  falling  & Broad  Axes  principally.

Many  of  the  boxes  having  been  opened  by  you  in  making 
your  first  proportion:  They  have  been  compleated.,  others  being 
entirely  broken,  have  been  mended,  But  this  must  Occasion  Confusion 
and  your  Artificers  must  be  present  at  the  opening  at  Pittsburgh, 
to  Claim  their  property  that  we  could  not  distinguish  here. 

Nothing  Shall  be  taken  out  of  them  at  Ligonier. 

Tents  are  also  Sent  for  the  Garrison  to  clear  the  Barraks. 

Col.  Burd  marches  himself  with  Col?  Shippen,  & Cresap  to 
open  the  Road  from  the  great  meadows  to  The  Mononghehela,  where 
They  are  to  Build  Store  Houses  and  a little  Stockadoe,  and  I beg 
you  will  send  them  some  good  Carpenters  (2  or  3)  to  direct  the 
Work.  I will  Send  them  Nails  for  Shingles,  locks  & hinges 

Col?  Burd  will  Send  you  an  Express  to  inform  you  of  what 
he  wants,  the  place  where  he  builds,  and  the  time  your  Carpenters 
Should  be  there  in  a Batteau. 

The  General  is  to  be  this  day  at  Ligonier,  and  proposes  to 
proceed  directly  to  Pittsburgh.  I remain  Some  time  here  to  for- 
ward every  thing  I can  get  from  the  3 provinces.  I Send  you  number 
of  Letters  Just  Receivd:  notwithstanding  the  Vigorous  measures  of 
this  Campaign,  I have  from  good  Hands  that  we  Shall  be  Smashd,  as 
you  Call  it  by  a [Peace]  next  ’Winter 

Young  Shlosser  is  recommended  for  the  Vacant  Ensignv  and 
You  may  be  sure  he  will  have  it,  Please  to  inform  his  father  that 
it  was  done  before  he  wrote. 

Our  Affairs  begin  to  look  better  and  I hope  tho'  late  to  be 
able  to  feed  at  least  1500  R.  T.  besides  Indians  and  Artificers  at 
Pittsburgh. 

I am  So  hurried  with  27  Letters  to  Answer,  that  I beg  you 
would  excuse  me  to  Col:  Mercer  for  this  Time.  216  Bullocks  are 
gone  by  Braddocks  Road  to  Pittsburgh,  with  a number  of  Waggons 
loaded  with  flour,  and  will  be  followed  by  100  Virgin!  Pack  horses, 
besides  100  given  to  Col?  Burd. 
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200,000^°  of  flour  will  be  dilivered  from  Virginia  by 
Contract  wth  Ramsay,  upon  the  Mcnonghehela  the  first  50,0001^  on 
or  before  the  beginning  of  8?r  and  the  rest  from  fortnight  to  fort- 
night; and  600  Bushrls  of  Salt  for  our  Winter  Stock;  Please  To  Keep 
the  Batteaus  ready  for  that  time,  and  to  recohoiter  both  Rivers. 
The  Company  of  Batteau  men  are  ’with  the  General. 

Some  White  men  Should  be  Sent  to  View  the  remaind[er]  of 
Venango,  Le  Boeuf,  & Prisoue  Isle  to  take  a Note  of  what  Iron  & 
things  may  have  been  left  there

Your  agreeable  Favours  of  the  13u‘  and  17  Instant  I received 
& am  highly  obliged  to  you  for  the  fine  news  of  the  French’s  aban- 
doning Venango  &c  and  I hope,  if  an  Expedition  be  formed  against 
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Fort  Detroit,  they  will  behave  no  less  destardly,  as  Soon  as  they 
get  Inteligence  of  it.  I hear  Captain  Hambright  is  to  be  in  Town 
in  a day  or  two;  and  when  he  is  ready  I Shall  dispatch  him  and  his 
Waggons  away.  I am  doing  all  I can  to  Send  out  more  Waggons  &c 
The  people  are  threshing  out  their  Oats,  but  are  unwilling  to  take 
2/  p bushel,  however  in  two  or  three -days  I Shall  see  how  their 
pulse  beat,  and  act  accordingly.  Kr  Harris  at  the  Ferry  sent  me 
word  yesterday  that  he  had  bought  several,  hundred  bushels  of  Oats 
at  2/  p bushel.  Amongst  many  Others  I have  been  with  Emanuel 
Carpenter  the  President  of  our  Court  andr  a Gentleman  of  very  great 
Inf luence, & he  has  undertaken  to  set  all  the  People  in  his  district 
who  have  raised  forage  this  Year,  to  thresh  it  out,  & bring  it  in 
to  me  this  week  and  he  thinks  2/  p bushel  price  enough  for  it;  but 
yet  if  I find  a Slackness  I must  bid  a higher  price;  but  perhaps 
nothing  less  than  2/6  p bushel  will  effectually  do  the  business, 
Such  is  the  base  temper  of  a Stupid,  unthinking  people.  VJ111  Smith 
Esq.  at  Donegal  in  answer  to  my  Letter  to  him  writes  thus  "I  think 
"if  there  was  a person  appointed  in  this  Neighbourhood  to  purchase 
"their  Oats  it  would  be  an  additional  encouragement  and  Save  the 
"Carriage  of  16  or  18  Wiles  which  is  worth  3^  a bushel  and  its 
"possible  it  might  be  Some  saving  to  the  King  as  the  Carriage  will 
"be  So  much  Shorter;  And  I have  therefore  written  to  him  to  undertake 
the  business  himself  or  to  employ  a good  hand,  and  daily  expect 
his  Answer.  I am  now  writing  to  the  General  informing  him  that  I 
Sent  off  Copys  of  his  most  excellent  Letter  to  my  Self  & the  Managers 
in  each  County,  To  all  our  Justices.  By  Byerly  the  Express  I for- 
ward two  Letters  from  Hr  Hunt  directed  to  your  Self,  who  also  has 
the  Care  of  your  watch  to  be  delivered  to  Mr  Sinclair.  I am  Sorry 
Captain  Hambright  had  not  the  presence  of  mind  to  deliver  your  Shoes 
&c  to  Capt  Sinclair  I have  not  time  (being  busily  employed  in 
paying  Mr  Hays'  Brigade  of  Waggoners  just  returned)  to  write  to  my

Tour  Favour  of  the  23c*  Instant  I received  last  night  where- 
in you  ar<j  pleased  to  let  me  know  forage  must  be  had  at  any  rate 


please  to  turn  over 
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and  that  the  30  Waggons  bought  by  Cap’*1'  Hambright  must  be  loaded  at 
Lancaster  with  forage  let  the  price  be  what  it  will.  You  also  add 
that  no  flour  Flour,  Pork,  or  liquor  are  to  be  Sent  up  till  you  have 
two  trips  of  all  the  Waggons  with  forage.  You  are  further  pleased 
to  Say  that  if  I am  obliged  to  raise  the  Price  of  forage  it  must  be 
bought  privately  but  I do  assure  You  Dr  SF  nothing  of  that  kind  can 
possibly  be  kept  a Secret,  or  else  I would  endeavour  for  it.  The 
Price  I see  must  be  raised  to  induce  the  farmers  to  hire  hands  to 
thresh  at  an  extraordinary  rate,  as  they  (the  farmers)  are  all  bus- 
ily employed  in  ploughing  for  their  fall  grain.  I have  only  re- 
ceived into  Store  about  230  bushels  at  2/ ; dull  work!  I Suppose 
Capt'  Sinlair  has  acquainted  you  that  the  large  Quantitys  of  Oats 
sent  him  within  these  ten  days  cost  no  more  than  2/  p bushel;  he 
mentions  50  Loads  to  me,  and  can  almost  send  up  as  much  more  if  he 
had  Carriages  I Shall  therefore  write  to  the  Justices  in  Donnegal 
and  Pextan  &c  to  load  their  next  Brigades  of  Waggons  with  forage. 
Upon  the  whole  1 Shall  only  Say  I understand  your  Instructions  and 
Shall  exert  my  Self  in  every  respect  to  the  utmost  to  send  you  large 
quantitys  of  forage  without  delay.  Heiters  Brigade  of  Waggons  hav- 
ing been  appointed  to  come  in  early  this  morning  to  load  with  flour, 
could  not  be  Sent  home  again  to  wait  till  I could  collect  forage 
according  to  your  desires  Your  Letter  bef orementioned  came  to 
hand  but  last  night:  I Say  if  I had  discharged  those  Waggons  it 
would  have  been  of  bad  Consequence,  as  Provisions,  & forage  &c  for 
ye  Drivers  (who  are  on  pay  at  five  or  Six  pounds  P month)  and  horses 
were  already  provided  for  the  Journey. 

Captain  Sinclair  observes  to  me  that  at  least  ten  Waggons 
have  lately  dropt  their  Loads  at  Littleton  under  pretence  of  their 
failing;  this,  I am  sensible  is  a thing  to  be  discouraged  as  much  as 
lys  in  our  power;  but  ye  Waggon  Masters  assure  me  no  Waggoners  de- 
livered their  Loading  there,  but  because  their  Waggons  were  broken, 
and  if  I was  to  Stop  payment  (as  the  people  did  their  best,)  till 
ye  Campaign  was  over  it  would  effectually  put,  I was  £ going  to 
Say,  an  intire  Stop  to  -any  our  getting  anymore  Waggons

Dear  Sir 

Since  I came  down  I have  been  busy  in  £ writing  and  dis- 
persing ray  Advertisements  thro  Virginia  and  Maryland.  I believe 
every  l lace  where  We  have  any  Probability  of  being  supplied  from,  is 
already  informed  of  our  Demands,  and  Terms;  in  Consequence  of  which 
I have  had  several  of  the  principal  Farmers  to  visit  Me;  but  I am 
sorry^now  to  assure  you,  of  what  I only  before  told  you,  I suspected. 
This  Season  of  the  Year,  being  the  Time  the  Planters  here,  employ, 
in  making  and  securing  Hay,  laying  down  new  Meadows  &c,  nothing 
but  extraordinary  Encouragement  (of  Money)  can  induce  Them  to  go 
out  of  their  cofiion  Road.  They  never  thresh  their  Oats  till  October 
or  iiovV,  nor  will  any  Thing  but  the  ready  Cash,  and  a good  Price 
bribe  Them  to  it  now.  I mentioned  to  you  before  Sir  that  I thought 
the  Price  of  the  Oats  too  small  here;  and  those  People  who  take  Pains 
always  to  find  out  the  Market  of  Pennsylv?-  as  much  as  their  own, 
especially  when  We  are  obliged  to  have  Recourse  to  Them  have  assured 
Me,  that  you  have  advertised  2/  p Bushel  for  Oats  delivered  to  MV 
Barr  in  uancast'  r,  and  they  expect  an  extraordinary  Premium  for  going 
up  to  Fort  Cumberland;  so  that  I really  am  of  Opinion  that  We  cant 
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get  any  delivered  there  for  less  than  4/  p Bushel.  As  the  present 
Demand  must  be  satisfied,  and  the  Gall  upon  the  People  here,  has 
been  so  sudden  and  unexpected,  an  extraordinary  Price  must  be  given 
at  first;  it  will  be  in  our  Power  to  lower  it  any  Time,  let  them 
but  begin  the  Thing,  it  is  new  to  them  now,  so  soon  as  they  are 
acquainted  with  the  Advantages  of  it  which  nothing  but  their  own  dull 
Experience  will  convince  Them  of,  We  can  be  furnished  on  reasonable 
Terms  with  any  Thing.  T'no  you  woud  lose  here  by  Gold  or  Dollars 
being  sent,  yet  I am  convinced  £ 100  in  either  of  these  Articles 
woud  induce  Them  to  do  more  than  £ 1000  in  Paper.  The  old  hisers 
take  more  Delight  in  telling  over  the  Pieces  of  Gold  or  Silver,  than 
twice  the  Quantity  of  Paper. 

The  first  Question  they  ask  Me,  is,  if  I will  give  them  any 
hard  Gash?  I do  not  know,  say  they,  hoy/  that  might  tempt  Me.  I 
believe  with  some  Gold,  and  a little  higher  Price,  I coud  contract 
for  a Quantity  of  Oats  delivered  at  Fort  Cumberland  in  October,  but 
from  hence,  without  destroying  Messfs  Ramsay ' s & Graham ’ s Contracts, 
they  will  not  carry  Them  to  Monongahela.  M7  Ramsay  has  already  I 
am  told  made  some  Progress  in  his  Contract.  Rye  sells  here  among 
the  Farmers  for  2/6  p Bushel,  & is  very  heavy  Carriage,  weighing  at 
least  56  p Bushel.  Corn  there  is  very  little,  short  Crops  being 
made  last  year  and  4/6  p Bushel  for  that  here  will  not  answer: 
There  will  be  a very  great  Crop  of  that  this  Year,  but  it  will  come 
in  too  late  for  the  present  Demand.

M.  Finnie  shewed  Me  a Mem.  of  some  Prices  you  had  fixed  for 
Forage  &c;  but  as  he  coud  not  explain  it, & its  less  than  was  before 
ordered,  which  I have  already  advertised  and  find  too  small,  please 
Sir  to  inform  Me  whether  you  send  it  Me  to  be  directed  by.  If  you 
will  please  in  your  next  Letter  to  give  Me  a discretionary  Power  to 
fix  the  Prices  of  every  Article,  you  may  depend  upon  my  acting  to  the 
best  of  my  Judgment,  & with  the  greatest  Oconomy.  I must  be  always 
troubling  you  if  I am  obliged  to  write  you  about  the  Prices  of  Them 
whenever  Circumstances  alter.  Pork  here  fresh  is  always  sold  by  the 
Pound,  any  Quantity  of  it  may  be  bought  imediately,  but  tis  impos- 
sible to  say  yet  for  what.  We  must  settle  the  Market  ourselves  in  a 
great  Measure.  When  you  order  it  to  be  bought,  please  to  direct  Me 
where  ars- 1 must  contract  for  its  being  delivered. 

There  was  a very  great  Crop  of  Oats  & Rye  made  in  these 
Parts  this  Season.  Not  less  than  20  or  30,000  Bushels  might  be 
spared. 

M.  Rutherford  had  been  on  the  Branch,  & contracted  for  1000 
Bushels  of  Corn  and  Oats  to  be  delivered  imediately  at  Pitsburg, 
while  I was  at  Bedford.  As  he  shewed  Me  his  Orders  from  you  about 
it,  I did  not  interfere;  tho  I believe  I shall  get  what  is  now  left 
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there,  at  the  Rates  I advertised  by  your  Orders;  I shall  be  there  at 
their  County  Court,  to  be  sure  of  it.  I have  sent  already  a Man  of 
considerable  Interest  in  those  Parts  among  Them. 

One  hundred  of  Rutherfords  Pack  Horses  (the  first  Brigade) 
march  this  Day  loaded  with  Flour,  they  are  good  Horses  a very  well 
equiped.  The  other  Brigade  is  as  good,  and  will  march  on  Thursday 
with  Flour;  as  you  did  not  till  now  order  any  Forage  to  be  laid  in 
here.  If  you  chuse  now  that  shoud  be  done,  the  2 4 Brigade  may  re- 
turn after  leaving  the  Flour  at  Fort  Cumberland  Please  to  inform 
Me  imediately. 

Mf  Rutherford  has  purchased  200  Sheep  as  you  before  directed 
which  will  be  sent  off  imediately,  the  rest  shall  be  bought  up  as 
soon  as  possible. 

Ilf  Finnie  told  Me  you  gave  him  Orders  to  tell  Me  to  en- 
deavor to  get  Workmen  here  to  go  to  Cumberland.  I have  set  up  Ad- 
vertisements for  that  Purpose  already,  but  fear  I shall  get  none 
on  this  Side  the  Ridge,  as  this  is  the  most  extravagant  Place  on 
the  Continent  for  Tradesmen.  If  I dent  get  them  soon  1 will  send 
Advertisements  down  the  Country 

I shall  set  about  opening  the  Road  to  Cumberland  to  morrow 
with  7 Soldiers,  all  that  are  fit  for  Duty  out  of  28,  and  they  just 
coming  out  of  the  Small  Pox  are  very  weak,  so  that  I believe  I shall 
be  obliged  to  be  at  some  trifling  Expence  to  the  Country  People  be- 
fore I get  it  compleated,  tho  it  may  easily  be  repaired,  and  made  an 
exceeding  good  Road. 

I have  engaged  two  very  good,  honest,  industrious  young 
Mercht'0  here,  to  go  out  to  Pitsburg  with  about  £ 500  of  Indian  Goods, 
their  first  Venture.  We  are  much  out  the  Way  here,  but  so  soon  as 
I am  a little  more  at  Leisure,  I shall  endeavor  to  get  some  Persons 
from  below  the  Ridge,  to  go  out  upon  that  Scheme. 

Woud  you  be  pleased  to  order  Lieu^  Smith  here,  to  assist 
nay  in  short  to  take  my  Directions  in  every  particular  where  the 
Service,  may  require  it;  He  thinks  I have  no  Rank  from  my  former 
Comission,  & that  my  present  one  gives  Me  none,  so  that  he  is  not 
fond  of  obeying  Me,  but  your  orders  can  reconcile  that  Matter,  and 
I want  to  avoid  Disputes,  which  may  be  easily  done  when  he- -knows 
you  direct  him  to  obey  Me.  If  he  does  not,  by  my  taking  upon  Me 
this  Business,  it  will  subject  Me  to  De  refused  by  one,  I always 
comanded  (nay  even  as  a private  Soldier,)  which  I woud  not  have  had 
Gccassion  to  have  suffered  as  a Voluntier,  because  I shoud  not  have 
interfered  with  any  Thing.  Yet  he  has  not  aiso  positively  denied 
Me,  but  I know  the  Man,  and  I can  plainly  see  he  discovers  an  In- 
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clination  of  letting  He  know,  I am  obliged  to  him,  for  what  he  does, 
& have  no  Right  to  order  him. 

I shall  send  the  Nails  &c  for  the  Store  Houses  at  Mononga- 
hela  and  Cumberland  so  soon  as  they  come  up.  I coud  not  get  them 
all  here;  but  any  Kind  of  Merchandize  may  be  had  at  several  of  our 
principal  Trading  Towns,  none  more  than  90  Miles  distant. 

I have  waited  most  impatiently  for  the  Bills  upon  Col9 
Hunter,  and  have  had  a Man  and  Horse  ready  these  three  Days  past  to 
dispatch  irnediately. 


Pray  Sir  be  pleased  if  possible  to  send  Me  down  some  Gold 
or  Dollars,  & direct  Col?  Hunter  to  spare  Me  what  he  can  of  Gold. 
The  King  will  not  lose  a 6^  by  any  he  gets,  and  it  will  have  a 
strange  Effect  upon  the  Eyes,  & Minds  indeed,  of  the  Farmers.  We 
might  buy  4 Bushels  for  1,  w.  hard  Cash. 


If  I am  to  buy  Forage  & have  it  delivered  here  twill  be 
impossible  for  Me  to  do  without  an  Assistant. 


I have  wrote  you  a very  long  Letter  but  I really  coud  not 
make  it  shorter,  and  be  as  explicit  as  I desired.  When  We  once  get 
every  Thing  settled  I shall  be  more  concise. 

I have  spoke  to  the  Country  People  about  sending  out  Butter 
Cheese  &c,  & I believe  I shall  be  able  to  send  you  a Waggon  soon 
with  these  Comodities. 

M?  Graham  in  Consequence  of  your  Orders  has  already  engaged 
140  good  Beeves,  he  begs  you  will  let  him  know  soon  whether  you 
approve  of  the  Scheme  he  offered  you,  if  not,  where  and  when  these 
already  purchased  must  be  delivered,  his  Salt  will  be  here  in  10 
Days.  The  Waggons  are  already  gone  down  for  it.  I am  with  Respect 
& great  Esteem

I received  yours  this  Morning  only  under  Cover  to  M.  Fannie 
inclosing  Me  Mr  Barrows  Order  on  Col?  Hunter  for  £ Clin  11  n 10.'  Sterl 
for  which  you  have  the  Receipt  inclosed.  So  soon  as  it  came  to 
Hand,  I dispatched  an  Express  whom  I had  kept  waiting  for  two  or 
three  Days,  with  it,  and  the  first  Warrant  to  Col?  Hunter. 

I,  had  given  you  a full  State  of  our  Affairs  here  in  a Letter 
of  the  28 r Instant,  to  which  I hope  for  an  Answer  soon  and  in  it  I 
desired  you  woud  please  to  direct  Me  whether  you  woud  have  Me  stick 
by  the  Prices  mentioned  in  the  Paper  Ml  Finnie  gave  Me*  he  was  so 
far  from  telling  Me  he  had  told  you  these  Comodities  might  be  bought 
at  those  Rates,  that  he  said  he  did  not  know  the  Reason  of  your 
sending  it,  but  that,  you  had  ordered  him  to  deliver  it  to  Me. 

As,  I before  mentioned,  We  had  no  Notice  of  buying  Forage 
the  2?  Brigade  of  Pack  Horses  will  set  out  to  morrow  for  Cumberland, 
they  may  leave  their  Loads  there,  and  return  again  to  this  Place  by 
the  Time  we  can  purchase  the  Forage  which  shall  be  done  now  without 
any  Delay.  Tho  the  Planters  have  yet  none  of  their  Forage  threshed, 
yet  Money  will  male  Them  do  it.  as  you  order  it  shall  be  done  at 
any  Rate  I shall  do  the  best  I can,  & take  the  cheapest  Method,  but 
as  I wrote  you  before  it  must  be  an  extraordinary  Price  that  will 
drive  Them  out  of  their  comon  Road.  When  they  know  the  Advantage  of 
the  Trade  We  can  make  Them  sell  for  less,  indeed  upon  our  own  Terms. 

Pray  Sir  have  you  determined  to  open  the  Road  to  Red  Stone 
by  G_ists,  or  the  Way  that  was  before  proposed  some  Miles  above  it?

I had  Sir  previous  to  your  Orders  consulted  Mess.  Ramsay 
& Rutherford  about  the  Rates  for  Carriages  &c,  & shall  take  Care 
not  to  hurt,  but  assist  Them,  in  their  Contracts  as  much  as  lies  my 
Power. 


I have  wrote  to  the  Governor  & some  more  of  our  Great  Ones 
concerning  the  Indian  Trade. 
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If  more  Pack  Horses  are  wanted  a considerable  N?  may  be 
bought  here.  Ml  Rutherford  says  he  turned  off  twice  as  many  as  he 
purchased,  as  he  compleated  his  Compliment  in  a very  few  Days.  I 
think  those  he  has  got,  are  good  servicable  Horses,  and  are  well 
fitted  cut. 

I am  much  obliged  to  you  Sir  for  the  !~ower  you  are  pleased 
to  give  Me  of  appointing  an  Assistant,  and  nay  depend  I'll  not  do 
it  unless  I find  it  absolutely  necessary 

M^  Ramsay  is  out  buying  up  flour,  but  told  Mo  e'er  he  set 
off,  that  the  Bill  woud  not  suit  him,  & that  he  must  have  the  Cash. 

shall  do  nothing  in  Regard  to  hiring  Workmen,  suppose 
they  shou'd  offer,  till  I receive  you  farther  orders.  Advertise- 
ments for  Them  are  already  dispersed  thro  this  County,  but  none  have 
yet  offered  for  imediate  Service. 

This  very  Afternoon  13  Catawbas  and  2 Cherokees  arrived 
here  in  Order  to  .join  the  General;  They  say  they  promised  him  last 
Year  to  come  out  when  ever  they  shoud  be  sent  for,  and  wore  very 
sorry  they  were  not  at  Home  when  his  Messenger  came  for  Thom,  but 
so  soon  as  the  Wind  blew  them  the  Mews  in  the  Woods  where  they  were 
hunting  they  imediately  run  Home  and  set  out  directly  from  their 
Nation  to  join  him,  and  had  brought  their  Guns  as  he  had  directed. 
These  two  Cherokee:  have  lived  Some  Time  with  the  Catawbas,  and  say 
they  look  unon  Themselves  now  as  the  same  Flesh  and  therefore  looked 
upon  the  Message  as  sent  to  them  too.  I am  quite  at  a Loss  what  to 
do  with  these  People,  as  I have  no  Orders  to  give  Them  Presents, 
but  I have  forbid  Them  going  any  farther,  & they  have  promised  they 
will  not  but  expect  here  the  same  Presents  the  General  ve  the  rest, 
as  they  say  they  cane  in  upon  his  Message  This  Affair  has  been  the 
Occasion  of  my  sending  off  this  Express,  and  I shall  keep  the  Indians 
here , at  least  I will  not  let  Them  go  forward,  till  1 herr  from  you. 

I shoud  have  thought  it  the  cheapest  Way  to  send  Them  b ck  imediately 
with  what  coud  bp  got  for  Them,  but  they  say  they  tired  Themselves 
so  running,  when  they  heard  the  General  had  called  for  Them,  that 
they  must  rest  throe  or  four  Days,  in  that  Time,  I hope  to  have  vour 
Answer,  for  I will  do  nothing  without  Orders.  The  Interpreter,  for 
Gang,  I have  already  discharged,  allowing  him  only  for  his 
coming  her-.;  with  Them  arid  £ 3,  which  was  paid  for  Skins  $•  Expences, 

I thought  it  unnecessary  to  keep  him  here  waiting  at  the  Charge  of 
the  Crown,  and  then  to  allow  him  25  or  26  Days  more  to  return  in. 
He  has  been  25  Days  already  from  the  Nation  for  w?^  I have  paid  him 
6n  5m  half  his  Charge,  being  only  5/  p Day  when  he  asked  10/  Tis 
true  hero  I have  acted  with!'  Orders,  but  I thought  it  woud  be  saving 
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Money  to  the  Crown.  The  Indians  here  can  put  Us  to  no  other  Expence 
than  their  Provision  by  waiting  for  your  Orders;  so  soon  as  I re- 
ceive Them,  I will  send  Them  Home  thro  a Part  of  the  Country  they 
cant,  or  will  be  afraid  to,  do  any  Mischief  in.  indeed  I believe 
these  Gentlemen  who  stile  Themselves  Interpreters  Conductors  &c 
restrain  them  but  little.  If  you  shoud  think  proper  to  give  Them 
the  same  Presents  the  others  had?  I have  not  a single  Dollar  for 
them.  They  have  one  Squaw  too  w.  Them. 


In  my  last  I begged  the  Favor  of  You  to  send  Me  some  Gold 
or  Dollars  for  the  Public  Service,  if  it  can  be  done.  I am  sure  it 
will  have  a good  Effect.  I expect  if  I had  a few  Pistol.es  to  shew 
the  Farmers,  I shoud  be  able  to  buy  a good  Quantity  of  Forage  our 
Court  Day,  next  Tuesday. 


We  make  a tolerable  Progress  on  our  Road  to  Cresaps,  I have 
got  many  of  the  County  People  to  assist  Me.  it  will  be  an  exceeding 
good  Road. 

I shoud  be  glad  it  were  possible  to  get  a Ship  Carpenter 
among  the  Soldiers  with  you;  he  will  be  wanted  to  calk  the  Scows  on 
the  Potomack,  I have  sent  down  for  Tar  and  Oakum,  if  one  cant  be 
got  above  I must  send  over  the  Ridge  for  him. 

Mr  Graham  has  bought  60  Beeves  Yesterday  that  will  weigh 
500  round,  beside  those  I mentioned  in  my  last.  He  h'-s  sent  off 
Waggons  too  for  his  Salt. 


As  you  expect  to  leave  Bedford  soon,  I hope  you  will  give 
Me  full  and  particular  Instructions  for  my  future  Conduct,  as  I 
cant  have  an  Opportunity  of  applying  to  you  upon  every  Occasion, 
when  you  get  farther  up. 

These  Indians,  as  there  is  no  Occasion  for  Them,  pretend 
to  be  very  fond  of  going  out,  & have  even  made  Application  since 
writing  the  above,  but  I have  told  Them  if  they  will  go  to  War  to 
revenge  the  Death  of  their  Friends  which  they  give  as  the  Reason 
why  they  are  so  desirous  of  seeing  those  Parts  that  they  may  knock 
the  Enemy  on  the  Head  with  the  Butts  of  their  Firelocks,  for  I woud 
give  Them  no  Amunition,  & woud  send  Orders  to  all  the  Forts  to  the 
same  Purpose,  if  they  dared  go  up  contrary  to  the  General's  Desire. 
They  assure  Me  now  they  will  not  move  up  or  down  till  I give  Them 
Orders.  M^  Chatterbox  a Cherokee  Indian  whom  you  must  remember  is 
one  of  this  Party,  & has  embraced  Me  to  Day  again  & again,  & is  very 
desirous  of  seeing  his  Friends  & Brothers  the  English  at  the  Fort 
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he  helped  Them  to  take,  he  says  he  knows  the  Way  very  well  & is  not 
afraid  to  travel  it.  I am  with  great  Esteem

Your  very  obligeing  Letter  of  the  13th  Inst  from  Fort 
Bedford  accompanying  one  from  General  Stanwix  I received  about  ten 
Days  ago;  And  nothing  but  Sickness,  inevitable  Necessity!  would 
have  caused  me  to  postpone  answering  them  by  the  first  Opertunity. 
I am  but  Just  recovered  from  a dangerous  Fever,  wfh  confined  me  to 
my  Bed  almost  two  Weeks.  I did  not  fail  however  giveing  all  the 
Attention  I was  able,  to  the  Services  required  from  me  by  these 
Dispatches,  being  myself  truely  affected  with  the  Difficulties,  I 
plainly  see,  you  labour  with,  in  getting  forward  the  necessary  Pro- 
visions and  Stores. 
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As  the  first  Brigade  are  now  returned  home,  I have  began 
vigourously  to  pursue  the  nesessary  Steps  for  reinstateing  them, 
as  speedily  as  possible;  But  the  general  Cry  of  the  People  is,  to 
be  paid  15/  p Day,  agreeable  to  the  Law  of  the  Province,  Horses  and 
Drivers  to  be  subsisted  by  the  Crown,  And  I don't  expect  one  Waggon 
will  contract  to  go  by  the  hundred.  If  therefore  it  be  Judged  ad- 
viseable  to  give  me  Authority  to  declare  to  the  People  they  shall 
be  paid  agreeable  to  the  Act  of  Assembly,  I am  of  Opinion,  they  may 
more  chearfully  fitt  out  their  Waggons,  and  more  effectually,  to 
perform  real  Service. 

I don’t  wonder  at  the  Insufficiency  of  the  Teams  from  this 
County.  The  Horses  were  genirally  extreme  poor  and  low  in  Flesh, 
oweing  to  the  People  themselves  working  them  immoderately,  and 
hurrying,  to  get  their  Wheat  Lands  turned  over  before  a Drip  came, 
w?*1  they  long  expected,  And  hoping  too,  that  their  Poverty  would 
be  their  Protection  from  a[n]  Impress.  In  short,  S9,  I had  my  In- 
formation from  the  best  affected  in  all  Parts  of  the  County,  that 
there  were  scarce  any  Horses,  used  to  the  Draught,  any  where  to  be 
found,  that  were  in  proper  Plight.  Whether  the  Case  is  altered 
since,  I know  not,  but  I shall  endeavour  to  make  as  exact  a Scrutiny 
into  the  Condition  of  those  Waggons  w9^  shall  hereafter  be  sent, 
as  I possibly  can.  What  my  Success  may  be,  1 cannot  as  yet  Judge, 
but  I shall  not  fail  to  keep  you  advised  of  it.  I could  wish  to 
have  the  Certificates,  which  are  delivered  the  Waggoners  for  Services 
performed,  to  be  as  clear  and  explicit  as  may  be,  that  I may  be 
liable  to  no  Blame,  in  being  obliged  to  Judge  of  Doubtfuil  Cases 
in  settling  and  paying.  For  Instance,  I don't  understand,  what  is 
intended,  by  mentioning  the  Gross  Weight,  Tare,  and  Neat  Weight  of 
Bl?  of  Pork  in  the  Certificates  from  Carlisle  to  Bedford.  Must  I 
settle  for  the  Gross,  or  neat  Weight?  If  by  the  former,  the  rest 
is  Surplussage,  and  leaves  me  doubting.  But,  I think,  the  General's 
Proclamation  clearly  authorizies  me  to  pay  by  the  Gross  wt

You'r  last  favour  of  the  23'^  Instant  I duly  answered  on 
the  27  — Since  which  i have  received  a Letter  from  Captain  Sinclair 
mentioning  his  writing  to  Mr  Price  for  2000,  horse  Shoes  with  Nails 
equivalent;  but  as  I can  have  no  Sort  of  dependance  on  our  Smiths 
here,  a tenth  part  of  that  quantity  in  any  reasonable  time  cannot 
be  made  here,  So  that  I have  just  no?:  sent  to  Philadelphia  for  them 
which  I expect  will  be  Sent  up  to  me  by  the  latter  end  of  next  week. 
Since  my  publishing,  by  the  advice  of  Emanuel  Carpenter  Esqr,  the 
following  Advertisement,  Oats  and  Spelts  begin  to  come  So  encouraging 
that  I hope  by  the  time  Captain  Hambright,  (who  arrived  here  two 
or  three  days  ago,)  gets  all  His  30  Waggons  equipt  to  load  them  all 
with  90  bushels,  each,  of  forage  which  at  33^  a bushel  whi-eh-  will 
amount  to  26  c.  2 gT  2 1-fe-  a good  load.  Neither  Shall  I forget  ye 
Waggons . 


VP  Postlethwait ' s ^ Brigade  of  Waggons  was  appointed  to 
have  been  here  to  be  loaded  with  Flour  on  Wednesday  last:  but  on 
sending  him  out  to  persuade  Waggoners  to  thresh  out  their  forage  & 
to  load  with  50  bushels  each,  which  is  as  much  as  they  will  at  any 
time  take  In,  Considering  the  bulk  and  weight  of  their  Own  horses 
Provender.  I say  on  this  Acco^  I dont  expect  these  Waggons  can 
set  off  before  ye  latter  end  of  next  week  tho ' I have  appointed 
Wednesday  at  farthest.  Some  few  of  these  Waggoners  say  as  they 
were  balked  they  cant  go  till  after  their  ground  is  all  ploughed.

with  If  Gentlemen  the  Complaints  of  the  Country  people  are  of 
Little  Signification  with  You,  Provided  You  are  not  told  of  it  in 
plain  Terms,  It  is  not  my  case  by  any  Means,  Nor  shall  I ever  Suffer 
my  Self  to  be  Less  Indifferent,  as  to  what  the  world  may  say  of  me, 
Respecting  my  Honesty  & Uprightness  in  my  Agreements,  then  the 
Gentlemen  of  the  Army  are  Respecting  a Charge  of  Cowardice,  although 
I shou^  not  think  my  Self  Justifiable  to  Go  the  Length  to  Support 
the  one  as  Some  of  them  Do  to  Support  the  other,  that  is,  Either 
to  kill  another  man  or,  be  kill$  my  Self. 

If  upon  this  footing  I am  an  Improper  person  to  Serve  the 
Army,  it  wou^  perhaps  be  most  Advisable  to  Make  Choice  of  Some  Other;

I came  to  this  Ground  last  night,  where,  late  in  the  Even- 
ing I had  the  pleasure  to  Receive  your  favours  of  the  4tn  Currt, 
it  is  very  lucky  you  did  not  Attempt  to  send  your  Wagons  to  Fort 
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Cumberland  as  they  Certainly  could  not  gett  along:  that  Road  after 
so  much  Rain  must  be  a Perfect  Swamp;  I last  night  ReceV  8 Horse 
load  of  the  Oats  you  were  so  good  to  send  to  Cumberland 

The  road  from  my  last  Encampment  to  this  is  realy  Exceed- 
ing bad,  the  Allagany  Hill  is  by  no  means  the  worst  of  it,  there 
is  two  Hills  extreamly  bad  & long;  from  Martins  place  to  this  they 
Esteem  11  miles  & I think  it  very  bad  for  Wagons,  there  has  been 
nothing  done  upon  it  by  Finny  if  the/  road  is  all  along  as  I have 
found  it  heither  I think  Wagons  can  carry  l/3  more  the  other  Road 
than  this,  and  with  more  ease  to  the  Horses,  and  I would  strongly 
advise  that  a party  from  Fort  Cumberland  may  be  ordered  upon  this 
Road  from  thence  to  Guests,  I'll  answer  from  thence  to  the  Mouth  of 
Ridstone  Creek  the  Commanding  officer  of  the  party  should  not 
hurry  but  make  the  road  good  & take  time,  it  appears  to  me  that 
Mr  Breddock  -was  in  a hurry  to  gett  along  and  would  not  allow  time 
to  make  the  road  as  it  ought,  or  easily  could,  be  made,  it  is  not 
more  than  12- 10  foot  wide  and  carried  right  up  every  Hill  almost 
without  a turn  and  the  Hills  almost  perpendicular,  However  if  the 
officer  that  is  sent  upon  it  from  Cuinberlaxnd  has  any  Understanding 
&.  Regaird  for  the  service  he  may  make  it  a good  Communication  as 
it  is  very  Capable  of  Improvement  & I know  I could  make  it  a good 
road  for  the  part  of  the  Country,  but  as  it  now  stands  it's  too 
bad,  you  know  Mr  Ourry  weighed  the  loads  of  my  Wagons  & they  were 
12  ft  as  I found  they  could  not  go  along  even  wt  this  moderate  load 
& I took  out  abf  14  ft- out  of  the  four  Wagons  and  loaded  upon  the 
officers  horses  and  at  the  Hills  I put  6 soldfs  to  each  Wagon  to 
hoist  them  up;  I hope  to  march  from  hence  12  miles  today  if  I make 
out  this  march  I will  be  very  happy  at  night. 

I observe  you  have  some  thoughts  of  sending  the  30  Wagons 
this  way  I hope  they  will  do  very  well  after  the  road  is  mended, 
all  the  Hills  must  be  turn'd  up  wynding  & not  left  as  they  now  are 
streight  up,  the  stones  must  be  thrown  out  of  the  road,  all  new 
bridges  & old  ones  toss’ d a one  side  and  I think  the  road  should  be 
widened,  but  this  might  be  dispenced  with. 

I am  very  glad  that  the  Gen!  will  send  a Battoe  to  meat  me 
at  the  Manongehelo,  it  will  Immediately  upon  my  Arrivall  Assertain 
the  Situation  of  the  Wag  Water,  & then  we  can  proceed  Accordingly 
with  the  Transportation  from  Cumberland

let  the  Men  go  so  far  -/ithout  your-  Orders  thereon  I have  therefore 
sent  Ml  West  to  You  in  order  tc  Receive  Your  instructions  I have 
.just  now  heard  from  Coll.  Mercer  he  is  Expected  as  far  as  Crissops 
this  Night  I have  just  now  sent  an  Officer  & 20  Men  to  Clear  the 
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Roads  as  far  as  Ashby's  Fort,  have  also  sent  another  Party  clearing 
the  Road  to  Grissops  meddow  they  are  in  great  want  of  Axes.  I hear 
of  no  Provision  coming  from  Virginia

Dear  Sir 


My  last  to  You  was  of  the  3^  Instant  Since  which  I am 
obliged  with  your  Favour  of  the  first,  and  am  Sorry  it  has  not 
been  in  my  power  to  send  more  Waggons,  and  that  I had  been  able  to 
purchase  So  little  forage;  but  you  may  depend  upon  it  no  pains  Shall 
be  wanting  on  my  part  to  furnish  both.  The  Justices  who  attended 
our  last  Orphans  Court  were  but  few  in  Number,  but  they  Said  they 
had  done  all  they  could  to  procure  Waggons  & to  get  the  farmer  to 
thresh  out  their  oats. 

Captain  SinClair  Showed  some  uneasiness,  and  well  he  might, 
that  many  of  the  Waggoners  dropt  their  Loads  at  Forts  Loudoun  and 
Littleton,  Supposing  the  Waggoners  were  Sick  of  the  Journey:  but 
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on  a Strickt  inquiry  of  the  Waggon  Masters  I was  convinced  that 
their  Waggons  were  broke  and  so  could  not  possibly  proceed  any 
- irtner  Captain  ^inClair  advised  me  not  to  Settle  ana  cay  for  those 
services  tili  the  Campaign  was  over;  but  as  I thought  Such  a Step 
might  be  very  prejudicial  to  the  service  I Settled  ye  Accts  of  Car- 
riage and  paid  in  proportion  to  the  Distances  between  Carlisle  & Fort 
Bedford,  U 1 would*  have  deducted  something  on  Accot  of  the  milage 
between  Lancaster  and  Carlisle;  but  could  not  make  the  Owners  of 
the  Waggons  agree  to  it,  and  I was  loth  for  the  Reason  afores^  to 
gain  y?  ill  vail  of  ten  or  a dozen  leading  men  in  the  County  as  it 
would  have  been  a means  of  discouraging  the  few  that  do  go  into 
the  Service;  but  if  you  think  I ought  to  have  taken  Something  off 
of  the  milage  on  that  account  please  to  intimate  it  in  your  next  and 
I vail  make  some  deduction  if  possible.  I am  also  to  acknowledge 
your  favour  of  ye  3 Instant  wherein  you  are  pleased  to  Say  that 
captain  Hambright  has  bought  more  horses  than  he  had  orders  for 
(which  he  never  mentioned  to  me  till  he  received  your  answer  by 
his  .ixnress)  and  as  you  are  in  want  of  them  to  Supply  the  many 
losses  you  have  Sustained  you  direct  me  to  pay  him  the  money  for 
them.  In  my  Letter  of  the  3^  I let  you  know  I had  about  £ 950: — 
in  bank  which  is  Since  greatly  diminished.  Last  night  I began  a 
Settlement^with  Captain  Hambright  and  inclosed  I Send  you  a Sketch 
°f  ye  *cco.  of  his  Waggons  and  horses  amounting  to  about  £ 4300: — 
So  that  there  is  •"  1200  Still  due  to  him  which  I shall  endeavour  to 
answer  in  the  best  manner  I am  able,  without  detaining  him;  a moment 
Tne  Smith's  here  have  disappointed  him  intirely  as  I may  Say  in 
regard  to  his  Iron  Traces,  £ee  that  I was  obliged  to  send  away  one 
of _ ye  men  with  2 or  3 horses  for  70  pair  for  70  horses,  to  Philada 
which  cannot  be  here  before  monday  night  So  that  we  Shall  not  begin 

to  load  the  Waggons  with  Forage  till  nonday  or  Tuesday.  If  ye  hired 
Waggons  do  not  go  always  in  regular  Brigades,  it  is  a Thing  we  cant 
any  way  help,  many  of  the  Waggoners  let  us  know  if  we  won't  give 
them  Loads  here  or  at  Some  of  our  Mills,  they  will  drive  empty  to 
Carlisle  I just  mention  this,  not  that  I Shall  agree  to  any  thing 
unreasonable  Just  to  humour  them  t-o  to  the  prejudice  of  the  Crown. 
If  I have  not  been  able  to  do  the  business  I so  chearfully  undertook, 
it  may  be  perhaps  for  want  of  ability  but  not  through  Carlessness 
or  Indolence : for  I do  aver  I never  was  So  anxiously  concerned  .in 
£nY  of  my  affairs  arias  I have  been  in  the  Kings  business; 
for  Since  you  have  been  gone,  I have  rode  about  to  great  Numbers 
of  our  Farmers  begging  and  praying,  £ with  money  in  my  hands,  that 
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they  would  thresh  out  their  f forage,  or  else  I Should  not  have 
got  the  few  bushels  already  come  in.  Besides  the  bags  already 
filled  for  Cap/  Hambrights  30  Waggons,  Kr  Postiethwait  tells  me 
there  are  500  Bushels  gone  off  in  his  Brigade  and  I hope  VF  Smith 
Esqr  at  Donnegal  will  soon  send  a Thousand  bushels  more.  Our  Farmers 
will  take  time  to  plough  and  sow  in  the  proper  Seasons,  if  l . j 
noble  L » j General  Stanwix  [ j ought-  Stood  over  their 

shoulders,  if  you  think  2/3  P bushel  for  oats  & 2/6  for  Spelt z be 
not  an  Encouraging  price;  please  to  Say  So,  and  I mil  raise-  it  to 
your  mind;  but  Emanuel  Carpentor  Esqr  a loading  Dutchman  Sayd  it  was 
enough  and  So  I fixed  it.  Perseverence  in  the  service  is  my  Resolu- 
tion. I thank  you  for  letting  me  Know  where  my  sons  are;  and  if  the 
Clearing  of  the-  a road  to  Redstone  Creek  will  be  of  Servi.c  to  the 
Army,  by  giving  the  Virginians  an  opening  to  transport  Provisions 
to  Pittsburg  I shall  be  very  glad  of  it,  Since  our  Farmers  are  So 
Stupid,  by  their  backwardness  to  let  large  Sums  of  money  be  sent 
out  of  our  Province  which  they  might  receive  themselves.  I always 
make  it  my  busi[ness]  to  advise  Waggon  Owners  when  they  are  Signing 
their  Contracts  to  go  to  Bedford,  to  go  proceed  with  their  Waggons 
to  Legonier,  or  even  to  -Be-dfo-r  Pittsburg  if  desired,  considering 
the  Kind  usage  of  the  General  and  the  advantageousness  of  the- His 
proposals.  The  Traces  & c for  the  25  Waggons,  So  long  ago  wrote 
for,  are  at  last  gone  to  Carlisle  and,  and  I Shall  dispatch  the 
horse  Shoes  as  soon  as  possible  !ir  Sinclair  hints  to  me  that  you 
are  willing  I should  allow  2/6  for  Oats,  but  then  I must  raise 
Speltz  to  2/8  as  Mr  Carpenter  Says  there  must  always  be  2/  or  3C^ 
pence  P bushel  difference.  I shall  see  how  it  will  be  in  a few 
days  and  Act  accordingly  1 shall  also  convene  the  Magistrates 
together  soon,  if  they  will  come,  & then  I shall  be  able  to  let 
you  know  — I hope,  whether  there  is  any  more  dependence  On  Our 
County  or  not  for  the  Waggons  assessed  or  how  many  you  may  expect.

I received  your  Letter  of  the  V.1  Instant  on  the  3?  and 


H.  Bouquet  Esq. 
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shall  endeavor  to  convince  you  that  any  Trust  you  repose  in  Me 
shall  be  discharged  with  the  greatest  Diligence  & Oconomy. 

I have  altered  the  Prices  of  all  the  Articles  except  Rye 
6.  p Bushel.  This  I am  in  Hopes  vri.ll  engage  the  Planters  to  exert 
Themselves.  I was  Yesterday  at  the  Court  of  this  County,  where  I 
harangued  Them  so  much  that  most  of  the  principal  Ones  have  promised 
to  send  what  they  have  imediately  to  Fort  Cumberland,  and  some  will 
even  go  farther.  If  they  comply  with  their  Words  which  I have  no 
Reason  to  doubt,  We  shall  have  a considerable  Quantity  of  Forage  at 
Cumberland  by  the  first  of  October.  I know  Nothing  of  the  Order 
to  MT  Rutherford  concerning  it,  therefore  had  every  Thing  to  do 
after  the  Receipt  of  your  Lre,  The  Pack  Horses  returned  unexpected, 
but  I hope  We  can  load  Them  imediately.  Col?  Burd  writes,  you 
ordered  the  second  Brigade  to  be  loaded  with  Forage  too,  but  it 
had  gone  off  two  Days  before  that  Letter  came  to  Hand,  and  was 
ordered  to  return  after  leaving  their  Loads  at  Fort  Cumberland, 
for  Forage.  The  Col?  writes  also  that  he  is  much  pleased  with 
the  Appearance  of  the  Pack  Horses. 

M.  Rutherford  can  not  yet  send  the  Account  of  the  Pack 
Horses  as  MT  Walker  is  out  of  Town..  He  is  expected  here  again  in 
a Day  or  two,  when  the  Charge  of  Them  shall  be  sent.  MT  Rutherford 
guesses  from  those  he  paid  for,  & has  the  Account  of,  that  they  do 
not  much  exceed  £ 5 on  an  average. 

As  some  Persons  have  already  brought  in  their  Flour  here, 
for  the  Contractors,  who  are  out  of  Town  purchasing,  1 have  (as 
they  promised  ready  Cash  lest  others  shoud  be  discouraged  by  their 
being  ordered  to  return  again)  advanced  about  £ 300  from  my  own  & 
my  Friends  Pockets.  MT  Turner  out  of  this  Sum  has  lent  Me  to  the 
Amount  of  70  Pistoles,  and  as  he  is  going  up  and  I know  my  present 
Supply  of  Cash  may  run  short  I have  taken  the  Liberty  to  draw  on 
you  for  that  Sum.  The  Express  is  not  yet  returned  from  Col?  Hunter. 
You  ordered  Me  to  advance  MT  Ramsay  £ 1000,  & MT  Graham  £ 150  and 
as  the  Sum  you  sent  Me  will  not  exceed  £ 2000  I dare  say  Sir  you 
will  think  it  necessary  I shoud  be  soon  reinforced  with  a second 
Supply.  MT  Ramsays  first  Contract  to  be  delivered  the  1?^  of 
October  will  account  for  the  £ 1000  advanced  him,  and  he  certainly 
will  want  his  second  Payment  by  the  15?^  when  he  is  to  have  a second 
£ 50,000  up.  And  as  I shall  want  Cash  for  the  Nails  Tools  &c  be- 
side Forage  I am  obliged  to  buy  here,  I am  of  Opinion  what  I have  at 
present  is  by  no  Means  equal  to  the  Demands  that  will  be  iifiediately 
made  upon  Me.  I hope  you  will  be  so  good  as  send  Me  down  Bills  &c 
can  directly,  as  it  will  be  of  bad  Consequence  to  disappoint  any 


H.  Bouquet  Esq? 
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Person  of  the  ready  Money  he  expects  for  his  Forage  &c  on  Delivery, 
as  Mr  Turner  will  soon  return,  I think  he  woud  be  a proper  Hand  to 
entrust  with  the  Bills  &c  for  Me,  and  I must  th- beg  the  Favor  of  you 
to  send  Me  some  Gold  or  Dollars  by  him,  for  tho  I have  wrote  Col? 
Hunter  upon  that  Subject  I expect  none  tey  from  him.  Ramsay’s  & 
Graham's  Demands  will  imediately  amount  to  £ 2000  exclusive  of 
Ramsays  first  Advance  from  Me;  and  I am  sure  they  cant  carry  on 
their  Business  properly  without  it.  an4  if  I have  the  Success  I 
expect  in  foraging,  I shall  want  ^a.  1000  more  myself.  I make  no 
Doubt  of  Mr  Ramsay's  complying  with  his  Contract  as  well  as  Graham. 
I have  wrote  the  latter  of  these  Gent  your  Orders.  I was  informed 
he  has  bought  60  very  large  Beeves  since  I wrote  you  last. 

M?  Rutherford  tells  Me  he  can  send  you  up  500  Sheep  at 
least,  by  the  20?^  or  25?n 

Colo  Burd  'writes  Me  he  has  a Ship  Carpenter  for  Me,  but  I 
have  sent  all  down  the  River  to  see  to  the  Scows  and  no  Person  can 
give  any  Account  of  either  of  Them,  so  I fear  We  shall  be  obliged 
to  build  a new  one.  I expect  Tar  and  Oakum  up  every  Minute  for 
repairing  the  one  We  thought  to  find.  I shall  send  out  again  and 
if  possible  will  have  some  Intelligence  about  her.  I exoect  up  the 
Nails  &c  for  Col?  Burd  with  the  Tar. 

I never  was  so  much  plagued  by  an  equal  Number  of  Indians, 
but  I have  at  last  satisfied  Them  & I believe  tolerably  cheap,  tho 
they  were  so  extravagant  in  their  Demands  that  I was  -at--  -last  obliged 
to  tell  Them,  I had  given  Them  what  I thought  their  Services  merited 
&.  that  they  shoud  have  no  More  and  as  they  seemed  to  make  a Diffi- 
culty of  complying  with  your  Orders  to  return  Home,  1 told  Them 
they  might  go  to  War  if  they  woud  trust  Themselves  against  the 
Enemy  with  the  old  Knives  they  had,  for  they  shoud  neither  have 
Provision  Amunition  or  any  other  Necessary  from  Me.  At  length  they 
have  consented  to  every  Thing  I proposed,  and  have  promised  to  tell 
the  rest  of  their  Warriors  they  are  not  to  come  this  Way  without  a 
particular  Messenger  and  Letter  from  the  General  which  they  have 
engaged  most  punctually  to  obey. 

Mr  Rutherford  complains  much  of  his  not  being  properly  sup- 
plied with  Cash,  which  has  already  hurt  his  Credit  here.  He  is  in 
a great  Dilema  about  some  Instructions  from  M?  Clark,  who  wrote  him 
"as  We  shall  want  Cattle  soon  I woud  have  you  look  out  where  they 
"may  be  had"  but  gives  no  positive  Order.  In  Consequence  of  this  he 
told  several  People  to  look  up  their  Cattle  by  our  last  Court  Day 
& he  coud  then  he  was  certain  buy  Them;  Many  applied  to  him  then, 


H,  Bouquet  Esq? 
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and  some  had  even  bought  & fattened  Beeves  for  that  Purpose,  and 
complain  much  of  being  disappointed,  as  he  says  he  in  Effect  had 
engaged  Them  by  that  Time.  Many  have  refused  Them,  lest  Rutherford 
shoud  -refuse-  Th  be  disappointed,  for  ready  Gash  to  the  Pennsylvania 
Butchers  now  in  the  County  buying. 

Cromwell  & Toote  gave  some  of  the  Inhabitants  between  this 
& Bedford  Certificates  for  Provision  &c  to  the  Indians,  they  have 
been  presented  to  Me  but  I woud  not  pay  them  without  Orders  from 
you;  tho  I think  you  told  Me  every  Thing  must  be  paid  for  by  the 
King  till  they  left  this. 

I just  now  got  a Letter  from  Capt'  Pearis  at  Fort  Cumberland 
acquainting  Me  they  had  no  Provision  at  that.  Garrison.  Mf  Rutherford 
had  prepared  it  for  Them  in  Consequence  of  your  Order,  but  this 
is  the  first  Notice  We  have  had  of  their  Wants.  they  shall  be 
imediately  supplied. 

I have  sent  down  to  at  least  half  a dozen  Mercht of  my 
Acquaintance  bo  encourage  their  sending  out  Goods  for  the  Indians 
to  Pitsburg;  but  tis  a Trade  We  have  so  long  been  deprived  of,  that 
they  cant  get  a sortable  Cargo:  those  I mentioned  in  my  last  will 
set  out  soon  with  their  Goods,  they  have  been  at  much  Trouble  in 
collecting  Them 

I shall  be  on  the  S°  Branch  from  Sunday  next  till  Wednesday 
or  Thursday  sending  all  the  Forage  I can  get  there  to  Cumberland  or 
the  Red  Stone. 

We  go  on  with  the  Road  from  hence  to  Cumberland  tolerably, 
considering  the  Number  We  have  to  work  I have  been  up  with  Thct* 
twice  or  thrice.  I was  obliged  to  employ  an  old  experienced  Wag- 
goner, to  attend  Them,  & direct  how  they  ought  to  be  repaired,  as 
I could  not  be  with  Them  myself.

Thru  the  Poverty  & weakness  of  our  horses  Our  utmost  in- 
vention has  been  put  to  the  Rack,  to  surmount  the  Aerial  Heights 
of  Allegheny  with  our  ou*»-  utmost  Endeavours  from  Six  this  morning 
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I have  but  just  reached  this  place,  all  the  Waggons  but  one  art 
here,  & y\  too  we  expect  immediately,  I appointed  an  Officer,  & 
his  Platoon  to  each  Waggon  ye  human  force  being  as  Indispensably 
necessary  as  the  Brutal,  how  we  shall  go  on  to  Ligonier,  'tis  im- 
possible to  say,  but  at  worst  I shall  leave  part  of  the  Clothing  at 
Stony  Creek.  The  Roads  from  the  Shanese  Cabbins  are  much  as  usual 
to  the  top  of  ye  Mountain.  There  have  been  some  Amending?  but  very 
trivial.  Before  we  reached  the  Bullocks,  ten  of  them  were  lost, 
ye  Serg^  & Drivers  said  they  had  searched  the  Woods  to  no  purpose, 
upon  which  I appointed  an  Officer  & 20  Men  to  renew  the  Search  for 
two  Days,  rather  than  come  without  them,  & having  found  them,  he's 
just  joined  us.  As  We  shall  of  necessity  be  much  longer  on  the 
Road;  than  I expected,  I have  ordered  two  Baggs  of  flour  to  be  left 
at  Stoney  Creek: 

Inclosed  I have  sent  you  a Letter  from  Col:  Stephen,  re- 
lating to  the  Bearer  Ens1-1  McDonal,  in  an  affair  which  he  thinks  of 
Consequence  enough  to  affect  his  Character,  unless  he  can  clear  it 
up.  one  Charge  is  manifestly  Ridiculous,  & more  so  as  coming  from 
a person,  who  is  himself  the  next  thing  to  a Sutler,  tho'  acting  by 
Commission  at  prest'  there  is  a strong  probability,  I think,  y.  yy 
other  Charges  are  also  false;  altho’  the  Young  Man  is  a stranger  to 
me.  I have  consented  to  his  waiting  on  you  with  this,  if  you  are 
pleased  to  permit  his  Going  down,  for  a Fort  night.

2.  instant.  This  Colony  has  certainly  great  Obligations  to  Genl 
Stanwix  for  the  Advantages  he  has  procured  to  it  by  opening  the 
Roads  to  Pittsburgh,  & I sincerely  hope  his  Army  will  immediately 
and  daily  receive  the  Benefit  he  expects  by  being  well  supplyed 
with  provisions  from  our  back  Settlements. 


I am  truly  sensible  of  Mr  Finnies  Merit,  in  the  Share  he 
had  in  executing  the  Generals  Orders,  and  have  recommended  it  in  the 
Manner  I think  I ought,  to  his  Majesties  Council,  and  shall  be 
ready  to  do  the  Same  to  the  Assembly. 


As  for  the  Trade  with  the  Indians,  it  is  open  with  us  and 
not  confined,  and  I hope  the  Merchants  will  for  their  own  Sakes, 
as  well  as  that  of  the  Colony  be  expeditious  in  sending  up  all  the 
Goods  they  can  procure,  to  furnish  the  Indians  with  in  Return  for 
their  Skins.  But  tho’  the  Trade  is  open,  yet  there  is  a Committee 
appointed  by  Act  of  Assembly  to  trade  with  the  Indians  on  the  Stock 
of  the  public,  to  the  Amount  of  any  Sum  not  exceeding  £ 5000.  And 
as  I am  of  Opinion,  w^  you,  that  the  putting  the  Trade  on  a proper 
Footing  with  the  Indians,  is  a proper  Step  to  keep  their  Friendship, 
I shall  recommend  it  to  this  Committee  to  employ  good  part  of  this 
Money  in  the  Trade  vu  the  Indians  on  the  Ohio;  the  first  Time  a 
Number  of  them  are  in  Town,  for  they  are  not  put  under  my  Orders 
to  summon  them  to  meet  on  any  Occasion. 


I most  sincerely  congratulate  you  on  the  uninterrupted 
Successes  of  his  Majesty's  Arms  this  Campaign  for  which  under  God 
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We  are  obliged  to  the  prudent  Conduct  of  those  to  whom  his  Majesty 
has  wisely  entrusted  the  Command  of  his  Troops.

Figure  in  a short  Time  had  we  a Sufficient  Quantity  of  Shovels. 
But  the  Plough  making  the  Pickaxes  and  Snades  of  no  Use,  neither 
having  any  Wheelbarrows , all  our  Work  is  turned  into  Shoveling. 
Out  of  400  Shovels  for  last  Years  Service  not  above  100  were  sent 
farther  than  Bedford.  This  Year  when  I was  there  I sa;.;;  a larg  Pile 
of  last  Years  Shovels.  I wish  you ’would  be  so  good  ;s  order  an 
Enquiry  to  be  made  in  the  several  Stores,  for  the  last  Years  Spades 
& Shovels  & WheelBarrow  Wheels  and  order  them  forward  in  a light 
Waggon,  if  a Supply  does  not  come  soon  of  these  Articles  we  shall 
not  be  able  to  Supply  carry  on  the  Works.  It  would  be  very  necessary 
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to  send  orders  to  doe  the  same  at  Ligonier.  We  miss  several  Things 
likewise  of  this  Years  Stores  — 100  Shovels  — about  30  Spades  — 
A Box  with  white  Lead  and  Linseed  Oyl  in  two  Cags  to  be  mixed  for 
Putty  for  the  Windows  — and  some  of  the  Peoples  Tools  not  yet  come 
up.  Please  when  every  of  these  Things,  and  what  else  you  think  we 
shall  want  is  sent  up  to  order  My  Storekeeper  Todd  likewise  to  come 
here.  Mr.  Newton  has  charge  of  the  last  Years  Stores  and  should 
make  an  Account  of  them  — in  Particular  a very  diligent  Search 
ought  to  be  made  for  shovels  both  in  the  Stores  and  Village.

I received  both  your  late  Favours  since  I came  to  this 
Place,  and  am  greatly  obliged  by  the  Confidence  you  are  pleased  to 
repose  in  Me;  and  give  Me  Leave  to  assure  you  that  my  very  best 
Endeavors  shall  not  be  wanting,  to  engage  a Continuance  of  it. 

I am  sorry  you  have  so  just  a Cause  to  complain  of  Mf 
Rutherfords  Conduct,  but  as  1 can  venture  to  affirm  it  has  proceeded 
from  Ignorance  more  than  Neglect  or  any  Intention  to  put  Money  in 
his  own  Pocket,  I hope  you  will  not  condemn  him  from  Appearances. 
I know  the  young  Lad  to  be  truly  honest  and  very  industrious  and 
indefatigable,  but  he  never  was  before  concerned  in  that  Branch 
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of  Business,  consequently  must  be  ignorant  of  it.  I will  do  all  in 
my  Power  to  rectify  the  present  Mistake  and  prevent  the  like  for 
the  future. 

I have  been  here  three  Days,  and  do  not  know  that  I ever 
was  more  perplexed,  the  People  have  been  so  hard  to  please.  I have 
been  to  every  little  Fort,  and  Plantation  for  10  or  15  Miles  round. 
The  Inhabitants  have  at  last  consented  to  exert  Themselves  and  I 
shall  have  more  than  1000  or  1500  Bushels  of  Forage  out  at  Red  Stone 
by-  so  soon  as  their  Horses  return  from  Pitsburg,  w?n  will  be  in  3 
or  10  Days.  I was  obliged  in  Order  to  effect  this  to  give  a Price 
for  it  delivered  here,  as  I found  by  riding  about  that  many  had  per- 
haps 6 or  8 Bushels  only,  which  it  was  not  worth  their  while  to  carry 
all  the  Way  to  Fort  Cumberland.  I have  contracted  with  Persons  to 
carry  any  Quantity,  up  to  Red  Stone,  under  4000  Bushels,  that  may  be 
delivered,  here;  so  that  this  Scheme  will  both  forward  the  Service  and 
oblige  every  one  who  has  even  2 Bushels  of  Forage  to  sell.  I have 
given  an  extraordinary  Price  too  here,  the  it  saves  Honey  to  the 
Crown,  for  as  I allowed  4/  p Bushel  for  Oats  delivered  at  Cumberland, 
and  found  it  woud  not  suit  many  to  do  that  I made  a Price  for  it 
delivered  here  — 2/6  p Bushel  and  alloy;  22/  Ct'  Carriage  to  Red  Stone 
from  hence  which  pleases  them  all  very  much,  and  saves  Money  to  the 
Public  l/3  p cZ  for  I calculate  3§*  Bushels  of  Oats  to  weigh  102  lb 
it  woud  cost  delivered  at  Cumberland  14/  here  its  delivered  for 
3/9.  the  Difference  is  then  5/3  which  added  to  the  13/  allowed  for 
Carriage  from  Fort  Cumberland  makes  23/3  and  I only  give  22/.  I 
am  certain  this  Scheme  will  bring  Us  some  Forage. 

Tis  absolutely  necessary  to  have  a Scow  on  the  Potomack 
but  I will  still  strive  to  find  out  one  of  the  old  Ones.  Majf 
Livingston  writes  Me  Col?  Surd’ s Ship  Carpenter  was  sent  from  Fort 
Cumberland  the  3?  Instant,  St  as  I have  heard  nothing  of  him  vet, 
suppose  he  has  deserted. 

I have  sent  12  Cattle  to  Fort  Cumberland,  and  will  take 
Care  to  have  a separate  Account  kept  for  that  Garrison.  12  more 
shall  be  sent  to  Col?  Burd  imediately.  Haj1.’  Livingston  has  wrote 
Me  he  has  sent  him  eight  Horses  loaded  with  Forage.  The  rest  shall 
be  loaded  as  you  direct 

I am  obliged  to  you  for  your  good  Supply  of  Cash,  you  are 
pleased  to  promise  Me.  I hope  I sha.ll  have  imediate  Occasion  for  it. 

I set  out  to  Day  again  for  Winchester,  and  shall  forward 
every  Thing  from  that  Place  with  all  possible  Dispatch.  The  29^h 
Inst;-'  I am  obliged  by  my  Advertisements  to  be  in  Frederick  Town  in 
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Maryland,  tho  I fear  I shall  have  but  little  Money  to  pay  there.

My  Dear  Sir 

After  throwing  out  every  thing  in  my  last  that  was  subject 
of  conversation  in  our  army,  I told  you  that  a vague  report  than 
prevailed  of  Mr  Wolfes  having  raised  the  seige  of  Quebeck  and  retired 
to  the  Isle  of  Orleans,  But  being  now  better  informed  as  letters 
have  come  from  General  Wolfe's  army  since  that  rumour  reached  us,  I 
could  not  avoid  taking  the  first  oportunity  of  removing  the  uneasi- 
ness that  might  be  occasioned  by  such  Disagreable  accounts.  The  Fact 
is  that  Kr  Wolfe  was  before  Quebeck  the  30  of  last  mouth  obstinatly 
Determined  to  make  a conquest  & this  we  learn  by  a flag  of  truce 
& the  account  is  confirmed  by  letters  to  Capt  Abercrombie  & others 
from  Monsieur  Brickonville  who  is  Adjutant  General  in  Mont  calms  army. 
Some  time  ago  the  Day  I forget  General  Wolfe  ordered  the  Granadiers 
of  the  army  to  march  and  attack  two  redoubts  that  Galled  him  they 
were  covered  by  the  Regiments  of  Amherst  & Frazer.  Colonel  Bourton 
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■ liers,  th  whole  was  command  d by  Brigadier  Townshend. 

imp  ;tuous,  th  French  gave  way  & spiked  their  own 
1 nerals  -jnd  v/as  acomplished  But  the  Granadiers 
- pursued  violently,  huzaing  as  they  went  a long,  & 

nothing  could  atop  them  till  they  got  among  the  French  lines, 
0 n*ral  Towns  he  nd  laboured  to  bring  them  back  & v/as  at  last  obliged 
to  make  the  Drums  sound  a retreat  which  had  the  effect,  but  not 
till  they  had  been  saluted  by  the  French  army  with  the  heaviest 
fire  imaginable  all  their  officiers  were  wounded  almost  & about 
three  hundred  men  4 fifty  killed,  but  the  wounds  are  mostly  slight 
the  French  fire  coming  from  a rising  ground.  Townshend  they  say, 
behaved  with  great  composure  & covered  them  with  the  Batalions  under 
his  command  in  the  retreat,  where  he  sustained  some  loss  notwith- 
standing they  came  off  in  good  order.  General  Wolfe  was  a little 
Displeased  with  the  violence  & hurry  of  tne  troops  and  signifed  as 
much  to  them  But  still  tho  it  was  not  quite  right,  it  must  be 
allowed  a rapid  & brave  attack  is  the  most  pardonable  fault  in  a 
British  Granadier,  & surely  much  more  eligible  in  any  army  than 
the  smallest  imputation  of  Bashfullness 

The  48  Reg*'  & Frazers  had  a Skirmish  in  the  woods  with  a 
large  Detachment  of  The  French  army  under  the  command  of  Colonel 
Brickonville  while  Frazer  v/as  Driving  in  three  hundred  Bulocks 
e longing  to  the  Enemy;  They  formed  & fought  them  & lost  several 
men,  but  in  the  begining  of  the  Fray  a Capt  v/as  Detached  wt  100 
men  to  carry  the  Bullocks  into  Camp  which  he  acomplished  under  the 
cover  of  the  two  Regiments. 

Frazer  was  wounded  in  the  thigh  in  this  affair,  if  you 
knew  the  Highlands  of  Scotland  as  well  as  Donald  Campbell  of  your 
Regiment  does,  you  would  say  it  was  not  the  first  time  a highlander 
had  been  overtaken  Driving  his  neighbours  Cattle.  Colonel  Walsh  a 
i Days  before  Drove  in  about  three  hundred  head  of  Sheep,  these 
things  must  Dis stress  the  Enemy  & we  are  told  that  Kf  Wolfe  has 
’ an try  waste  40  miles  round.  They  have  frequently  fallen 
in  with  the  Indians  4 Drubbed  them  every  time  as  our  partys  were 
strong  & severals  out  at  a time.  Tho  Kachnavaga  Indians  have  lost 
a number  of  their  people. 

By  a Letter  from  a person  of  Quality  in  London  I see  our 
last  Years  expedition  was  lookt  on,  in  a very  respectable  light  at 
home,  insomuch^ that  Mr  Forbes  v/as  to  have  been  favoured  upon  his 
tting  home  w-  some  publick  honours.  Halket  was  very  graciously 
received  by  the  good  old  King,  he  scarce  talked  to  any  body  else 
tii  t.

Captain  Ourrys  commission  I have  sent  him. 

Mr  Amhurst  had  not  received  Gen"!"  Stanwix  last  letter  to  him 
from  Ligonier,  and  in  which  Gen-L  Stanwix  had  inclosed  to  Ml  Amhurst 
Colonel  Mercers  letter  with  his  Opinion  of  the  March  of  the  troops 
from  hence  to  Niagara,  so  that  as  yet  nothing  can  be  done  in  it  till 
Genl  Stanwix  can  have  an  account  of  Bat toes  being  arrived  at  Presqe 
Isle  to  transport  us  to  the  carrying  Place;  In  performing  of  which 
wee  apprehend  so  much  difficulty,  as  likewise  so  much  difficulty  in 
getting  the  troops  from  hence  to  Presq  Isle,  that  I do  imagine  this 
intended  march  will  not  take  place,  And  the  more  so,  as  the  good 
purposses  intended  from  it,  Viz.

I have  little  to  inform  you  of  since  my  last,  we  are  yet 
quiet  here  & also  on  the  Communication,  nevertheless  as  the  Enemy 
(if  any  therebe)  dare  not  go  to  Pittsburgh  & have  yet  time  before 
the  commencement  of  their  Fall  Hunt  to  make  us  Gne  Visit;  I shall 
Use  all  the  precaution  in  my  power  both  by  Picquet  and  Smal  re- 
conoitering  parties  to  prevent  a Surprise  of  the  Garrison,  or  the 
loss  of  any  Convoy.  Cap^  Hubbard  has  yet  sent  me  no  Account  of 
his  progress,  as  Coll.  Stevens  had  the  Order  immediately  from  the 
General  I suppose  Hubbard  writes  thither,  they  are  however  about 
Sixteen  Miles  from  hence.  on  driving  home  Some  Bullocks  to  be 
Slaughter'd,  three  of  the  Carolina  Breed  broke  away  late  in  the 
evening,  I have  had  various  parties  after  them  to  no  Other  purpose 
than  that  they  say  they  found  Tracts  Over  the  Loral  Hill.  I'm  much 
vex'd  at  this  but  can't  get  it  mended.  returns  of  the  Garrison 
&.  Shall  be  enclos'd.  Ninety  Seven  Bullocks  came  here  this  day, 
before  they  came  we  had  about  thirty.  Wednesday  or  Thursday  two 
Convoys  shall  go  off,  One  of  Waggons  & the  Other  Bullocks.  I have 
wrote  to  know  whether  my  People  on  the  Roads  proceed  farther  than 
the  Three  Redoubts  & what  ever  is  Order'd,  is  equal  to  me,  as  no 
Orders,  are  Obey'd  by  the  Females  I'm  beginning  to  Duck  & Drum  Out, 
but  nothing  less  than  force  will  persuade  them  to  Visit  their  Old 
friend  Cap!  Ourry,  by  which  he  will  naturally  Susoect  they  have 
neither  true  hearts  nor  Sound  Bottoms  they  are  inshort  the  Bane 
of  any  Army,  the  Devil  4 two  Sticks.

Allowance  of  half  a pound  of  flour  p man  officers  &.  soldiers  and  at 
this  allowance  I have  but  two  days  more  I can't  Conceive  the  meaning 
of  this,  if  they  can't  supply  my  small  detauchem^  surely  they  rut 
;essary  trouble  in  oppening  This  Communication,  the  flour 
last  sent  me  was  scandelously  spoilt  some  of  it  could  not  be  eat, 
it  takes  two  of  the  bullocks  to  Weigh  one  of  those  I brought  from 
Bedford  I have  just  eight  bullocks  left. 

The  River  seems  to  be  in  good  order  for  battoeing  but  there 
is  no  Battoes  appear'd  here  as  yett  from  Pitsburg;  The  Clerk  of  the 
stores  at  Bedford  ommitted  puting  up  Teallers  for  the  Wheep  saws  & 
a hand  saw  sett,  I begg  the  favour  that  you'l  please  to  send  me  by 
this  bearer  two  Wheeps  saw  Teallers,  & one  .hand  saw-sett,  if  there 
is  non  in  the  store  the  Smiths  can  make  Them  I can't  use  the  wheep 
saws  untill  they  arrive 

I have  never  had  a line  from  Lieut-  Col:  Geo:  Mercer  You 
Remember  he  was  to  supply  me  with  Nails  &?e  these  supplys  may  come 
in  time,  but  I know  nothing  of  them.  I shall  prepare  the  Rafters 
& Shingles  & Clapbords  for  the  Rooffs  & must  leave  them  pill'd 
up  for  want  of  Nails 

Lieut  Jones  brought  me  the  ten  horse  load  of  flour  & Six 
bullocks  the  horses  he  brought  could  hardly  stand,  I intend  to  Nurse 
them  here,  with  five  more  that  I brought  with  me  that  are  much  in 
the  same  Situation,  I have  no  oats,  but  will  do  my  outmost  to  gett 
them  fitt  for  service,  the  Wagoners,  & horse  drivers,  ruin  our 
service  and  it  is  our  great  Misfortune  that  we  are  dependent  upon 
such  worthless  Scoundralls

I beg  Your  pardon  for  taking  this  Liberty,  but  as  they  seem 
to  have  forgotten  it,  I thought  I might  use  the  freedom  to  mention 
it  to  You.  As  its  a great  loss  for  any  Person  in  trade  to  want  his 
Money  so  long,  I could  have  often  laid  it  out  to  a very  good  Ad- 
vantatge  since.

nothing  to  me  but  5 / or  7/6  p diem  I could  not  know  notfe-ng  of  Such 
further  Encouragement;  however  I am  now  writing  to  him  again. 
Heiters  Brigade  went  off  On  Monday  night  chiefly  loaded  with  Forage 
out  of  the  Kings  Stores  here,  and.  we  have  as  much  left  as  will  load 
ten  more  and  it  comes  in  more  and  more  every,  tho'  I have  not  yet 
paid  above  2/3  for  one  & 2/6  for  ye  other.  I hear  a good  deal  of 
Spelts  is  going  from  Conestogo  Mannor  to  Pextan  where  John  Harris 
gives  3/  P bushel.  Abraham  Bares  Brigade  goes  off  this  week  with 
a large  quantity  of  f forage,  But  as  all  the  Waggoners  dont  call  at 
Lancaster  which  go  for  Bedford  I am  a little  at  a loss  to  judge  here 
whether  the  Numbers  in  any  respect  answer  the-  your  Expectations. 
You  will  be  pleased  therefore  in  your  Next  to  let  me  know  how  many 
Waggons,  (after  the  Brigades  above  mentioned  are  arrived)  will  be 
wanted,  and  how  much  forage  I must  buy  more  as  Captain  Sinclair 
writes  me  he  has  vast  quantitys  at  Carlisle,  more  than  he  can  trans- 
port to  Bedford;  but  in  the  mean  time  You  may  be  assured.  I shall  be 
as  pressing  as  possible  for  both  Waggons,  and  Forage.  Your  Coach 
Horses  have  made  elopements  several  times  at  a small  expense  for 
taking  up  but  as  Captain  Hambright  is  gone,  under  whose  Care  you 
had  placed  them,  I shall  take  Possession  of  them,  and  I have  this 
morning  directed  M-T  Price  how  to  manage  in  respect  to  them.

New  Wheat  to  thrash  out,  Seeding  time  & the  dry  Weather  hath 
prevented  me  from  having  it  on  the  Road  at  this  time.  I have  tho' , 
ingag'd  more  than  the  Whole  quantity  for  fear  of  dissapoinments  wch 
are  indeed  too  frequent  shou'd  the  dry  Weather  continue  I do  not 
know  the  consequence , but  we  may  hope  for  Rain  soon.  I have  engag'd 
the  people  to  make  the  best  Flour  our  Mills  can  produce  & have  given 
an  extraordinary  price  for  that  purpose* 

As  my  intention  was  & is  to  fullfill  my  my  engagements  I 
will  do  ev'ry  thing  in  my  power  to  avoid  ev'ry  cause  of  complaint 
It  is  almost  moraly  impossible  in  a thing  of  this  nature  wch  depends 
on  such  Numbers,  to  be  punctual  to  a day,  yet  I hope  in  the  time  to 
perform  my  contract  I expect  in  four  or  five  days  to  send  off  Sixty 
or  Seventy  Thousand  Weight  & hope  I shall  daily  receive  considerable 
quantitys.  I am  inform'd  little  or  nothing  has  been  done  to  the 
road  from  Cumberland  to  Redstone  Creek  & that  it  is  in  bad  order, 
besides  where  the  Flour  is  now  to  be  deliver'd,  is  ten  Miles  further 
than  the  place  first  intended,  this  makes  a very  considerable  odds 
in  the  Waggonage  by  burthening  a hard  contract,  as  I am  now  con-

Dear  Sir 


I had  in  a very  short  Letter  acquainted  you  with  the 
Reason  of  the  Delay  of  the  Pack  Horses,  twas  sent  up  by  some  Cattle 
Drovers,  and  I imagine  they  must  have  carried  it  on  to  Red  Stone, 
or  Pittsburg,  as  you  ought  to  have  received  it  before  the  Date  of 
your  last. 

Upon  my  Return  from  the  S°  Branch  where  I wrote  you  on 
the  13t"h  agreeable  to  your  Orders,  I examined  the  Pack  Saddles; 
& really  I can  not  think  I shoud  have  discharged  the  Trust  you 
were  pleased  to  repose  in  Me,  had  I suffered  one  of  Them,  to  be 
used  a second  Trip:  Nothing  coud  remedy  the  Complaint  you  made 
of  Them,  but  a new  Model;  and  accordingly  so  soon  as  I coud  en- 
gage a proper  Person,  I set  him  to  make  Suggins  in  their  Room, 
which  will  be  finished  to  Day  or  to  morrow.  As  I have  used  the 
Cruppers  Girts  &c  the  Saddles  will  be  no  great  Loss  and  since 
the  Horses  are  purchased,  no  Expence  shoud  be  spared  to  make  Them 
useful.  It  woud  have  been  impossible  they  coud  have  held  out, 
a second  Trip,  with  those  Saddles  even  as  far  as  Fort  Cumberland, 
so  that  we  shoud  have  no  farther  Service  from  Them  this  Season. 
This  whole  Miscarriage  has  been  owing  to  Mr  Rutherford ’ s being 
unacquainted  with  that  Piece  of  Service,  and  trusting  People  who 
knew  as  little  of  it  as  himself,  as  I am  convinced  of  the  young 
Fellows  Integrity  so  far  that  I know  he  woud  not  do  a bad  Thing, 
to  enrich  himself,  neither  woud  he,  thro  Negligence,  allow  any 
Part  of  the  Service  to  suffer.  He  has  docked  their  Accounts  con- 
siderably; indeed  the  Workmen  seemed  so  ignorant  of  the  Business 
that  I coud  not  suspect  Them  of  any  Fraud.  The  Forage  was  bought 
some  Time  since,  so  the  Horses  woud  not  have  waited  a Moment  for 
that  and  I assure  you  it  gives  Me  the  greatest  Uneasiness  that 
you  Sir,  who  have  so  long  honored  Me,  with  your  Protection,  and 
Friendship,  shoud  even  seem  to  suspect,  I woud  allow,  or  be  myself 
guilty  of,  any  Neglect  in  my  Office.  Tis  true  I do  not  think 
myself  equal  to  the  Task,  in  every  Part,  tho  I have  been  so  often 
employed  in  the  Business,  that  I hoped  I could  at  least  oblige  you, 
by  complying,  in  many  Things,  with  your  Expectations,  and  where  I 
even  failed,  by  using  the  utmost  Diligence,  and  acting  to  the  best 
of  my  Knowledge;  and  I must  beg  the  Liberty,  to  assure  you,  that 
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while  I have  the  Honor  of  serving  his  Majesty,  I will  ne^er  permit 
any  Part  of  the  Service  to  suffer,  thro  my  Neglect,  or  those  who 
are  imediately  under'  Me.  The  Saddles  were  made  before  I was  em- 
ployed, and  I coud  not  prevent  what  really  happened,  the  I told 
Ml  Rutherford  at  first  he  had  mistaken  the  Plan,  but  the  Call  was 
imediate,  that  the  Horses  coud  not  then  be  detained.  They  will 
set  out  again  this  Day  or  to  morrow,  whenever  the  Suggins  are 
finished,  loaded  as  you  directed  100  with  Forage  for  Pitsburg,  & 
50  with  Flour  for  Red  Stone. 

I shall  take  Care  to  supply  Col?  Burd,  & the  Garrison  at 
Cumberland  properly;  tho  Ml  Hoops  changes  his  Orders  so  often,  that 
I am  obliged  to  do  every  Thing  myself,  as  it  is  impossible  for 
anyone  to  guess  what  he  ought  to  do,  where  he  is  concerned:  in  his 

very  last  Letter  to  Rutherford  (his  Agent  here)  which  imediately 
followed  yours  upon  that  Subject,  he  forbids  him  buying,  either 
Cattle,  or  Flour,  till  he  receives  his  farther  Orders;  and  entirely 
at  the  sane  Time,  put  a Stop  to  the  Purchase  of  Sheep,  as  he  said 
the  Season  for  Them  was  past.  This  made  Rutherford  [recant]  a 
Bargain  he  had  just  made,  for  200  being  delivered,  here  by  the  25^ 
of  this  Month,  so  that  only  374  are  sent  up,  instead  of  the  500  I 
mentioned  to  you. 

Upon  Receipt  of  your  first  Orders,  concerning  i'V  Graham’s 
Cattle,  I sent  an  Express  for  him,  as  he  lives  some  Distance  from 
hence,  on  Saturday  last  he  came  up,  and  upon  MV  Rutherford's 
shewing  him  a Paragraph  of  MV  Hoops  Letter,  to  whom  you  referred 
him  for  Payment,  he  imediately  sent  an  Express  to  mV  Hoops,  to 
know  whether  he  woud  take  the  Beeves  off  his  Hands,  as  he  seemed 
quite  indifferent  about  Them'  really  from  the  Lre  I coud  not  ven- 
ture, as  you  wrote  He,  MV  Hoops  woud  pay  for  Them,  to  engage  him 
to  do  more  than  keep  Them  till  he  heard  from  him.  The  Express  is 
not  yet  returned,  but  let  his  Answer  be  what  it  will,  as  you  have 
given  Me  Authority,  I will  have  Then  sent  on.  MV  Graham  in  Order 
that  the  Cattle  might  be  in  the  better  Plight,  agreed  for  Them  all 
to  be  f'.-d  on  Meadows  till  the  10?r  of  next  Month,  I did  not  know 
of  this  Bargain  when  I wrote  you  before.  He  says  he  has  about,  or 
above  200  I have  seen  60  of  Them,  that  are  very  large  & fine, 
thy  shall,  agreeable  to  your  Orders,  be  sent  imediately  up.  He 
has  all  his  Salt  up  here  and  sends  some  off  with  MV  Ramsay's  Flour. 

MV  Ramsay,  imediately  upon  leaving  you,  engaged  most  of 
his  Flour,  but  this  Season  has  been  so  remarkably  dry,  that  many 
of  the  Mills,  to  my  certain  Knowledge,  have  not  had  a.  Drop  of  Water 
in  Them  these  six  or  eight  Weeks,  nor  do  I believe,  there  are  more 
than  6 in  the  v/hole  County  that  have  ground  a Dust  in  that  Time, 
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and  even  those  but  little.  The  Wheat  has  been  lodged  at  Them  this 
Month  past,  and  more.  70  or  80,000  libs  will  be  sent  off  Tuesday  or 
Wednesday  next,  which  I assure  you  is  the  soonest  it  coud  possibly 
be  ground,  for  he  has  lost  no  Time,  nor  have  these  Mills  been  ever 
idle  — that  could  grind. 

I mentioned,  to  MS’  Ramsay,  the  Complaint  of  the  Comissary 
at  Cumb.  and  he  has  assured  Me,  his  Flour  shall  be  as  good,  as  ever 
was,  or  can  be  made,  in  Virginia.  I had  before  warned  him  of  it, 
upon  receiving  a Letter  from  Major  Livingston,  which  informed  Me  of 
the  Inspectors  Report,  and  he  writes,  at  the  same  Time,  that  neither 
Officer  or  Soldier  in  that  Garrison,  had  ever  complained  of  it.  I 
have  taken  some  Pains,  to  examine  it  here  in  Bread,  as  I am  not  a 
Judge  of  the  Looks  of  it,  and  it  really  makes  as  good,  white,  sweet, 
and  light  Bread,  as  ever  I saw  eat  in  any  Camp. 

MessT"'  Ramsay  & Graham,  both,  think,  they  will  lose  at 
least  two  Days  in  every  Waggon  Load,  by  sending  their  Flour,  and 
Salt  to  Red  Stone,  instead  of  the  Place  mentioned  in  their  Contract ; 
it  certainly  is  10  Miles  farther,  which  I believe  Sir  you  will  re- 
member I mentioned  to  you  at  Bedford  but  they  are  both  determined 
to  exert  Themselves,  in  delivering  what  they  have  agreed  for, 
Mf  Graham  can  soon  send  his  Salt  up;  and  Ml  Ramsay  will  have  all  the 
Flour  there,  before  the  Expiration  of  the  Time,  set  in  his  Contract, 
provided  there  falls  Rain  soon.  Indeed,  I must  do  him  the  Justice, 
to  think  nothing  but  this,  or  some  other  supernatural  Cause,  woud 
have  prevented  his  making  a very  considerable  Delivery  e’er  this, 
as  he  is  extreamly  industrious. 

Tho  I dont  believe  either  he  or  M^  Graham  will  want  Waggons, 
yet  the  Country  People  are  much  discouraged  from  sending  out  their 
Teams  as  those  lately  returned  from  Pitsburg  affirm,  that  the  Road 
is  almost  impassable,  occasioned  by  the  Bridges  &c  breaking  in. 
Ml  Finnie  never  troubled  himself,  so  his  own  Waggons  got  over,  and 
Cap£  Gist,  & other  Gent  that  have  come  down  that  Road,  say,  ColV  Burd 
never  attempted  to  repair  it,  and  that  it  will  be  Inpassable  this 
Winter,  if  some  Labor  is  not  bestowed  on  it  soon. 

I shall  take  Care  Sir,  not  to  Lay  in  too  large  a Magazine 
of  Forage  at  Cumberland.  They  are  sending  out  from  the  Branch  but 
that  is  to  go  all  the  Way  to  Red  Stone. 

M.  Rutherford  desires  to  know,  who  is  to  pay  for  the  1000 
Bushels  of  Forage,  he  sent  from  the  Branch,  as  the  Money  will  soon 
be  called  for.  He  has  not  had  a single  Shilling  from  the  Contract- 
ors, since  I have  been  employed  here  I am  obliged  to  support  his 
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Credit,  out  of  my  Cash,  to  establish  my  own,  for  the  People  have 
been  so  often  deceived,  that  were  any  of  Them  sent  off,  now  ready 
Money  is  promised  for  every  Think-,  without  his  Cash,  no  one  woud 
ever  again  be  credited  for  the  least  Trifle.  Let  it  be  charged  tho’ 
to  whom  it  will  Money  must  be  sent  to  pay  for  it. 

The  Indian  Goods  I mentioned  to  you  were  sent  off,  but  the 
Waggon  I hear  is  broke  between  this  and  Cumberland,  which  will  delay 
Them  some  Time  longer. 

You  are  pleased  to  direct  Flour  to  be  sent  from  hence  to 
Red  Stone,  and  Pitsburg,  pray  what  woud  you  allow  for  it  delivered 
at  those  Places?  Mf  Ramsay  thinks  purchasing  it  here,  will  at 
least  interfere  with  his  Contract  as  to  the  Carriage,  but  I shall 
wait  & observe  your  farther  Directions.  I think  some  may  be  sent 
without  hurting  him.  I have  made  a Bargain  binding  upon  the  Men, 
whenever  I approve  it,  for  the  -Delive  Carriage  of  15,000  libs  of 
any  Thing  to  Red  Stone,  from  hence,  at  27/  p Cent  I woud  not  bind 
myself,  but  have  Them,  and  I do  not  think  it  dear,  considering 
you  allow  18/  for  Carriage  from  Cumberland,  so  that  it  will  cost 
Me  only  9/  from  hence.  I think  this  last  indeed  too  much,  and 
shall  endeavor  if  I find  it  necessary  to  engage  Them,  [endeavor] 
to  lessen  the  Price  I offered  them  25/  and  am  almost  certain,  I 
can  get  it  done  for  That. 

I have  received  the  Bills  for  £ 3895m  13m  O4  Sterl  and 
inclose  the  Receipts  for  that  Sum.  Col?  Hunter  pays  me  Virg?  Paper 
at  Less  than  25  PCi  which  is  the  real  Difference;  tho  Exchange  is 
now  45  P Cent  occasioned  by  a large  Importation  of  Slaves  last 
Sumer.  The  last  Sum  I received  he  has  calculated  as  follows.

Currency,  But  as 
I am  only  accountable  for  what  I receive  from  him,  I shall  keep 
his  Letters  as  my  Vouchers.  If  you  propose  to  buy  any  Thing  more, 
this  Season,  or  next  Winter,  now  is  the  Time  to  send  The  Bills. 
Cash  may  be  easily  had  for  Them  in  the  General  Court,  and  Assembly, 
which  are  held  October,  & November,  it  is  not  so  comon  to  traffic 
for  Them,  at  other  Times,  besides  it  v/oud  save  the  Trouble,  & Ex- 
pence of  sending  Expresses  first  for  the  Bills,  & after  to  have 
Them  negotiated;  when  if  they  were  sent  at  once,  the  same  Expence 
woud  answer  for  £ 10,000  as  does  for  £ 1000 
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1 believe  Sir,  you  will  renenber,  I told  you  when  I wan 
at  Bedford,  I shoud  have  some  Business  to  do  at  Williamsburg  this 
Year,  and  so  every  Thing  will  be  so  settled  by  I. o vender , as  not 
to  require  my  constant  Attendance,  I must  bey  yowl  please  to  allow 
he  to  be  absent  from  hence  a little  Time  then,  as  the  Assembly  meets 
the  2$  Thursday  (which  is  the  S^h  Bay)  of  November , and  I have 
Business  of  great  Consequence  to  myself  to  do  there.  if  I we re 
not  certain,  to  put  Affairs  in  such  a Channel,  that  my  Attendance, 
might  be  dispensed  with,  for  a few  Days,  at  that  Tine,  I woud  not 
presume,  to  ask  this  Indulgence  nor  rail  I even  after  obtaining  your 
Permission,  quit  this  Place,  if  I find  it  will  hurt  the  Service. 
If  you  think  any  more  Cash  will  be  requisite  for  this  "u-nrter  this 
’/inter,  I can  negotiate  the  Bills  with  Col?  Hunter  myself,  if  *roul 
please  to  send  Then  down.  I assure  you  if  my  Business  was  not  of 
the  greatest  Import  to  lie,  I woud  not  desire  [to]  be  absent  a lonent 
from  hence,  or  ’where ever  the  Service  woud  require  my  Attendance.

Bedford,  which  is  not  above  15  or  20  Piles  farther'  than  Cunoerl:  nd 
from  Them,  indeed  I am  told  they  will  take  that  Rout,  so  scon  as 
the  cold  Heather  sets  in,  which  they  know  will  destroy  their  Roads, 
more  than  ours. 


A Person  in  Augusta  offered  He  60  Pack  Horses,  but  tho  I 
had  no  Authority  to  buy  Them,  I have  endeavored  to  make  then  as 
useful  as  possible  to  the  Service;  and.  have  engaged  him  to  load 
then  with  Oats  from  his  own  House,  i.  drive  Them  thro  the  I foods  to 
Cumberland.  He  woud  not  go  farther  with  them,  as  he  intends,  if 
I do  not  buy  Them,  to  carry  Then  to  Pennsylv?*  for  Sale,  and  it  wall 
not  be  much  out  of  his  Way,  to  call  at  Cumberland.  They  will  set 
out  the  10th  Day  of  October,  L will  be  at  Cumberland  by  the  20^ 
at  farthest,  with  300  Bushels  of  Oats.  So  soon  as  they  set  out, 
he  will  come  by  this  Town  himself,  to  receive  rry  Answer.  He  says 
the  Horses  are  very  fit  for  the  Service,  and  that  he  can  make  Them 
up  100  in  six  or  eight  Days  notice. 


Pray  Sir  may  I tell  the  People  here,  when  where  and  by 
whom  they  will  be  paid  for  their  Waggonage  this  Sumer  past,  and  for 
those  Waggons  and  Teams  lost  with  Capt  Bullitt?  The’/  are  continually 
plaguing  We  about  it,  and  seen  to  suspect  they  will  be  obliged  to 
go  to  Philadelphia  again  for  their  Honey,  as  they  were  last  Year, 
they  suffered  prodigiously  by  that.  A I Ian  here,  has  shewn  He  a 
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Certificate  he  had  from  the  Comissioners  there  for  £ 40,  & at  the 

same  Time  produced  an  Account  of  Sxpences  to,  & from  Philadelphia, 

k waiting  there  7 or  8 Weeks,  to  get  it  settled,  and  again  to  and 
from  Hampton,  to  Col?  Hunter,  who  was  gone  to  Philadelphia,  & being 
obliged  to  buy  a Horse,  in  the  Room  of  one  that  died  upon  these 
Journeys,  and  it  appeared  he  had  only  between  £ 7 & 8 coming  to  him, 
and  to  my  certain  Knowledge  out  of  that  Sum,  he  has  since  promised 
one  of  his  Neighbours,  who  was  going  to  Williamsburg,  40/  to  get  it 
for  him  from  Col.  Hunter:  so  that  poor  Fellow  will  only  save  about 
£ 5 out  of  h-i-s-  a Sumer's  Work  for  his  Waggon  & Team,  beside  the 
Loss  of  his  own  Time  seeking  it. 

Col?  Burd  will  imediately  receive  the  Nails  &c  for  the 
Storehouses  at  Red  Stone,  they  woud  have  been  up  long  ago,  had  it 

not  been  for  a Mistake  in  the  Gent:  whom  I was  obliged  to  employ 

below  to  purchase  Them. 

MF  Walker  is  not  yet  come  up,  and  mF  Rutherford  cant  send 
the  Price  of  the  Pack  Horses  till  he  arrives. 

Since  writing  the  very  last  Line,  a Man  from  the  S°  Branch 
has  called  upon  Rutherford  for  £ 80  for  Forage  delivered  at  Pitsburg. 
As  I have  agreed  for  a considerable  Quantity  being  sent  from  there, 
had  I allowed  Rutherford  to  disappoint  this  Fellow,  it  woud  have 
stopped  my  whole  Purchase  there,  which  he  tells  Me  the  People  are 
now  very  busy  in  complying  with.  Had  he  disappointed  them  for  that 
already  delivered,  they  woud  have  expected  no  better  from  Me.  I 
lent  him  £ 80.  more  are  expected  down  every  Minute,  and  then  I 
must  go  upon  the  Borrow  till  I can  get  Cash  from  Williamsburg.  I 
have  been  obliged  to  advance  Rutherford  £ 600  to  keep  the  Service 
going.  Tis  hard  the  Contractors  put  him  and  Me  to  such  Streights. 

I have  been  in  the  Country  these  four  or  five  Days  past, 
for  Beeves  &c  for  Col?  Burd,  & Cumberland,  and  did  not  receive  your 
Letters  till  my  Return  Yesterday.  I shall  have  100  good  Beeves  at 
Cumberland  by  the  10^  of  next  Month,  for  Col9  Burd  & that  Garrison* 

The  Waggoner  is  returned  for  another  Waggon  to  take  up 
the  Indian  Goods,  and  has  brought  back  the  Letter  I thought  I had 

sent  by  the  Cattle  Drovers 

My  Letter  is  very  long,  but  really  I do  not  know  how  I 
coud  make  it  more  concise  as  I had  so  much  to  write  about. 

Before  I conclude,  I must  again  assure  you  that  there  are 
no  Orders  or  Comission  with  which  you  please  to  entrust  Me,  that 
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I shall  not  execute  in  the  most  punctual  Manner  to  be  very  best  of 
my  Knowledge.  If  I fail  Sir  I assure  you  it  will  be  thro  Ignorance, 
and  not  thro  Neglect  or  Design;  for  tho  I know  I am  indispensibly 
bound  to  serve  his  Majesty  to  my  utmost,  and  shall  never  after 
undertaking  a Thing,  allow  any  Particular  to  suffer,  yet  at  the 
same  Time  as  you  have  always  favored  Me  with  your  Patronage  & 
Protection,  I think  myself  in  an  especial  Manner  bound  to  oblige 
you,  and  there  is  nothing  I shoud  take  so  much  Pleasure  in  as 
convincing  you  with  how  much  Truth  & Respect  I subscribe  myself

Hambrights  Waggons  seem  to  come  late,  that  you  might 
think  in  time  of  the  expedient  of  Ordering  to  PittsbS  Some  Brigades 
of  the  Pack-Horses,  the  Cattle  we  have  are  Small,  as  I alwais  Send 
the  largest  forward,  and  when  Shelby  & Hubbard  Meets,  they'l  Eat  a 
great  deal,  is  not  three  days  Provisions  sufficient  for  Bullock 
Drivers,  and  Empty  Pack-Horse  Drivers  on  their  return  from  hence 
to  Bedford?  I have  had  about  twenty  Sick  and  recovering  Virginians 
left  here;  of  those  I shall  write  the  General  to  know  whats  to  be 
done  with  them.  we  have  fenc'd  the  Garden  and  Bullock  Pen  at  a 
lesser  expence  than  that  of  the  Waggons  all  the  Redouts,  Guard 
Houses  & Hospital  were  Out  of  Repair  and  ful  of  Dirt,  without  any 
notice,  the  General  has  Sent  for  One  hundred  of  the  Strongest  of 
the  Men  distinct  from  those  with  Hubbard  & the  Escorts  gone  upward, 
they  are  some  dais  gone.  CapF  Hubbard  has  had  two  Barrels  of  Rum, 
and  this  day  Sent  for  two  More.

Rowed  about  4 Miles,  & were  obliged  to  put 
to  Shore,  the  Sea  running  too  high  for  our  Boat  to 
live,  about  two  a Clock  the  Weather  became  more  moderate 
Rowed  to  a Point,  which  we  called  Bear  Point,  in  all 
24  Miles  this  Day. 

The  24th.  Proceeded  to  a small  Run,  which  we  called 
Lilly  Creek,  about  60  Miles. 

The  25th.  Rowed  to  Prisqu' Isle  about  24  Miles.  Prisqu'- 
Isle  is  a fine  Harbour,  fine  Soil,  & very  strong  Situ- 
ation. this  day  were  employed  baking  our  Flour  for 
Conveniency  of  Carriage,  hid  our  Boat  amongst  some 
Willows . 

The  26th.  Marched  to  the  Fort  Le  Beuf  thro'  a very 
bad  Road,  being  almost  a Continued  Swamp,  bridged  on 
by  Logs  21  Miles 

The  27th.  Employed  the  Men  in  Making  Rafts  to  trans- 
port us  from  Fort  Le  Beuf  at  one  a Clock  Launched 
our  Rafts,  & went  about  25  Miles  down  the  River  Le 
Beuf  that  Evening,  when  our  Raft  overset,  by  which 
Accident  we  lost  the  greatest  Part  of  our  Ammunition, 
all  our  Provisions  & Necessaries,  went  ashore,  & en- 
camped there.

Fort  Le  Beuf  is  situated  upon  a very  narrow 
CreeK,  which  runs  into  a small  Lake,  which  we  imagine 
the  River  takes  it's  Source  from,  the  Situation  is 
not  at  all  Commanded,  & the  Soil  is  very  good;  the 
River  for  about  100  Miles  from  it's  Source  very  Winding, 
& inconceivably  Rapid,  the  Country  on  each  Side  Swampy, 
the  Lower  Parts  the  Stream  is  more  moderate  the  Country 
on  each  Side  very  fine,  a great  deal  clear  & thickly 
inhabited  by  Indians,  who  have  among  them  a surprizing 
Number  of  English  Children.

Tuesday,  we  Discover'd  Presqu  Tile  in  ruins,  Row'd  up  to  it,  from 
La  La  Pay  run  in  all  24  Miles  The  Navigation  of  Lake  Eyrie  is 
Extramely,  Hazardous,  and  Dangerous,  the  Sea  by  the  Least  Wind 
raising  to  a Surprizing  Heighth  which  we  Lmagine  to  be  Occasion'd, 
by  the  Shallowness,  and  Rockiness  of  the  Coasts,  The  Points  running 
at  a great  Distance  into  the  Lake;  and  from  the  Extremity  of  these 
Points  Streches  a Prodigious  ranges  of  Rock,  The  Country  of  the

Friday  we  proceeded  down  the  River  about  50  Miles  and  Camp'd  at  an 
Indian  Hunting  Place

I recieved a Letter  last  night  from  Col.  Hunter,  who  wishes 
to  know  what  Sum  of  Money  is  likely  to  be  wanted  this  Campaign  in 
Virginia  as  nobody  can  be  so  competent  a judge  of  that  matter  as 
You.  I must  beg  the  favour  of  You,  to  inform  him,  as  exactly  & as 
soon  as  you  can,  their  Quarterly  Court  at  Williamsburg  being  some 
time  this  month,  which  is  the  best  opportunity  of  raising  money  in 
that  Country,  he  may  likewise  be  glad  to  know  what  will  be  wanted  at 
Philadelphia,  whither  he  proposes  to  go  soon.  I would  avoid  giving 
you  this  trouble,  but  that  I imagine  it  may  forward  the  raising  of 
Provisions  in  Virginia.

Dear  Sir, 

I wrote  you  about  twelve  Days  since  very  fully  the  Situa- 
tion of  our  Affairs  here  to  which  I have  yet  received  no  Answer; 
therefore  have  nothing  to  acquaint  you  with  except  yu,  I was  obliged 
to  send  Ml  Graham' s Cattle  on,  as  I always  suspected  woud  be  the 
Case  since  you  referred  him  to  Ml  Hoops,  at  Ml  Graham's  own  Risque. 

Ml  Hoops  wrote  Ml  Rutherford  to  take  only  60  of  Them,  which 
he  was  to  pick,  & leave  him  to  dispose  of  the  rest  as  he  coud.  nay 
even  these  he  woud  not  allow  Ml  Graham  to  have  any  Concern  in,  but 
said  he  must  pay  him  what  they  cost,  & allow  him  a reasonable  Comis- 
sion, & for  this  he  was  to  pick  the  Gang  &.  only  take  60  of  the  best. 
As  ML  Rutherford  woud  not  advance  Ml  Graham  a Farthing  of  Money  but 
upon  these  Terms,  agreeable  to  your  Orders,  I have  paid  him  £ 150  to 
enable  him  to  drive  the  Cattle  on,  & satisfy  some  of  the  Owners  who 
were  obliged  imediately  to  go  Home. 

As  I found  Ml  Hoops  was  not  willing  any  Body  shoud  have  the 
smallest  Share  of  his  Profits,  I have  advised  Ml  Graham  to  quit  his 
Bargain  in  Regard  to  the  rest  of  the  Cattle,  as  I had  not  Money 
sufficient  to  advance  for  Them.  He  will  therefore  only  take  out 
one  Drove  of  100,  60  of  which  at  least  are  fit  for  Fittsburg,  as 
Ml  Hoops  says  none  sent  there  must  weigh  less  than  400.  all  of  60 
will  do  this,  and  some  be  very  near  500.  Those  that  will  not  do  for 
Pittsburg  which  I have  desired  the  Kings  Comissary  at  Cumberland  to 
judge  of,  I have  desired  Cap^  Woodward  to  answer  for  himself  & Col0 
Burd  at  Red  Stone,  in  general  those  I believe  will  weigh  350,  which 
are  large  enough  for  driving  so  short  a Distance. 

As  it  is  very  troublesome  &.  expensive  to  be  sending  Cattle 
every  Week  up,  I have,  exclusive  of  those  of  Ml  Graham's,  sent  93 
to  Cap!  Woodward  from  which  and  the  Remainder  of  Ml  Grahams  I have 
desired  him  to  supply  Col0  Burd. 

The  Person  who  spoke  to  Me  about  the  Pack  Horses  has  called 
upon  Me  this  Day  about  Them,  but  not  having  heard  from  you  I coud 
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give  him  no  Answer  but  he  will  drive  them  on  to  Cumberland  with 
their  Loads  of  Oats,  they  are  to  set  out  to  morrow. 

I shall  want  mere  Money  to  answer  my  Engagements  here, 
beside  the  Sum  you  sent  Me  last  with  the  Money  for  Messers  Ramsay's 
& Graham's  Contracts  M?  Ramsay  has  sent  off  some  Flour,  &M?  Graham 
two  Waggon  Load  of  Salt,  he  is  to  send  off  the  Remainder  of  the 
600  Bushels  together  on  the  17?5"1 *  Instant. 

The  Mails  Tools  &c  for  Col?  Burd  I sent  off  in  two  Waggons 
some  Days  since.  they  were  detained  some  Time  by  bad  Weather. 

The  Indian  Goods  from  this  Town  went  with  Col?  Burd' s 

Waggons. 


Some  Hunters  have  proposed  to  hunt  on  the  Monongahela,  & 
carry  down  the  Meat  they  kill  smoaked  & salted  to  Pittsburg,  in 
Battoes;  but  want  to  know  ho w much  they  will  be  allowed  for  it 
delivered  There.  if  you  please  to  incourage  Them,  pray  let  Me 
know  what  Price  I must  promise  Them. 

The  Pack  Horses  from  Fort  Cumberland  are  not  yet  come  down , 
nor  do  I know  what  you  woud  chuse  to  have  Them  loaded  with,  when 
they  do  come  here,  or  from  Fort  Cumberland.  I coud  provide  a Load 
of  what  you'd  rather  have,  by  the  Time  they  returned  from  Pittsburg 
& Red  Stone  if  I knew  in  Time  what  you  woud  have  them  to  be  loaded 
with. 


The  Man  who  was  entrusted  with  the  Care  of  the  50  to  Red 
Stone  with  Col0  Burd  complains  much  of  his  Horses  being  taken  from 
him,  & drove  in  the  Waggons  or  being  obliged  as  fast  as  they  were 
unloaded  to  carry  the  Soldiers  Baggage.  He  says  they  are  almost  all 
spoiled  I think  the  Pack  Horses  ought  to  be  used  for  Nothing  else. 

I changed  many  of  the  Sore  backed  Horses  last  Trip,  & I 
think  I can  get  all  that  were  left  behind  changed  by  the  Time  their 
Brigades  return. 

I must  again,  as  my  Business  is  very  urgent,  repeat  my 

Request  for  Leave  to  go  to  WT3  Burg.  I can  put  Things  in  such  a 
Channel,  that  I can  return  before  T am  wanted.  I hope  Sir  youl 

please  to  indulge  Me  in  this  Matter,  if  I had  not  Business  of  the 
Utmost  Consequence  to  my  private  Affairs,  I woud  not  expect  it 
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I sent  off  two  Waggons  two  Days  ago  loaded  with  Butter, 
Cheese,  Onions,  Apples  &c,  and  some  more  will  follow  Them  soon,  to 
Pittsburg.

Dear  Sir. 

Your  Favour  of  the  4?*1  Ins?  with  the  Copies  of  Cap? 
Johnston's  and  Victor  King's  to  you  and  your  Answers  to  them  I have 
received. 
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Your  Conduct  towards  Waggon-Masters  and  Waggoners  has  been 
allways  upright  and  prudent,  and  much  to  the  Satisfaction  of  all 
concerned,  nor  do  you  bear  any  the  least  Reflection  from  Mi  King 
or  his  Waggoners-  but  on  the  Contrary,  their  Thanks  for  your  Justice 
and  Protection  on  all  Occasions,  and  Particularly  for  your  kind 
Interposition  on  the  late  unhappy  Difference,  and  thereby  releasing 
them  from  Confinement. 

That  it  is  the  Duty  of  every  Officer,  nay  every  Centinel, 
on  any  Detachment,  Post  or  Party,  to  examine  every  one  they  see, 
whom  they  do  not  know  to  be  of  their  Party,  I readily  grant:  and 
that  it  is  the  Duty  of  every  Person  challeng'd  by  a Centinel,  to 
Answer  civilly,  I also  grant;  nor  ought  Waggon-Masters  or  Waggoners 
(who  are  in  their  own  way,  in  his  Majesties  Service)  by  any  means, 
to  insult,  disregard  or  despise  Officers  or  Centinels,  or  their 
lawful  Orders  but  on  the  Contrary  observe  and  obey. 

You  say  Cap Johnston  "has  behaved  consistant  with  the  Rules 
"and  Customs  of  War: " I cannot  see  all  his  Behavior  in  the  same 
Light,  nor  the  Behavior  of  his  Sergeant. 

The  Case  appears  to  me  as  follows.  Mr  King  had  ordered  his 
Drivers  to  stop  at  Lyttleton,  to  feed  as  usual;  before  any  of  'em 
were  challeng'd  by  the  Centinel,  or  Sergeant  of  the  Guard,  which 
they  did;  The  Waggons  in  the  Front  were  ordered  to  move  a little 
forward,  to  make  room  for  those  in  the  Rear;  then  it  was,  that  the 
Driver  of  the  Front  Waggon  was  challeng[d]  by  the  Centinel  or  Ser- 
geant, the  Waggoner  answered  he  had  no  Pass,  but  the  Waggon-Master 
had  (who  was  then  about  Six  Rods  behind)  The  Seargeant  seem' d satis- 
fied With  the  Answer,  'till  the  Sixth  or  Seventh  Waggon  came  forward, 
and  MF  King's  Driver  with  a weary  Horse,  which  he  led,  and  was  about 
to  tie  to  another  Horse,  in  M King's  Team,  until  he  (MF  King's 
Driver)  would  get  Forage  out  of  the  Waggon;  this  led  Horse  the  Ser- 
geant Seiz'd  and  would  take  from  the  Driver  (Probably  the  Sergeant 
believ'd  the  Horse  was  the  King's  and  did  not  belong  to  the  Brigade) 
The  Driver  also  took  hold  of  the  led  Horse,  MF  King,  seeing  them 
both  seize  the  Horse,  came  to  them,  and  desired  the  Sergeant  to  let 
go  the  Horse;  the  Sergeant  answered  "Dam  You,  suppose  you  be  the 
"Waggon-Master,  neither  the  Horse  nor  you  shall  stir  out  of  the 
"Place,  till  I see  your  Pass."  MF  King  answered  he  would  drive  no 
farther  than  to  make  room  to  feed,  where  upon  the  Sergeant  doubled 
his  Fist  and  swore  he  would  strike  Mr  King,  if  he  moved  one  Foot; 
MF  King  then  took  out  his  Pass  and  told  the  Sergeant  he  would  not 
give  him  the  Satisfaction  of  seeing  the  Pass  but  would  shew  it  to 
Cap.  Johnston  (the  Commanding  Officer)  and  immediately  went  to  the 
Fort,  but  the  Capt'  was  not  in  the  Fort,  he  was  about  three  Rods 
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behind  Ml  King,  and  [the]  Sergeant,  standing  in  a Sutler’s  Door,  and 
must  have  heard  all  that  Pass'd  between  M.  King  and  the  Sergeant, 
tho'  Ml  King,  at  that  Time,  supposed  the  Capt'  to  have  been  in  the 
Fort.  lif  King,  returning  from  the  Fort,  met  two  of  his  Waggoners 
(Viz  William  and  Robert  Caldwell)  in  Custody,  going  to  the  Guard 
House.  Mf  King  ask’d,  what  was  the  matter?  he  was  answered,  by 
Capt"  Johnston,  "You  are  a darn'd  impertinent  Rascal,  what  sort  of 
"usage  is  this  We  receive  from  you?"  Ml  King  replied,  he  had  given 
no  ill  Usage,  but  had  received  ill  Usage  from  his  Sergeant,  and 
taking  out  his  Pass,  handed  it  to  Capt  Johnston,  without  being  ask'd 
for  it;  the  Captain  look'd  at  the  Pass  a considerable  Time,  and 
being  ask'd  by  Mf  King  to  return  it,  he  did  return  it,  and  after  a 
little  while,  he  ask'd  for  it  again,  and  MV  King  gave  it  him  again, 
and  declares  he  did  not  refuse  to  shew  it  to  the  Capt,  neither  by 
Words  nor  Actions. 

The  Captain  returned  the  Pass  a Second  Time,  and  then  M. 
King  ask'd  him  what^was  [the]  offence  for  which  he  had  confin'd  the 
Waggoners?  the  Cap.  answered  for  disobeying  the  Sergeants  [ . . . ] 
Orders,  and  not  stoping  when  they  were  ordered  to  stop;  and  told 
Ml  King  that  he  did  not  know  his  [Duty  . . . ] King  answered,  he 
knew  the  Duty  of  a Waggon-Master , and  once  the  Duty  of  an  Officer, 
perhaps  [as]  well  as  he  (the  Capt')  did.  The  Capt  then  told  him, 
he  would  confine  him  as  well  as  The  Waggoners.  M;  King  replied,  he 
might  if  he  would;  the  Capt  then  call'd  his  Guard,  and  ordered  lit 
King  into  the  Guard  House;  and  when  there  refused  him  either  Candle 
or  Liquor  to  drink,  tho  it  was  a wet  dark  Night;  there  Mf  King 
remained,  from  Wednesday  Evening  'till  Fryday  Morning,  when  he  was 
enlarged  by  your  Orders. 

About  11  oClock,  the  same  Evening  of  the  Night  of  the  Con- 
finement, the  Capt  sent  Orders,  to  the  two  Confined  Waggoners,  to 
go  and  take  care  of  their  Horses;  they  answered,  they  did  not  know 
what  they  were  confined  for,  and  did  not  chuse  to  go  out,  till  they 
knew  the  Cause  of  their  Confinement.  Then,  the  Capt  sent  a second 
Message  to  them,  to  go  out  and  take  care  of  their  Horses,  or  else 
come  to  him,  and  if  they  would  not,  they  should  receive  50  Lashes 
each,  next  Morning;  then  they  went  to  the  Capt,  who  told  William 
Caldwell,  that  he  was  sorry  he  had  struck  him,  that  he  -was  now  (Viz 
at  that  Time)  released,  he  might  go;  that  he  (the  Captain)  struck 
several  of  the  Waggoners,  he  did  not  know  who,  and  ordered  Robert 
Caldwell  back  to  the  Guard-House,  but  said  he  would  release  him  in 
the  Morning. 

In  the  Morning,  a Sargeant  with  a file  of  Men  came  to  the 
Guard-House,  took  Robert  Caldwell  out  of  the  Fort,  and  made  him  ride 
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the  Wooden-Mare,  with  three  Muskets  tied  to  each  foot,  near  a quarter 
of  an  Hour,  and  then  let  him  go;  Robert  Caldwell,  after  he  was  let 
go,  attempted  to  go  back  to  the  Guard-House,  but,  the  Captain  seeing 
him  commanded  the  Centinel  not  to  let  him  in. 

Upon  this  State  of  the  Case  (which  I believe  to  be  Truth) 
it  appears  to  me,  that  the  Difference  arose  about  the  led  Horse: 
the  Sergeant,  I presume,  thought  him  an  Estray,  and  exoected  a reward 
for  taking  him  up;  my  Reasons  for  this  Conjecture,  are  that  any 
Horses  lost  near  that  Place,  all  this  Season,  have  rarelv  been  found, 
until  a Reward  was  advertised  for  taking  them  which  Reward  the 
Soldiers  of  that  Garrison  (as  I am  informed)  have  often  received. 
The  Night  this  Action  happen'd  four  Horses  were  lost,  tho'  half 
their  Forrage  was  found  in  their  Trough,  ' tis  very  improb able  that 
hungry  Horses  would  leave  their  Forrage,  and  therefore  a strong 
Presumption  that  some  of  the  Soldiers  took  them,  and  hid  them  at 
some  convenient  Distance  till  a Reward  would  be  offered  for  finding 
them,  for  they  were  not  found  on  the  Friday  Morning  following.  Hence 
not  shewing  a Pass  was  not  the  Cause  of  the  Confinement. 

The  manner  of  asking  MF  King's  Pass,  or  the  Words  the 
Sergeant  used  to  hum,  with  the  Fist  doubled,  were  uncivil  and  un- 
becoming, and  no  doubt  provoked  111  King  not  a little  and  was  the 
reason  he  refused  to  Shew  it  to  the  Sergeant;  but,  at  the  same  Time, 
he  shew'd  it  to  the  Captain,  and  that  without  asking,  therefore  I 
conclude  the  not  shewing  the  Pass  was  not  the  Cause  of  the  Confine- 
ment. 


It  can  be  proved  (without  either  a Soldier  or  a Waggoner 
to  give  Testimony)  that  Captain  Johnston  was  within  three  Rods  of 
Ml  King  and  the  Sergeant,  when  their  Dispute  happen'd  and  must  have 
heard  the  whole  Conversation  (I  do  not  say  he  saw  it,  because  it  was 
Evening)  If  so,  I think  he  was  much  to  blame,  that  did  not  confine 
his  Sergeant  for  his  Behaviour  to  MP  King,  or  at  least  reprove  him 
sharply,  and  ask  Ml  King  for  his  Pass,  and  thereby  put  an  end  to 
the  Strife,  which  was  undoubtedly  in  his  Power;  But  why  did  the 
Sergeant  and  the  Captain  make  so  much  to  do  about  Mf  King's  Pass? 
[ife-atr]  surely  they  will  not  say  that  they  did  not  know  him,  who  had 
pass'd  that  Garrison  nine  Times  this  Season,  before,  and  was  known 
in  the  former  Campaign  (by  the  name  of  Lieut  King)  both  to  Captain 
Johnston  and  his  Se^rgeant,  this  I presume  they  will  not  deny. 

The  Captain  (instead  of  settling  the  Difference  between 
the  Sergeant  and  the  Waggoner  about  the  led  Horse,  or  the  Difference 
between  the  Sergeant  and  MT  King,  about  the  Pass)  salutes  Ml  King, 
in  these  Words,  "You  are  a darn'd  Impertinent  Rascal",  Was  not  this 
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a Strange  way  of  asking  him  for  his- Pass?  Would  not  such  a Salu- 
tation, naturally,  extort,  at  least,  an  Angry  unbecoming  Answer? 
I do  not  undertake  to  justify  Mf  King's  Answers;  but,  it  is  clear 
to  me  that  he  received  the  abuse,  and  that  the  Sergeant  and  Captain 
were  the  Agressors,  by  giving  abusive  Language  first,  & oblideges 
me  again  to  say,  that  the  not  shewing  the  Pass,  was  not  the  Cause 
of  Commitment. 

If  Waggon-Masters  and  'Waggoners  may  be  Properly  sai.d  to  be 
in  his  Majestys  Service,  then  the  Waggon  Master  must  be  an  Officer; 
if  he  be  an  officer,  then,  the  Guard-House  is  not  The-  His  Place  of 
Confinement,  according  to  the  Rules  and  Customs  of  War,  in  common 
Cases:  'tis  true,  his  Sword  could  not  be  taken  from  him,  for  he 
wears  none;  but,  the  Captain  might  have  ordered  him  to  a Sutlers 
House,  and  confined  him  there,  'till  he  had  sent  to  Bedford  for 
Orders. 


Suppose  he  had  refused  to  shew  his  Pass  at  first,  and 
afterwards  had  shew' d it  (which  was  not  the  Case)  what  need  was 
there  for  Confinement  then?  surely,  the  Cause  being  removed,  the 
Effect  ceasethof  course:  but  if  Mf  King  must  be  confined  for  Captain 
Johnstons  Pleasure,  Why  nineteen  Waggons  stop'd  12  Hours?  'Tis 
Evident  the  other  Waggoners  committed  no  Transgression,  because  they 
were  not  Confined.  ’Tis  Evident  (from  the  Captains  Acknowledgement 
to  William  Caldwell)  that  he  had  struck  him,  without  Provocation; 
and  of  Course,  that  he  confined  him  without  any  good  reason. 

What  Transgression  Robert  Caldwell  committed,  which  deserved 
the  Punishment  of  the  Wooden  Mare,  I can’t  find  out:  Mr  King  was 
not  Present  when  Caldwell  and  his  Father  were  taken  into  Custody, 
■/hen  Caldwell  was  in  the  Guard-House,  Mf  King  says,  he  examined  him, 
and  that  Caldwell  declared  to  him,  he  struck  no  Body,  nor  said  an 
111  Word  to  any  Officer  or  Soldier. 

As  I do  not  know  for  what  Crimes,  this  Punishment  (the 
Wooden-Mare)  is  inflicted,  I can  make  no  other  remark  on  it,  than, 
that  it  appears  to  me.  Young  Caldwell  suffer'd  it,  without  having 
committed  such  an  Offence  or  deserved  it. 

I understand  some  Difference  happen'd,  and  some  Angry  Words 
pass'd  the  17 v ^ day  of  March  last,  at  a Shooting  Match,  between 
Victor  King  and  Captain  Johnsons  Brother,  and  Some  Time  lately,  a 
Difference  happen'd  between  Capt  Johnston's  Ensign,  and  one  Burns 
(a  Waggoner)  on  the  Road;  this  Burns,  the  Garrison  at  Lyttleton 
believed  to  be  one  of  King's  Brigade,  tho  he  was  not,  at  that  Time: 
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and ny Opinion  is,  that  all  this  Confinement  was  the  effects  of  that 
old  Peak  on  the  17t'^  liarch  last,  and  the  Difference  between  the 
Bnsign  and  Burns:  this  I an  induced  to  believe,  because  Captain 
Johnston  said  (whitest  111  King  was  in  Confinement)  "1  remember  last 
Patrickmas  Day;  I know  Victor  King  of  old"  and  the  !Jooden  I .'are  was 
made,  after  King's  Brigade  pass'd  Littleton  last  Trio  going  up. 
Thus,  I think  ' tis  evident,  that  not  Shewing  the  Pass,  was  not  the 
cause  of  Confinement;  and,  that  Captain  Johnston  has  not  behaved 
consistent  with  the  rules  and  Customs  of  Bar.  I agree  in  Opinion 
with  you,  that  the  Crown  ought  not  to  be  charged  with  the  Time  that 
the  Waggons  were  detained,  by  Ll  Johnston,  at  Lyttleton;  but,  I a-; 
clear,  that  111  Johnston  ought  to  pay  it,  at  least  for  eighteen  of 
them,  which,  by  his  own  Conduct  towards  them,  in  not  confining  them, 
it  appears  they  gave  none  Offence.  The  two  that  were  committed 
belong'd  both  to  one  Team,  the  others  were  commanded,  by  him,  to 
halt  bill  morning,  which  they  did,  therefore  he  should  pay  them. 

j.s  these  Waggons  were  detain' d by  the  Command  of  an  Officer, 
and  none  of  their  Drivers  are  blam'd  by  that  Officer,  but  one,  there 
is  no  doubt  but  I must  pay  the  10,  in  Pursuance  of  General  Stanwix' s 
Advertisement,  sign'd  by  me.  However,  I do  not  intend  to  pay  them 
nova  If  Captain  Johnston  were  within  the  reach  of  the  Civil  Law, 
he  would  certainly  be  oblidged  to  pay  them. 

As  the  Captain  is  under  the  Command  of  General  Stanwix,  I 
make  no  doubt  he  will  oblidge  him  to  pay,  when  he  is  made  acquainted 
with  the  Case. 

This  Hatter  makes  such  a Poise  among  the  Waggoners  that  I 
am  puzzled  to  make  Answer  thorn;  I have  persuaded  III  King  to  pass 
over  it,  so  far,  as  not  to  let  it  be  a means  of  retarding  the  Serv- 
ice; and,  he  has  promised  me  to  go  on  to  load  his  Brigade,  and 
carry  the  Letter  to  you,  to  whom  I have  refer'd  him  for  redress; 
what  redress  can  be  granted  to  Caldwell,  for  being  made  to  ride  the 
Wooden  Hare,  I can  not  say. 

Suppose  Johnston  were  broke  for  it,  it  is  no  recompense  to 
Caldwell,  nor  any  Satisfaction  because,  his  Commission  soon  expires 
of  Course. 

I think  it  would  be  prudent  to  remove  him  to  some  other 
Station  beyond  Bedford,  least  more  mischief  should  arise  hereafter. 

He  is  a Gentleman  to  whom  I am  an  utter  Stranger,  and  I 
wish  I had  never  known  this  of  him.

To  my  Great  Consern  & no  less  Surprise  I am  Informed  the 
Forces  at  Redstone  Creek  have  Suffered  for  want  of  provisions  which 
were  expected  from  this  place  I Can  Venture  to  assure  you  their 
was  No  Orders  given  to  Me  or  any  other  person  here,  that  I Know 
of,  to  Provide  for  them  before  the  26;  of  September,  and  as  Soon 
as  Such  Orders  were  Given  provisions  were  Provided  & Sent  With  the 
greatest  dispatch,  and  you  May  depend  If  Col?  Mercer  or  any  othur 
person  Residing  here  is  Authorised  to  Order  provisions  for  that  or 
the  Garrison  at  Fort  Cumberland  there  will  be  No  danger  of  Want, 
but  So  long  as  we  Are  to  Receive  our  Instructions  from  oersons  dis- 
tant from  this  place  there  will  be  always  Danger  of  Disappointments 
as  ouch  Instructions  are  liable  to  Delays,  and  Sometimes  by  having 
Matters  of  Greater  importance  to  Marinage  Small  things  Are  Neglected 
by  the  distant  persons  Wheras  if  he  was  -made-  present  Applcation 
Could  be  Made  to  him  if  he  should  be  otherwise  engaged 

I find  the  weight  of  Our  Beef  Cattle  is  Not  agreeable  to 
Expectation  but  I Assure  you  they  are  as  Good  as  Can  be  gathered 
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on  so  Short  Notice  as  is  gennerly  given  and  had  I Longer  Warning 
It  Would  Not  be  in  My  power  to  purchase  so  large  Cattle  as  are 
Commonly  in  pensilvania  Nor  is  our  Flour  so  good  as  that  Made  their 
With  which  I Acquainted  the  General  & Contractors  last  May;  the 
Reasons  May  Not  So  Readily  appear  to  you  as  they  do  to  persons  Who 
have  long  Resided  in  Virginia  I therefore  beg  leave  to  Mention 
Some  few.  Our  Staple  is  Tobaco  the  Mannage  Ment  of  that  engrosses 
M[uchj  the  greatest  part  of  Our  time,  the  Flour  Made  in  the  upper 
parts  of  the  Colony  was  Chiefly  Consumed  Among  the  Farmers  who  Are 
So  frugal  as  to  eat  the  Midlings  Mixed  With  the  Flour  gennerly, 
and  Many  use  the  Shorts  in  the  Same  Manner  that  It  was  found  unec- 
es[sary]  for  the  Millers  to  go  to  the  Expence  of  Merchant  Boutting 
Cloths  at  that  time  and  Most  of  them  use  those  [ , . ] fen  by  then 
provided,  but  if  Such  Flour  as  Our  Mills  Can  make  will  be  except - 
able  you  May  depend  on  any  Quantity  [that]  this  Country  Can  afford 
If  you  will  Give  Me  timely  Notice  the  present  Crop  of  Wheat  being 
so  great  that  I make  No  Doubt  of  purchasing  Two  Hundred  Thousand 
Between  this  & the  Spring  and  if  It  is  thought  Convenient  to  en- 
courage the  Carriage  by  Water  up  Potomack  to  Fort  Cumberland  the 
expence  Will  be  Much  lessned  and  a large  quantity  transported 
thithur  then  we  Shall  be  able  to  get  up  by  any  other  Means 

As  the  Season  for  Providing  Beef  and  Transporting  Flour 
Conveniantly  is  Near  expiring  I have  Sent  an  express  to  Mr  Hoops 
for  Orders  what  quantity  to  lay  in  at  Fort  Cumberland  & the  Mouth 
of  Redstone  Creek  for  those  Garrisons,  Whose  Return  I expect  on 
the  15th  and  Col?  Mercer  informes  Me  if  / It  should  So  happen  that

M,  Turner  to  my  great  Surorize  informed  Me  of  the  Scarcity 
of  Provision  at  Red  Stone  Creek;  I can  not  attribute  it  to  any  Thing 
but  the  Carelessness  & Indolence  of  the  Drivers,  who  have  no  Doubt 
loitered  away  their  Time  between  this  0 and  Cumberland,  as  I assure 
you  Sir  since  I first  was  ordered  to  supply  Them,  Provision  has 
always  been  sent  up  in  due  Time,  and  Plenty  of  it.  It  must  have 
been  delayed  somewhere.  From  hence  it  was  duly  dispatched.  But  as 
I soon  saw  the  Inconvenience  attending  the  Driving  such  small  & 
frequent  Droves  I have  sent  Capt'  Woodward  120  or  130  to  go  up  as 
he  thinks  proper,  and  as  Provision  cant  be  a Drug,  I have  desired 
M.  'Walker  imediately  to  provide  for  Them  to  the  first  of  May.  The 
Flour  is  already  engaged.

I have,  you  know  Sir,  frequently  complained  of  M.  Hoops, 
who  often  directs  his  Agents  here,  in  such  a Manner,  as  entirely  con- 
tradicts your  Orders.  ML  Walker  says  he  will  mention  that  Subject, 
to  the  General  himself.  The  very  next  Letter  Rutherford  had  from 
him,  after  you  had  directed  the  Garrisons,  at  Red  Stone  & Cumberland 
to  be  provided  from  hence,  & 1000  Sheep  to  be  sent  up,  expressly 
forbids  him  buying  any  more  Cattle  or  Flour  till  he  sends  him  farther 
Orders  as  he  can  be  supplyed  in  Pennsylv9,  and  as  the  Season  for 
Sheep  was  over  tells  him  he  is  to  buy  no  more  of  Them,  as  they  woud 
not  answer.  At  this  Time  the  Garrison  at  Red  Stone  is  supplyed 
without  any  Authority  from  ML  Hoops. 
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Tho  Sir  the  General  by  my  Comission  has  given  Me  Authority 
to  examine  & settle  all  the  Contractors  & other  Accounts;  but  as 
there  are  some  here  particularly  for  Waggonage  & Horses  lost , that 
v.all  prove  very  intricate,  & perhaps  may  subject  a single  Person 
to  much  censure,  I woud  be  glad  the  General  woud  please  to  appoint 
Persons  here  by  Way  of  Comissioners  to  settle  all  these  Things

M:  Rutherford  says  his  Cattle  are  refused  upon  Account  of 
their  Size.  As  this  Country  does  not  abound  in  large  Cattle,  if 
such  as  have  been  sent  will  not  answer,  We  can  not  furnish  the  Troops 
at  all.  All  the  Drove  was  in  exceeding  good  Order  very  fat  I think 
and  certainly  if  they  weigh  but  200lb  and  are  fat,  they  are  better 
than  poor  ones  that  will  weigh  400-J-k  True  small  Cattle  will  not 
answer  Driving  so  well  the  Expense  I mean,  but  for  the  Garrison  at 
Cumberland  which  is  so  near  Us,  I do  not  think  they  can  be  too  small 
provided  they  are  fat,  & exceed  2 or  3 Years  old.  It  is  impossible 
in  this  Country  where  the  Generality  of  our  Cattle  are  small,  to  get 
a Drove  entirely  of  large  Ones,  for  the  Farmers  will  not  allow  their 
Herds  to  be  picked,  as  the  best  must  serve  to  help  off  the  Meaner 
Ones.  I examined  the  Cattle  before  they  were  sent  off,  and  did  not 
imagine  any  woud  be  refused  at  Cumberland  as  I assure  you  they  'were 
all  very  fat;  and  as  they  were  collected  in  a Hurry  I thought  them 
a very  good  Drove;  and  that  some  woud  answer  for  Pittsburgh,  which 
I desired  the  King’s  Comissary  to  pick  out.

I have  Just  been  apply' d to,  by  Mf  Ramsey  Contractor 
for  Flour  from  this  Collony,  who  thinks  it  a hardship  to  have  his 
Waggons  stopped  at  Cumberland  for  the  Inspection  of  his  flour, 
without  having  any  Allowance  made  for  it.  As  K-f  Ramsay  will  be 
Obliged  to  Employ  a Humber  of  Waggons  in  this  Service,  it  must  be  a 
very  Considerable  loss  to  him  to  have  his-  Every  one  of  them  Delayed 
a Day,  or  Perhaps  two,  w?^1  must  be  the  Case  when  any  Number  goes 
together,  to  have  his  flour  Examined  at  Fort  Cumberland.  He  is  far 
from  expecting  it  to  Pass  without  any  Inspection,  but  he  Chuses  that 
Should  be  at  the  Place  of  Delivery  RedStone  Creek,  as  it  can  be 
Done  there  without  yy  waggons  tossing  any  time.  I was  Present  when 
the  Contract  was  made  & am  Certain  there  was  no  Such  thing  mentioned, 
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and  he  has  Insisted  that  I Shall  Urge  that  Part  of  it.  Concerning 
the  Delay  of  his  Waggons,  which  I must  think  from  the  Nature  of  the 
Bargain  have  no  Right  to  be  Stopped  any  where  ’till  they  Come  to 
RedStone  Creek.  He  is  just  sending  off  50  Waggons  loaded  with  Flour 
& if  they  are  Stopped  only  one  Day  at  Cumberland  which  it  will 
Certainly  Require  to  Examine  all  their  Loads,  it  must  be  a Certain 
Expence  of  at  Least  £ 30  Which  the  hire  of  these  waggons  cost  him 
Daily,  upon  the  Whole  I think  am  of  Opinion  that  we  have  no  Right

I then  Sent 
a list  of  the  names  of  the  people  with  the  Sum  I paid  them  anex  to 
their  Several  names  in  order  that  it  may  be  deducted  when  they  pay- 
day Should  Come.  I Sent  another  Such  list  to  Sir  John  SL  Clair  last 
Sumer,  but  find  that  Some  received  their  whole  pay  and  I Stand 


please  to  turn  over 
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charged  for  the  whole  Sum  of  Seventhy  five  pound  only  a few  pounds 
Credit  given  and  Some  have  returned  the  advance  money  to  me.  your 
direction  would  be  pleasing.  I now  Conclude  wishing  you  the  oro- 
tection  & blessings  from  the  most  high.

Memorandum. 

Upon  M Thomas  Ruthorfords  bringing  back  the  Cattle  that 
was  Condemned  by  Jos:  Galbraith  Assisstant  Commissry  at  Fort 
Cumberland  who  having  reviewed  the  Cattle  told  mF  Rutherford  that 
some  of  them  would  not  Pass  the  Inspection,  directly  Rutherford 
Came  to  me  the  Subscriber  telling  me  that  the  Cattle  were  all  Passed 
Demanding  a Receipt  for  them  which  I gave  him,  and  I afterwards 
hearing  that  two  of  the  Cattle  were  not  Passed,  went  and  Demanded 
my  Receipt  to  Alter  it,  upon  which  Mr  Rutherford  told  me  he  had  got 
the  Receiot  and  I might  make  my  best  of  the  Cattle  for  he  would  have 
nothing  to  say  to  them.  I then  went  to  Capt  Battell  of  the  New 
Castle  Troops  then  Commanding  Officer  to  See  if  he  would  have  me 
righted  he  told  me  he  would  have  nothing  to  say  to  us.

March'd  N 15  W 14  Miles,  the  Country  appeared  Hilley  and  Timbered 
mostly  with  small  Oak  and  Chestnut  Timber  the  Land  is  thin  with 
abundance  of  Stones 

Sunday  the  7^  of  October 

Travell'd  about  4 Miles  to  a Small  Branch  of  Beaver  Creek,  March'd  3 
Miles  further  and  Cross' d Beaver  Creek  20  Yards  wide,  a good  fording, 
a Small  Piece  of  Lund  bordering  on  the  Creek  200  yards  wide  Subject 
to  overflow,  then  Asscended  a Steep  hill  better  than  100  Yards  in 
heighth,  travelled  along  the  hill  a Mile  where  we  had  a Gradual 
descent  to  another  branch  of  Beaver  Creek,  Cross'd  it  and  March'd

The  Land  good  but  Stoney  in  Some  places,  then  N 25  E.  five  Miles 
further  to  another  Branch  of  Beaver  Creek  50  Yards  wide,  here  is  a 
good  fording,  about  50  Yards  below  the  Ford  the  Water  has  a fall 
of  better  than  15  feet  Perpendicular  over  a Cataract  of  Rocks  The 
Land  in  General  appear'd  level,  but  Stoney  and  poor  in  many  Places, 
Proceeded  3 Miles  further  thro'  a Piece  of  Good  Land  where  we 
encamped 
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Tuesday  the  9.  of  October 

Proceeded  N 22  E two  Miles  to  a Swamp  200  Yards  wide,  then  Marched 
on  two  Miles  further  to  another  Swamp  of  the  same  width,  the  Country 
appears  level,  The  land  is  but  thin  and  cheifly  Timber'd  with  Oak 
and  Chestnut  then  12  Miles  to  the  Top  of  a Ridge  near  80  Yards  high; 
had  a Steep  descent  to  Lacauomecau,  or  Sandy  Creek,  The  Direction 
of  the  Water  is  S 5 W and  about  30  yards  Wide,  a good  Fording  the 
Creek  appear'd  very  Rapid,  after  Crossing  the  Creek  we  entered  a 
Small  Bottom  about  a Quarter  of  a Mile  wide,  bounded  on  one  Side 
with  the  Creek  and  the  other  with  a Steep  Ridge,  Proceeded  half  a 
Mile  Crossed  a Run  then  Mounted  a high  Hill  with  a tolerable  easy 
Asscent  March’d  along  the  Top  of  the  Hill  near  a Mile  and  Cross'd 
another  Run,  a Mile  further  Cross'd  another  Run,  then  N 80  E three 
Miles  to  Venango  this  days  march  Produced  tolerable  good  Land. 
Venango  furnished  us  with  nothing  but  the  Remains  of  a Reduced  Fort, 
and  about  44  Houses,  with  one  Swivel  and  a Quantity  of  Broken  Gun 
Barrels  and  Old  Iron.  The  Fort  is  Situate  in  a Rich  Level  Bottom 
better  than  a Mile  long  and  about  a Quarter  of  a Mile  wide.  The 
River  Ohio  is  200  yards  wide  and  Runs  S 5 E with  an  easy  Current 
Past  the  Fort,  the  Bottom  Land  is  environd  with  Hills. 

Wednesday  the  10^  of  October 

Stayed  at  Venango 

Thursday  the  ll^h  of  October 

Began  our  March  N 40  E and  at  the  end  of  one  Mile  Cross' d French 

Creek  100  Yards  wide  a good  fording,  went  thro'  a Small  Bottom  and 

Asscended  a Ridge,  Proceeded  one  Mile,  Crossed  a Run,  a Mile  fur- 
th[er]  Cross'd  Two  Runs  200  Yards  apart  went  thro'  a large  Bottom 
and  Cross'd  Sugar  Creek  15  yards  wide  this  Creek  appeared  Rapid, 
a Quarter  of  a Mile  further  asscended  a Steep  Ridge  Continued 
along  the  Ridge  five  Miles  to  a large  Run  The  Land  level  and  Rich, 

then  N 60  W one  Mile  then  N 30  W two  Miles  to  a Run  and  Swamp, 

Proceeded  two  Miles  further  to  a Creek  15  Yards  wide  March'd  thro' 
a Rich  Bottom  well  Timbered  three  Miles  to  Custologoes  Town.  This 
Town  is  Situate  on  the  West  Side  of  French  Creek  (the  Creek  is 
60  Yards  wide)  and  has  20  Houses  in  it,  40  fighting  Men,  50  Women 
and  Children  and  30  White  Prisoners,  the  land  is  very  Rich.  Stay'd 
here  fryday,  Saturday,  and  Sunday  Occasioned  by  Rainy  Weather. 

Munday  the  15^h  of  October 

Began  our  March  North  and  Proceeded  five  Miles  to  a Creek,  the  Land 
good  and  Level 
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Tuesday  the  l6^h  of  October 

Cross'd  the  Creek  15  lards  wide,  but  as  the  Road  does  not  go  this 
way,  we  being  Obliged  by  the  heighth  of  the  Waters  to  go  a this 
side,  I need  say  no  more  of  the  Country  hereabouts.  The  same  day 
Marched  a Mile  where  we  came  into  the  Right  Road,  then  N 30  E<  Seven 
Miles  to  a Run,  3 Miles  further  to  another  Run,  the  Land  very  Rich 
and  Level,  then  North  West  two  Miles  where  we  Came  upon  french  Creek 
then  N 55  E.  one  Mile  to  a Run  thro'  good  level  land,  then  the  Same 
Course  Parallel  with  french  Creek  a Mile  thro ' a Pine  Swamp  bounded 
on  one  Side  with  the  Creek  and  the  other  with  a Ridge 

Wednesday  the  17^  of  October 

March'd  Two  miles  N°  40  E.  to  a Creek,  then  half  a Mile  further  to 
another  Creek  thro1  a Swamp,  then  5 Miles  thro'  a Pine  Swamp  at  the 
End  of  which  we  Crossed  French  Creek,  impossible  for  Carriages  to 
Cross  this  Swamp  except  it  be  Bridged  all  the  way,  then  "went  thro ' 
a Plain  about  a Mile  after  which  we  went  thro'  a Pine  Swamp  two 
Miles  to  Le  Beauf  Fort,  where  we  found  it  in  Ruins,  .and  the  Remains 
of  27  Battoes  that  had  been  Set  on  fire.  The  Fort  is  Situate  on  a 
Rising  Peice  of  Ground,  the  Land  Poor  & Gravilley. 

Thursday  the  180“  Qf  October 

Began  our  march  N 30  E.  for  Prisqueisle  Proceeded  15  Miles  thro'  a 
level  Pine  Swamp,  the  Road  is  Bridged  better  than  10  Miles  about 
halfway  from  Le  Beauf  to  Prisque  Isle  a Creek  unother  Creek  within 
Three  miles  Prisque  Isle  about  3 oClock  arrived  at  the  Fort  at  Lake 
Erie  where  we  found  Prisque  Isle  in  Ruins  a Number  of  Gun  Barrels, 
Scalping  knives  and  Seven  Canoes  with  holes  cutt  in  them  — The  Land 
here  is  very  Poor  and  Gravelley  and  the  Lake  appears  very  large 

Fryday  the  19 of  October 

Began  our  March  S 30  W.  and  arrived  at  Le  Beauf  at  4 o'clock  in  the 
afternoon,  went  on  three  Miles  further  whe[re]  we  Stay'd  all  Night 
and  the  next  day,  Sunday  the  21?''  Sheared  S 10  E.  and  arrived  at 
Custologoes  Town  Stay'd  there  one  day,  from  Tuesday  the  23c^  to 
Fryday  the  26 we  were  marching  from  Custologoes  Town  to  Pittsburgh

My  dear  Sir 

As  I have  wrote  the  General  very  fully  the  State  of  our 
Affairs  here,  I suppose  of  Course  you  will  be  made  acquainted  with 
Them,  therefore  will  not  trouble  you  with  a Repetition  here,  but 
shall  first  acquaint  you  that  I have  never  been  honored  with  a Line 
from  you,  since  yours  of  SeptF  21?^  from  Bedford  I have  wrote  you 
three  [there?]  Several  Times  since  that  Date  now  give  Me  Leave  my 
good  Sir  to  mention  my  own  private  Affairs  to  you  which  is  the  chief 
Intent  of  this  Letter,  and,  since  I have  had  the  Pleasure  of  your 
Acquaintance,  as  I always  esteemed  you  as  my  Patron  a.nd  have  flat- 
tered myself  that  I have  been  honored  with  your  Friendship,  I shall 
do  it  with  great  Freedom,  as  I am  certain  I am  addressing  myself 
to  one  upon  whom  I can  rely.  No  Person  in  the  Army  is  or  can  be 
better  acquainted  with  my  public  Character  than  yourself,  therefore 
I shall  only  say  for  myself  if  I have  done  my  Duty,  & obliged  my 
Superiors  I am  happy;  it  has  always  been  the  Motive  upon  which  I 
acted,  & the  grand  Point  which  I endeavored  to  attain.  Next  Allow 
Me,  to  acquaint  you  that  in  my  private  Affairs,  I thank  God,  I am 
blessed  with  a Sufficiency  to  live  well  & genteely  on,  never  worse 
than  since  you  have  known  Me.  As  I despise  Money  farther  than  to 
answer  the  comon  Uses  of  well  living,  I never  coveted  more,  and  no 
One  woud  with  greater  Cheerfulness,  and  to  the  best  of  his  Abilities 
serve  his  Majesty  more  faithfully  than  myself,  but  when  I assure 
you  Sir  that  my  present  Pay  will  by  no  Means  defray  the  Necessary 
Expence s I am  obliged  to  be  at  in  the  Service,  I think  you  will  agree 
with  Me,  at  least  I woud  hope  for  your  Approbation  in  the  Affair, 
that  it  is  not  expected  I should  undertake  so  very  troublesome  an 
Office  without  any  Reward  or  at  least  so  trifling  a one,  that  I 
am  obliged  to  spend  my  own  private  Fortune  to  support  the  same 
Character  & Dignity  in  my  Employment  That  I did  in  my  Recess  from 
Business.  True  Sir  it  will  in  Part  defray  an  Expence  which  must 
otherwise  fall  upon  my  Estate  viere  I free  from  Business:  but  when 
you  consider  the  Trouble  attending  my  Office,  the  Fatigue  I am  often 
obliged  to  undergo  without  having  a single  Minute  that  I can  call 
my  own,  obliged  to  continue  where  my  Business  requires,  without 
even  an  Opportunity  in  this  remote  Part  of  the  World  of  seeing  my 
Friends  or  Relations  or  spending  my  Time  agreeably  and  happily  in 
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a polite  World,  I imagine  you  will  allow  for  these  Disappointments 
& Troubles  a Person  ought  to  be  rewarded.  Were  I writing  to  a 
Stranger  I shoud  fear  he  would  suspect  Me  of  great  Delicacy  & an 
Aversion  to  Business,  but  there  is  no  one  I believe,  when  Occasion, 
thinks  less  of  the  former,  and  as  to  the  latter  I declare  that 
Idleness  scarce  ever  set  heavier  upon  any  Body,  & that  I never  am 
more  happy  than  when  I have  Business  to  employ  my  otherwise  idle 
Hours.  All  I woud  infer  from  hence  is  that  as  My  Pay  by  no  Means 
supports  Me,  and  I am  upon  a very  uncertain  Footing,  perhaps  I may 
continue  A D Q M G twro  or  three  Months  longer,  which  woud  onlv  still 
serve  to  increase  my  Expences,  I think  it  Can  not  be  expected  I 
shoud  take  so  much  Trouble  upon  my  self,  to  serve  his  Majestv,  & 
spend  my  own  private  Fortune  at  the  same  Time.  I declare  from  the 
Bottom  of  my  Heart  I do  not  want  to  save  a single  Shilling  from  the 
Service,  I woud  only  wish  the  Advantages,  I mean  the  Pay  for  I know 
no  others,  arising  from  my  Office  woud  support  Me  in  the  Execution 
of  it,  but  to  be  confined  to  so  much  Trouble,  & to  be  obliged  to 
spend  my  own  Fortune  I think  is  by  no  Means  reasonable,  therefore 
unless  you  can,  as  I depend  upon  your  Friendship  if  it  is  possibl.e, 
employ  Me  on  the  Terms  above  mentioned,  I mean  in  a Way  where  I shall 
not  be  obliged  to  spend  my  own  Money  for  the  Service.  I hope  you 
will  not  condemn  Me  for  my  Resolution  (as  you  were  pleased  to  assure 
Me  I might  give  it  up  when  I found  it  interfere  with  my  private 
Business)  of  meeting  you,  if  youl  please  to  inform  Me  when  you 
return,  at  Bedford  or  Carlisle  to  settle  my  Accounts,  and  decline 
the  Honor  the  General  & you  have  been  pleased  to  confer  on  Me.  I 
hope  my  Accounts  of  my  Transactions  in  every  particular  may  prove 
clear  & satisfactory  as  that  is  now  my  utmost  Wish. 

You  may  remember  I told  you  at  Bedford,  I had  an  Objection 
to  serving  as  an  Assistant  D 1 M G,  but  as  you  were  pleased  to  tell 
Me  no  more  coud  be  done,  I was  contented,  and  hoped  the  Allowance 
to  the  Office  woud  support  Me,  indeed  I never  gave  myself  Time  to 
reflect  on  it,  or  I shoud  have  soon  known  that  I never  have  passed 
a Day  for  some  Years  without  spending  more  than  7/6  p Day.  tis 
impossible  it  can  support  two  Serv\'s  and  the  Horses  I am  obliged 
to  keep. 


I beg  your  Pardon  for  troubling  you  with  this  tedious 
Epistle  all  upon  myself,  but  as  I knew  not  where  else  to  apply,  I 
took  the  Freedom  to  address  it  to  you,  as  a Friend  on  whom  I had  the 
greatest  Dependence  & I must  beg  your  Patience  to  tell  you  by  Way  of 
Specimen  of  what  I have  wrote  you,  that  my  Expences  in  the  House 
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where  I lodge  in  two  Months  amount  to  £ 32n  16,.  82  and  my  Pay  for 
that  Time  to  about  £ 26  without  including  a Farthing  for  traveling 
Expences  thro  the  Country  which  are  not  trifling  with  a Servant  & 
two  Horses  — one  Servants  Wages  (S  £ 30  Sterl  Cloaths  &c  for  a Black 
Boy  about  £ 15  more.  Here  Sir  it  maybe  objected  that  I have  no 
Occasion  for  these  Attendants  but  I imagine  I shall  fully  answer 
it,  by  saying  I allways  kept  Them  before  my  Appointment. 

Were  1 writing  to  anyone  else,  I shoud  almost  blush  at  my 
own  Impertinance,  but  when  I consider  the  Friendshio  you  have  always 
been  pleased  to  shew  for  Mel  shall  only  beg  youl  excuse  the  Liberty 
I have  taken, & consider  the  Occasion  as  an  Apology.  I must  confess 
there  are  few  I woud  have  given  the  Trouble  to  of  so  long  and  so 
selfish  a Letter,  as  there  are  but  very  few  I coud  or  woud  apply 
to  upon  such  an  Occasion. 

Give  me  Leave  My  dear  Colonel  e'er  1 conclude  to  assure 
that  I shall  always  endeavor  that  you  may  not  repent  any  Favor  you 
are  pleased  to  confer  on  Me,  and  that  I shall  in  my  private  Life, 
as  well  as  public  shoud  I continue  in  that  Way,  strive  to  be  grateful 
for  every  Mark  of  your  Kindness,  and  in  every  particular  shall  en-

i am  extreamly  sorry  to  find  after  every  Effort  to  dispatch 
the  Thing,  that  you  may  have  been  disappointed  from  this  Colony. 
Tho  as  I am  told  you  never  put  any  Dependence  upon  this  Country, 
I'll  hope  for  the  best,  and  that  the  Contracts  from  hence  not  being 
fully  complied  with,  and  in  Time,  have  not  proved  of  any  ill  Con- 
sequence but  in  the  bare  Disappointment.  I am  still  in  Hopes  MF 
Ramsay  will  fulfill  his  by  the  last  of  November  I will  Sir  venture 
to  affirm  that  he  has  been  indefatigable  in  his  Endeavors  heretofore, 
& no  Doubt  will  continue  so  to  be,  but  it  is  not  more  than  a Fort- 
night now,  since  there  has  been  a sufficient  Rain  to  -work  four  or 
five  of  the  Mills,  at  this  Time  many  of  Them  are  dry,  but  as  the 
Month  of  November  seldom  passes  Uver  without  Rain,  I make  no  Doubt 
they'll  soon  be  fully  supplied.  Mr  Ramsay  has  sent  off  forty  one 
Waggon  Load  of  Flour,  and  has  more  daily  coming  in  so  that  I will 
expect  the  best,  but  I have  been  so  often  disappointed,  that  I will 
not  venture  to  promise  any  more,  than  that  I shall  omit  Nothing  in 
my  Power  to  discharge  the  Trust  you  have  reposed  in  Me,  and  comply 
with  your  Expectations.

n.  Graham  perhaps  will  get  his  Salt  up  next  Month.  As  his 
Contract  was  not  subject  to  the  Disappointments  of  MF  Ramsay's,  I 
scarce  doubted  of  his  punctually  complying  with  it,  but  MF  Graham 
not  being  acquainted  with  the  Business,  tho  I shoud  have  Thought 
daily  Experience  in  the  comon  Employments  of  Life  woud  have  instruc- 
ted him  better,  trusted  to  another  for  what  he  coud  or  ought  to  have 
done  himself,  a Fellow  whom  he  employed  as  a Waggon  Master  here 
engaged  him  32  Waggons  to  take  off  all  his  Salt  at  once  on  the  17^ 
N'T  Graham  at  going  off  with  his  Cattle  was  afraid  of  being  over- 
stocked with  Waggons,  and  desired  Me  to  employ  what  remained,  after 
taking  his  Salt,  in  the  King's  Service.  On  the  18^  late  in  the 
Night  arrived  Ml  Graham's  Waggon  Master  here  with  two  Waggons,  and 
upon  my  not  receiving  him  very  civily  after  such  a Disappointment, 

he  went  off  and  has  left  Me  to  transact  MF  Graham's  Business  for 
him.  I have  got  about  200  Bushels  of  the  Salt  up  to  Cumberland, 
and  shall  send  it  up  as  fast  as  possible  till  MT  Graham  can  come 
down  himself.  As  MF  Graham’s  Waggon  Master  I believe  never  stirred 
for  a Waggon,  MF  Ramsay  has  engaged  all  that  I know  of,  so  that  I 
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am  now  under  a Necessity  of  employing  Pack  Horses  to  take  it  up, 
as  the  only  Method  left.  No  Man  ever  had  fairer  Promises  than  I 
have  concerning  these  Horses,  but  yet  I -am-  net- -per-se-  dare  not  say 
they  will  come. 

After  all  these  Disappointments  I am  afraid  to  propose  any 
Thing  from  Virginia  tho  I believe  were  the  Thing  to  continue  the 
People  woud  know  more  of  the  Matter  by  the  next  Season.  This  Affair 
has  come  upon  Them  so  unexpectedly,  that  few  are  prepared  for  it. 
But  as  Mr  Walker  a Gentleman  well  acquainted  with  the  Business  who 
has  been  employed  since  the  Comencemt'  of  the  War  in  victualling  the 
Troops,  has  given  Me  Assurances  that  he  will  at  a Certain  Price  con- 
tract for  the  victualling  1000  Men  at  Cumberland  Red  Stone  & 
Pittsburg,  and  as  he  offers  & I am  sure  can  give  undoubted  Security 
for  what  he  promises  1 have  desired  him  to  write  your  Excellency 
upon  the  Subject  which  he  says  he  will  do  now  very  fully.  I am 
certain  no  one  knows  better  what  may  be  had  from  this  Country,  and 
as  he  is  very  cautious  & diligent  I am  sure  he  woud  not  promise  more 
than  he  woud  perform,  for  which  himself  proposes  to  give  a Bond 
in  any  Penalty  you  shall  fix.  I know  the  principal  Gent  of  this 
Country  have  so  good  an  Opinion  of  him  that  he  coud  get  Security  if 
required  for  £ 50,000 

I have  sent  up  several  People  to  Pittsburg  with  Cheese 
Butter  &c  which  I make  no  Doubt  woud  be  acceptable.  Those  who  have 
returned  from  thence,  on  that  Business,  have  expressed  the  utmost 
Satisfaction,  & all  the  Gratitude  they  were  capable  of,  for  the 
good  Treatment  & Reception  they  met  with.  If  the  Waggons  were  not 
chiefly  engaged  to  Mf  Ramsay  & myself  for  Carriage  of  Flour  &c  to 
Cumberland  I do  not  believe  there  would  be  Butter  Cheese  or  Apples 
Potatoes  &c  left  in  the  County.  The  Receipt  of  the  ready  Cash  here, 
to  which  they  have  not  been  accustomed  for  some  Time  past,  is  of 
particular  Service,  & very  acceptable  to  Them. 

At  the  Time  I employed  at  Bedford,  I mentioned  to  Col? 
Bouquet  the  Necessity  I was  under  of  quitting  this  Place  for  a 
few  Days  to  go  to  Williamsburg  on  my  own  private  Business;  he  was 
pleased  to  tell  Me  I need  not  let  it  interfere  with  the  Public,  as 
he  was  certain  I coud  do  both.  I wrote  him  since  three  several 
Times  for  Leave  to  go  down,  the  first  Lre  went  from  hence  above  a 
Month  since,  but  yet  I never  have  received  his  Answer  but  as  this 
is  a Law  Affair,  and  of  more  Consequence  to  Me  than  any  Thing  that 
coud  happen  Me  in  the  Service,  except  incurring  the  Displeasure,  of 
your  Excellency,  it  being  at  least  a Risque  of  losing  £ 5 or  600  if 
I am  not  present,  I hope  you  will  not  think  I have  been  guilty  of 
a Breach  of  my  Duty,  when  I inform  you,  I have  stayed  the  very  last

Day  I possibly  coud,  waiting  an  Answer  to  my  Request,  and  that  I 
must  set  off  to  morrow  Horning  unless  I woud  chuse  to  give  up  so 
much  Cash,  without  a Chance  of  ever  recovering  a single  6?  of  it 
again.  As  I told  Col?  Bouquet  the  Case  when  I was  at  Bedford,  and 
he  then  told  Me  I might  go,  and  have  so  long  applied  for  Leave  in 
writing,  I hooe  your  Excellency  will  not  think  Me  so  blameable  as 
I might  otherways  have  been,  as  I dare  say  you  woud  not  desire  I 
shoud  subject  myself  to  so  great  a Loss  on  my  private  Fortune,  for 
want  of  a few  Days  Recess  from  the  public  Affairs  especially  as  I 
have  put  Them  upon  such  a Footing  that  they  cant  suffer  till  my 
Return 


Never  was  any  Person  more  chagrined  then  myself  at  the 
Disappointments  in  the  Flour  & Salt  Contracts  I have  left  no  Stone 
unturned  to  forward  Them,  have  engaged  and  given  Security  myself  to 
the  Waggoners  &c  for  their  Cash  and  still  I cant  promise  you  any 
Thing  from  Appearance  at  present.  No  Doubt  for  their  own  Accounts 
they  will  dispatch  the  Matter  as  soon  as  possible.  I have  en- 
countered many  more  Difficulties  in  these  Things,  than  where  they 
imediately  were  to  be  transacted  by  myself.  Indeed  I believe  the 
Gentlemen  were  not  much  acquainted  with  the  Business  they  undertook, 
and  tis  not  a very  easy  Matter  among  the  extraordinary  Set  of 
Mortals  We  have  to  deal  with  here  to  establish  a Character  & Credit 
imediately. 

I have  just  received  Letters  from  several  People  who  have 
set  out  with  Forage  to  Redstone.  I have  contracted  with  a Person 
here  too  for  Carriage  of  15,000  libs  of  Flour  to  the  same  Place. 
He  has  also  undertook  to  carry  Me  out  500  Bushels  of  Forage  to 
Redstone,  as  I made  no  Doubt  MF  Ramsay's  Flour  woud  be  up  in  Time, 
I agreed  with  him  to  take  out  the  Forage  first.  So  soon  as  he 
finishes  it,  he  shall  set  off  with  the  Flour.  I pay  him  25/  P gross 
Hundred  for  Carriage  from  hence  to  Red  Stone  which  I think  very 
cheap,  as  18/  is  allowed  from  Cumberland  only  which  is  near  midway. 

I hope  your  Excellency  will  be  assured  that  while  I have 
the  Honor  to  be  entrusted  with  the  Execution  of  your  Comands  on  this, 
or  indeed  any  other  Quarter,  I shall  to  the  utmost  of  my  Abilities 
endeavor  punctually  and  diligently  to  comply  with  Them.  Nothing 
shall  fail  thro  Neglect  in  Me,  & I coud  heartily  wish  you  had  not 
Cause  to  find  Fault  with  my  Country  Men,  tho  I must  say,  you  have 
been  partly  disappointed  by  unforeseen  Accidents,  that  were  not  in 
human  Nature  to  prevent.  Want  of  Rain,  has  put  the  Flour  Contract 
very  backward  while  too  much  Credulity  and  Dependence  on  another 
Person,  has  much  stopped  the  one  for  Salt.  Ill  promise  no  more  for 
Them. 
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I expect  if  your  Excellency  designs  to  purchase  any  Thing 
from  hence  in  the  Winter  you  have  sent  lie  the  Cash  I wrote  for  or 
at  least  an  Order  for  it.  In  Case  the  Contracts  are  performed  by 
the  Gent  for  Flour  & Salt,  I shall  want  some  to  discharge  my  own 
that  I am  sure  will  be  fulfilled.  with  great  Respect.

I Received  yours  by  mF  Nevill,  with  40  head  of  Beef  Cattle 
which  have  Passed  Inspection,  and  are  Estimated  at  300^-b  Each,  of 
Nett  Beef. 

I am  Sorry  any  Complaint  Should  be  made  by  Mf  Ramsay  to 
you  in  Regard  to  my  Stopping  his  Waggons  at  this  place.  I am  affraid 
this  Affair  has  been  misrepresented  to  You  as  I can  Prove  by  the 
Officers  in  this  Garrison  I have  Never  Delayed  his  Waggons  abovt 
2 or  three  hours,  and  in  Case  he  sends  50  at  once  I shall  Disoatch 
them  in  Less  then  half  a Day.  Mf  Ramsays  Projection  of  having  his 
waggons  w^h  Flour  Examined  at  Red  Stone  Creek  will  not  Answer,  as 
that  would  be  bringing  an  Additional  Expence  on  the  Crown  by  Employ- 
ing another  Person  to  Act  in  Behalf  of  the  -Grover  King  at  RedStone 
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Creek,  Whilst  one  Stationed  here  can  Inspect  all  the  Provisions 
Destined  for  this  place,  Red  Stone  Creek  & Pittsburgh  Sent  from 
Virginia.  Besides  it  is  Certainly  better  for  MF  Ramsay  to  have  his 
Flour  Inspected  here  then  at  at  Red  Stone  as  the  Carriage  will  be 
more  Expensive  I Dare  Say  M.  Ramsay’s  Sebeae  Notion  of  Letting 
the  waggons  Pass  my  Post  without  Inspection  is  founded  on  a Scheme 
of  the  Troops  at  RedStone  Creek  being  in  Necessity  for  Bread  Whilst 
those  at  Pittsburgh  were  in  the  Same  Delimma,  therefore  would  take 
any  Stuff  Rather  then  Starve,  as  has  already  been  the  Case  at  Red 
Stone  Creek  where  the  Troops  were  obliged  to  Eat  Meal  (Instead  of 
Flour)  of  which  Even  the  Contractor's  Clerks  have  Complained  as  not 
being  Sufficient.  I have  Inclosed  you  a Copy  of  my  Instructions  by 
wc^  you  will  See  I have  Acted  only  agreeable  to  them,  and  Can  by  no 
means  Suffer  Provisions  of  any  kind  not  Sufficient  to  Pass  this  Place 
Destined  for  the  Army  under  Command  of  General  Stanwix.  If  you  find 
any  Clause  in  my  Instructions  which  will  allow  one  to  Dispence  with 
the  Inspection  of  MF  Ramsays  Flour  I Pray  the  favour  you  will  Let 
me  know  it:  As  to  MF  Ramseys  making  Complaints  against  me  a Second 
or  third  time  whilst  I do  my  Duty  to  the  best  of  my  Power,  I Shall 
not  give  myself  any  uneasine[ss]  about  it  as  Col?  Bouquet  sent 
me  here  in  a great  Measure  to  see  that  MF  Ramsay  fullfilled  his 
Contract,  as  allso  the  other  Gentlemen  who  Sends  Provisions  here 
for  the  Troops 

The  Meal  of  Ramsays  which  I Refused  was  not  Realy  fit  for 
any  Soldiers  to  Eat;  When  the  King  Pays  Such  an  Extravagent  Price 
tbey  for  their  Provisions  they  Ought  to  have  the  Best  or  Such  as 
is  good.

as  I was  Out  a hunting  when  the  last  express  went  up,  I 
Order'd  Mf  Dehaas  to  write  you  two  lines  and  enclose  the  Provision 
& Forrage  returns,  which  1 find  he  has  done,  they  are  also  inclos'd 
here . 


You  will  see  in  McPhersons  return  477  W.  of  Flour  Sent  to 
Coll:  Stevens,  which  was  done  in  my  absence,  and  Loaded  on  the  Horses 
without  the  knowledge  of  any  Officer  here;  upon  Sending  for  Mcpherson 
to  answer  his  Conduct  of  sending  any  thing  Out  of  the  Kings  Stores 
as  private  property  without  my  knowledge,  he  says  Coll:  Stephens 
requested  him  at  leaving  this  place  to  give  it  Storeage  until  he 
cou'd  send  for  it:  I findithas  been  mingled  with  the  Common  Stock, 
and  the  fellow  cannot  tell  me  whether  it  has  been  included  in  his 
returns  or  not,  nor  never  before  mention'd  it  either  to  you,  or  me. 
I have  given  him  a Severe  rebuke,  and  did  I know  what  to  do  with  the 
Stores,  he  shou'd  pay  in  another  manner  for  his  impudence,  ignorance, 
or  both.  Coll:  Stevens  Conduct  I think  is  very  extraordinary  in 
sending  here  a parcel  of  Horses  to  be  loaded  Out  of  the  Publick 
Store  without  any  Authority,  or  even  a line  to  me  that  might  explain 
the  matter,  if  the  thing  were  even  less  than  it  is,  I'm  Oblig'd 
to  write  you  so  much  in  Order  to  explain  the  N:  B:  in  the  return, 
and  have  done  it  with  more  softness,  than  the  conduct  deserves, 
in  regard  of  Waggons  and  Forrage,  please  to  read  the  Generals  letter, 
this  afternoon  there  are  Nine  Waggons  more  come  up  with  flour,  which 
are  also  to  proceed  to  Pittsb?  unfortunate,  that  none  of  them  were 
Forrage.  I am  daily  cautioning  Ml  Morton  in  regard  of  this  Article, 
& have  you  may  depend  on't  a watchful  Eye  on  Mcpherson  De  Haas 
is  as  Careful  on  this  point  as  I have  ever  known  him  about  anything. 
I have  sent  down  a parcel  of  Superfluous  weomen  and  Other  unnecessary 
people,  perhaps  some  who  have  been  discharged  this  place  may  make 
application  to  the  General  or  you,  for  farther  Stay,  such  as  Bakers 
&?  which  shou'd  not  be  granted:  as  I plainly  discover  the  smaler 
the  Garrison  & it ' s attendants,  the  better  for  the  Service,  this 
being  no  more  now  than  a Post  of  passage. 


Coll:  Bouquet 
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inclos'd  you  have  a Counterfiet  pass  or  discharge  produc'd 
here  by  a Deserter  from  Capt"  Gordons  Company,  wh[icnj  cost  Six  of 
my  people  a Chase  of  Eighteen  Miles  before  they  took  him,  he  shall 
go  up  by  the  first  Opportunity,  we  have  at  present  a very  great 
rain,  the  Road  from  Stoney-Creek  to  the  All[e]ghany  will  doubtless 
be  knee-deep.  I thought  to  have  mix'd  this  heavy  letter,  with  some 
Other  Subject,  but  must  refer  it  at  this  time,  and  am  dear  Sir,  with

I am  glad  the  Gen"!"  approves  of  the  building  the  two  houses 
at  the  Crossing,  Our  affairs  there  go  on  Extreamly  well;  I likewise 
observe  the  Gen:  approbation  of  the  Bridge  across  the  Little 

Youghyogamy  & that  He  desires  I would  have  it  done,  which  you  may 
assure  His  Excellency  I will  with  pleasure;  I have  sent  CaptG  Paris 
this  horning  to  the  little  Crossing  to  Vew  the  propper  place  & to 
Return  & make  Report  to  me;  as  I shall  leave  CaptG  Paris  here  I 
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thought  it  proper  he  should  see  both  Crossings  in  order  that  he 
might  -underst-and-  the  better  understand  my  Instructions  to  Him 

I send  you  by  the  Battoes  20  baggs  of  forrage  being  all  that 
I have  here  except  a little  I have  keept  for  the  horses  Employed 
at  this  place.  I likewise  send  Sundry  other  Things  aggreable  to 
the  Invoice  Inclosed.  I am  inform’d  there  are  upwards  of  Sixty 
Wagons  upon  the  road  to  this  place  loaded  with  flour  but  Can't 
assertain  the  time  they  will  be  here 

I send  Lieut'  Scott  & four  men  in  the  Battoes  with  5 Desert- 
ers as  I thought  they  might  be  a hinderance  to  me  upon  my  March. 
The  works  here  are  in  great  forwardness  think  to  finish  by  Saturday 
& march  from  hence  for  Pitsburg  on  Sunday  first,  shall  leave  all 
the  Tools  &?a  nailed  up  in  Boxes  made  on  purpose  ready  to  go  to 
Pitsburg  by  the  first  Battoes 

I shall  give  the  Officer  here  particular  Derections  Con- 
cerning the  Regularity  of  his  Entrys  & Certificates  for  Stores,  & 
in  every  respect  leav  things  on  such  a footing  as  to  prevent  all 
manner  of  Confusion 

Col:  Shippen  & self  have  thought  that  the  Gen"!"  should  have 
some  Satisfaction  Concerning  the  Courses  &9a  of  this  River  above 
this  Fort,  but  heitherto  we  have  had  too  much  to  do  to  Attempt  to 
put  Our  Scheme  in  Execution.  Col:  Shippen  for  this  purpose  will 
sett  off  tomorrow  with  three  Hunters  in  a Canoe  &•  perhaps  mayn’t 
Return  before  my  Departure  from  hence,  he  will  follow  me  to  Pitsburg 

I shall  be  obliged  to  March  with  about  6 or  8 rounds  of 
Amunition  p man.  I have  been  obliged  to  hunt  for  Victuals,  you’l 
therefore  please  to  send  p the  First  Battoes  -what  Amunition  you  may

I have  been  inform'd  that  it  is  not  Impossible  to  gett  a

Since  the  taking  of  Tienderoga  I was  left  to  repair  it 
again,  which  was  verry  much  damaged  by  the  Ennemy,  in  blowing  up  one 
Bastion  intirely  in  Yihich  they  had  their  Powder  Ilagazin,  and  two 
more  which  were  Casematted  with  Loggs,  they  burnt  by  Combust ibel 
Stoff  and  Powder,  also  three  fourth  of  their  Barraks  before  we  could 
extinguish  the  Flames:  the  Planks,  in  which  they  had  Sally  ports 
were  wholly  ruined. 


The  Fort  is  a verry  triffling  Small  oblong  with  four  Bas- 
tions, the  Parapets  thin,  it  has  two  Ravalins  of  Stone,  (verry  good 
ones  if  they  were  bigger,)  before  the  most  exposed  sides;  it  is 
Situated  upon  a Ridge  of  Roks,  about  three  hundert  yards  from 
the  point,  in  the  mid Lie]  of  a low  neke  of  Land  formed  by  Lacke 
Champlain  and  the  River  by  which  Lacke  George  emntys  itself,  into 
Lacke  Champlain:  the  Fort  kaa't  be  inlarged  for  narrowness  of  the 
Roks:  At  the  out  most  point  of  Roks,  where  the  Lacke  is  but  five 
or  Six  hundert  yards  wide,  is  a Stone  Redout  in  the  form  of  an 
Bastion  hows  point  is  towards  the  Fort,  which  the  French  had  to 
secure  theyr  Retreat  with  Battoes  as  the  Lacke  a little  below  it  is 
near  a Kill  wide.

I am  to  inform  you  that  by  order  of  Col.  Byrd,  as  he 
marched  down,  Ensign  Vass  of  his  Regiment  is  appointed  to  take  charge 
of  all  the  Kings  Stores  at  this  place,  and  therefore  imagines  I 
have  no  further  Business  here,  and  request  you  will  send  me  orders 
whether  I shall  march  to  Fort  Loudon,  where  I understand  I am  to  be 
stationed  this  Winter.  You  will  please  let  me  know  what  I shall 
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do  with  the  money  you  left  with  me  to  pay  for  the  Butter  Cheese 
that  was  taken  into  the  Kings  Store  at  Redstone  Creek,  as  no  one 
has  applied  to  me  for  payment  as  yet  nor  perhaps  will  not  before  I 
go.  I expect  that  mF  Graham  will  deliver  the  Last  of  his  Salt,  at 
this  Garrison  to  night  I have  pressed  two  or  three  small  Brigades 
of  packhorses  leaden  with  Forage  for  Redstone,  and  loaded  them  with 
Salt.

Carlisle,  Dec.  30,  1759. 


3ir : 

As  the  reduction  of  the  troops  will  reduce  me  again  to  my  original 
nothingness,  I believed  it  would  not  be  a bad  idea  to  let  you  know 
in  time,  and  to  send  you  my  very  humble  supplications.  As  this  last 
shock  has  almost  completely  discouraged  me  from  seeking  my  fortune 
in  the  army,  I can  think  of  nothing  but  to  take  any  .kind  of  employ- 
ment which  would  give  me  an  honest  living.  I know  it  would  not  be 
hard  for  you  to  furnish  that,  if  the  little  service  that  I have  had 
the  opportunity  to  give  to  His  Majesty  would  not  be  too  inadequate 
to  have  come  to  your  notice',  but  be  that  as  it  may,  I take  the 
liberty  to  make  a few  suggestions  which  I shall,  however,  leave  for 
your  better  judgment  to  decide.  The  title  of  Fort  Major,  or  some- 
thing similar,  would  satisfy  my  vanity  sufficiently  if  the  different 
branches  of  employment  filled  by  Mr.  Morton,  such  as  forage  master, 
or  perhaps  inspector  of  the  commissaries,  which  are  at  hand,  would 
give  me  ample  occupation  and  frequent  opportunities  to  show  the 
loyalty  which  I owe  to  His  Majesty.  I would  ask  you  to  consider, 
Sir,  if  it  would  not  be  better  for  the  good  of  the  service  that 
the  different  posts  be  placed  under  the  direction  of  one  person 
who,  when  once  well  versed  in  the  work,  will  act  with  more  zeal 
and  with  less  expense.  But  I would  be  contented  with  less;  if  at 
Loudoun,  for  ex, ample,  to  regulate  the  pasture  and  forage  for  the 
horses  and  to  advance  the  King's  interest.  But  if  none  of  this 
meets  with  your  approval,  I must  inform  you  of  my  inclination  for 
the  country  life,  like  our  forefathers  who  cultivated  the  land.  I 
now  have  an  opportunity,  if  I should  decide  to  consider  it,  to  wed 
a young  and  rather  pretty  girl,  well  bred,  whose  father  has  good 
land  in  Path  Valley.  But  as  I must  have  enough  to  put  the  plantation 
in  good  condition  and  as  I do  not  believe  it  prudent  to  make  my 
poverty  too  apparent,  I ask  your  assistance;  which,  however,  could 
be  arranged  without  any  risk  to  you  because,  if  I were  sure  I could 
depend  upon  it,  I would  talk  with  more  authority  to  the  father  of 
the  girl,  and  after  he  has  assigned  the  land  to  me,  I would  have 
something  to  give  you  as  security-  Colonel  Armstrong,  who  knows 
these  people,  encourages  me  in  this.  Do  not  allow  the  confidence 
I have  placed  in  you,  Sir,  to  be  in  vain,  and  grant  me  this  last 
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favor,  that  I shall  show,  all  my  life,  the  deepest  gratitude  imag- 
inable by  being,
